No  transaction  entered  into  by  the  Company  shall  be  affected  by  the  fact 
that  the  Directors  of  the  Company  were  personally  interested  in  it ;  and  every 
Director  of  the  Company  is  hereby  relieved  from  any  disability  that  might 
otherwise  prevent  his  contracting  with  the  Company  for  the  benefit  of  himself 
or  any  firm,  association  or  corporation,  in  which  he  may  be  in  an^  wise  interested. 

III.  AH  corporate  powers,  including  the  sale,  mortgage ;  hypothecation  and 
pledge  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  corporate  property,  shall  be  exercised  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  law. 

IV.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  make  By-Laws  and  may  provide  therein  for 
the  appointment  of  an  Executive  Committee  from  their  own  members,  to  exercise 
all  or  any  of  the  powers  of  the  Board  which  may  lawfully  be  delegated  when  not 
in  session.

but  when  ....  per  cent,  is  paid  for  any  year  on  the  whole  combined  common 
and  preferred  capital  stock,  any  further  dividends  that  may  be  paid  for  that 
year  are  to  be  paid  on  all  without  distinction.

Special  Provisions  in  Certificate  op  Incorporation  as  Allowed  by  New 

Jersey  Statutes. 

(See  §  4,  supra.) 

The  number  oi  directors  of  the  Company  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws ;  but  the  number  if  fixed  at  more  than  three,  shall  be  some  multiple 
of  three.  The  directors  shall  be  classified  with  respect  to  the  time  for  which 
they  shall  severally  hold  office  by  dividing  them  into  three  classes,  each  consist- 
ing of  one-third  of  the  whole  munber  of  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors 
of  the  first  class  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year ;  the  directors  of  the  second 
class  for  a  term  of  two  years ;  and  the  directors  of  the  third  class  for  a  term  of 
three  years ;  and  at  each  annual  election  the  successors  to  the  class  of  directors 
whose  terms  shaJl  expire  in  that  year  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  so  that  the  term  of  office  of  one  class  of  directors  shall  expire  in 
each  year. 

The  number  of  the  directors  may  be  increased  as  may  be  provided  in  the 
by-laws.  In  case  of  any  increase  of  the  number  of  the  directors  the  additional 
directors  shall  be  elected  as  may  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  by  the  directors 
or  by  the  stockholders  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting  and  one-third  of  their 
number  shall  be  elected  for  the  then  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  the  directors 
of  the  first  class,  one-third  of  their  number  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term 
of  the  directors  of  the  second  class,  and  one^third  of  their  number  for  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  the  term  of  the  directors  of  the  third  class,  so  that  each  class 
of  directors  shall  be  increased  equally. 

In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  any  class  of  directors  through  death,  resignation, 
disqualification  or  other  cause,  the  remaining  directors,  by  afiirmative  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  may  elect  a  successor  to  hold  office  for 
the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  the  director  whose  place  shall  be  vacant, 
and  until  the  election  of  a  successor. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  hold  their  meetings  outside  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  at  such  places  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  designated 
by  the  by-laws  or  by  resolution  of  the  board.  The  by-laws  may  prescribe  the 
number  of  directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
which  number  may  be  less  than  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  directors. 

Unless  authorized  by  votes  given  ia  person  or  by  proxy  by  stockholders 
holding  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  coiporation,  which  is 
represented  and  voted  upon  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  a  meeting  specially  called 
for  that  purpose  or  at  an  annual  meeting,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  not 
mortgage  or  pledge  any  of  its  real  property,  or  any  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
of  any  other  corporation ;  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply 
to  the  execution  of  any  purchase-money  mortgage  or  any  other  purchase-money 
lien.  As  authorized  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
passed  March  22,  1901,  amending  the  17th  section  of  the  Act  Concerning  Cor- 
porations (Revision  of  1896),  any  action  which  theretofore  required  the  consent 
of  the  holders  of  two-thirds  of  the  stock  at  any  meeting  after  notice  to  them 
given,  or  required  their  consent  in  writing  to  be  filed,  may  be  taken  upon  the 
consent  of,  and  the  consent  given  and  filed  by  the  holders  of  two-thirds  of  the 
stock  of  each  class  represented  at  such  meeting  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Any  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  Board  of  Directors. 
Ally  other  officer  or  employee  of  the  Company  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  by  any  committee  or  superior  officer  upon 
whom  such  power  of  removal  may  be  conferred  by  the  by-laws  or  by  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 
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The  Board  of  Directors,  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
board,  may  appoint  from  the  directors  an  executive  committee,  of  which  a 
majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  and  to  such  extent  as  shall  be  provided 
in  the  by-laws,  such  committee  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  or  any  of  the 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  including  power  to  cause  the  seal  of  the  cor- 
poration to  be  affixed  to"  all  papers  that  may  require  it. 

The  Board  .of  Directors,  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
board,  may  appoint  any  other  Standing  Committees,  and  such  Standing  Com- 
mittees shall  have  and  may  exercise  such  powers  as  shall  be  conferred  or  author- 
ized by  the  by-laws. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint  not  only  other  officers  of  the  Company, 
but  also  one  or  more  vice-presidents,  one  or  more  assistant  treasurers  and  one 
or  more  assistant  secretaries ;  and,  to  the  extent  provided  in  the  by-laws,  the 
persons  so  appointed  respectively  shall  have  and  may  exercise  aU  the  powers 
of  the  president,  of  the  treasurer  and  of  the  secretary,  respectively. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  fix  and  to 
determine  and  to  vary  the  amount  of  the  working  capital  of  the  Company ;  and 
to  direct  and  determine  the  use  and  disposition  of  any  surplus  or  net  profits 
over  and  above  the  capital  stock  paid  in ;  and  in  its  discretion  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  use  and  apply  any  such  surplus  or  accumulated  profits  in  pur- 
chasing or  actjuiring  its  bonds  or  other  obhgations,  or  shares  of  its  own  capital 
stock,  to  such  extent  and  in  such  manner  and  upon  slich  terms  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  deem  expedient ;  but  shares  of  such  capital  stock  so  purchased 
or  acquired  may  be  resold,  unless  such  shares  shall  have  been  retired  for  the 
purpose  of  decreasing  the  Company's  capital  stock  as  provided  by  law. 

The  Board  of  Directors  from  time  to  time  shall  determine  whether  and  to 
what  extent,  and  at  what  times  and  places,  and  under  what  conditions  and  regu- 
lations,_  the  accounts  and  books  of  the  corporation,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders,  and  no  stockholder  shall  have  any  right 
to  inspect  any  account  or  book  or  document  of  the  corporation,  except  as  con- 
ferred by  Statute  or  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Dkectors,  or  by  a  resolution  of 
the  stockholders. 

Subject  always  to  by-laws  made  by  the  stockholders,  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  make  by-laws,  and,  from  time  to  time,  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  any  of 
its  by-laws ;  bui,  any  by-laws  made  by  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be  altered 
or  repealed  by  the  stockholders  at  any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any  spesial  meet- 
ing, provided  notice  of  such  proposed  alteration  or  repeal  be  included  in  the 
notice  of  the  meeting.

Purposes  of  United  States  Steel  Corporation  as  Specified  in  Certifi- 
cate OF  Incorporation. 

The  objects  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed  are : 

To  manufacture  iron,  steel,  manganese,  coke,  copper,  lumber  and  other 
materials,  and  all  or  any  articles  consisting,  or  partly  consisting,  of  iron,  steel 
copper,  wood  or  other  materials,  and  all  or  any  products  thereof.  ' 

To  acquire,  own,  lease,  occupy,  use  or  develop  any  lands  containing  coal 
or  iron,  manganese,  stone  or  other  ores,  or  oil,  and  any  wood  lands,  or  other  lands 
for  any  purpose  of  the  Company. 

To  mine,  or  otherwise  to  extract  or  remove,  coal,  ores,  stone  and  other 
minerals  and  timber  from  any  lands  owned,  acquired,  leased  or  occupied  by  the 
Company,  or  from  any  other  lands. 

To  buy  and  sell,  or  otherwise  to  deal  or  to  traffic  in,  iron,  steel,  manganese, 
copper,  stone,  ores,  coal,  coke,  wood,  lumber  and  other  materials,  and  any  of 
the  products  thereof,  and  any  articles  consisting,  or  partly  consisting  thereof. 
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To  construct  bridges,  buildings,  machinery,  ships,  boats,  engines,  cars  and 
other  equipment,  railroads,  docks,  slips,  elevators,  water  works,  gas  works  and 
electric  works,  viaducts,  aqueducts,  canals  and  other  water-ways,  and  any  other 
means  of  transportation,  and  to  sell  the  same,  or  otherwise  to  dispose  thereof, 
or  to  maintain  and  operate  the  same,  except  that  the  Company  shall  not  main- 
tain or  operate  any  railroad  or  canal  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

To  apply  for,  obtain,  register,  purchase,  lease,  or  otherwise  to  acquire,  and 
to  hold,  use,  own,  operate  and  introduce,  and  to  sell,  assign,  or  otherwise  to 
dispose  of,  any  trade-marks,  trade  names,  patents,  inventions,  improvements 
and  processes  used  in  connection  with,  or  secured  under  letters  patent  of  the 
United  States,  or  elsewhere,  or  otherwise ;  and  to  use,  exercise,  develop,  grant 
licenses  in  respect  of,  or  otherwise  to  turn  to  account  any  such  trade-marks, 
patents,  licenses,  processes,  and  the  like,  or  any  such  property  or  rights. 

To  engage  in  any  other  manufacturing,  mining,  construction  or  transportation 
business  of  aiiy  kind  or  character  whatsoever,  and  to  that  end  to  acquire,  hold, 
own  and  dispose  of,  any  and  all  property,  assets,  stocks,  bonds  and  rights  of  any 
and  every  kind ;  but  not  to  engage  in  any  business  hereunder  which  shall  re- 
quire the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  within  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

To  acquire  by  pm:chase,  subscription  or  otherwise,  and  to  hold  or  to  dispose 
of,  stocks,  bonds  or  any  other  obligations  of  any  corporation  formed  for,  or  then 
or  theretofore  engaged  in  or  pursuing,  any  one  or  more  of  the  kinds  of  business, 
purposes,  objects  or  operations  above  indicated,  or  owning  or  holding  any  prop- 
erty of  any  kind  herein  mentioned ;  or  of  any  corporation  owning  or  holding  the 
stocks  or  the  obligations  of  any  such  corporation. 

To  hold  for  investment,  or  otherwise  to  use,  sell  or  dispose  of,  any  stock, 
bonds  or  other  obligations  of  any  such  other  corporation ;  to  aid  in  any  manner 
any  corporation  whose  stock,  bonds  or  other  obligations  are  held  or  are  in  any 
manner  guaranteed  by  the  Company,  and  to  do  any  other  acts  or  things  for  the 
preservation,  protection,  improvement  or  enhancement  of  the  value  of  any  such 
stock,  bonds  or  other  obligations,  or  to  do  any  acts  or  things  designed  for  any 
such  purpose ;  and,  while  owner  of  any  such  stock,  bonds  or  other  obUgations, 
to  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  ownership  thereof,  and  to 
exercise  any  and  all  voting  power  thereon. 

The  business  or  purpose  of  the  Company  is  from  time  to  time  to  do  any  one 
or  more  of  the  acts  and  things  herein  set  forth ;  and  it  may  conduct  its  business 
in  other  States  and  in  the  Territories  and  in  foreign  countries,  and  may  have 
one  office  or  more  than  one  office,  and  keep  the  books  of  the  Company  outside 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  except  as  otherwise  may  be  provided  by  law ;  and 
may  hold,  purchase,  mortgage  and  convey  real  and  personal  property  either  in 
or  out  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

Without  in  any  particular  limiting  any  of,  the  objects  and  powers  of  the 
corporation,  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared  and  provided  that  the  corporation 
shall  have  power  to  issue  bonds  and  other  obUgations,  ^n  payment  for  property 
purchased  or  acquired  by  it,  or  for  any  object  in  or  abollt  its  business ;  to  mort- 
gage or  pledge  any  stocks,  bonds  or  other  obligations,  or  any  property  which 
may  be  acquired  by  it,  to  secure  any  bonds  or  other  obligations  by  it  issued  or 
incurred ;  to  guarantee  any  dividends  or  bonds  or  contracts  or  other  obligations ; 
to  make  and  perform  contracts  of  any  kind  and  description;  and  in  carrying 
on  its  business,  or  for  the  purpose  of  attaining  or  furthering  any  of  its  objects, 
to  do  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things,  and  to  exercise  any  and  all  other  powers 
which  a  copartnership  or  natural  person  could  do  and  exercise,  and  which  now 
or  hereafter  may  be  authorized  by  law.

Charter  of  Corporation  to  Advance  Knowledge  and  Assist  Colleges,

The  charter  of  the  Carnegie  Corpbration  of  New  York,  granted  by  Act  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  1911,  covers  these  subjects.

The  charter  of  the  Eocke- 
feller  Foundation,  incorporated  in  1913  by  special  act  of  the  New  York  Legis- 
lature, is  found  in  Ch.  488  of  the  Laws  of  1913  of  that  state.

Securities  Investment  Company  in  Connection  with  a  National  Bank. 

(See  §  622  f.,  supra.) 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  National  City  Bank,  held  on  June  27,  1911,  with  a  copy  of  the 
resolutions  as  to  organization  of  the  National  City  Company  and  the  agreement 
relating  thereto : 

The  president  stated  that  the  plan  proposed  by  the  oflScers  of  the  bank  and 
informally  approved  by  its  board  of  directors,  for  tlie  formation  of  an  investing 
company,  in  which  only  the  stockholders  of  the  bank  may-  acquire  a  beneficial 
interest,  ratably  according  to  their  holdings  of  the  stock  of  the  bank,  had  been 
approved  by  more  than  two-thirds  in  amoimt  of  the  stockholders  of  the  bank  as 
evidenced  by  their  signatures  to  an  agreement  dated  June  1,  1911,  between  the 
bank,  party  of  the  first  part,  James  StUlman,  Frank  A.  Vanderlip,  and  Stephen 
S.  Palmer,  as  trustees,  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  Henry  A.  C.  Taylor  and 
other  shareholders  of  the  bank,  parties  of  the  third  part.  This  agreement 
which  had  been  executed  on  behalf  of  the  bank  by  Mr.  Simonson,  as  its  vice 
president,  was  then  presented  to  the  meeting  and  a  copy  thereof  was  filed  with 
the  cashier. 

Thereupon,  on  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  unanimously 

Ebsolved,  That  the  execution  of  the  said  agreement  on  behalf  of  the  bank 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved,  ratified,  and  confirmed. 

The  president  stated  that  the  trustees  named  in  the  said  agreement  had 
recommended  to  the  board  that  a  special  dividend  of  forty  per  cent.  (40  %)  be 
declared  and  paid  to  the  shareholders  of  the  bank  out  of  its  surplus  profits  to 
facilitate  them  in  acquiring  a  beneficial  interest  in  the  investing  company  to 
be  organized  as  provided  in  article  first  of  the  said  agreement.  The  matter 
was  then  considered,  and  thereupon,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  unani- 
mously 

Eesolved, 

I.  That  a  cash  dividend  of  40  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  bank  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  payable  July  10, 1911,  out  of  the  surplus  profits 
of  the  bank  to  its  shareholders  of  record  at  the  close  of  business  on  July  5, 
1911. 

II.  That  the  transfer  books  of  the  bank  be  closed  from  July  5,  1911,  at  3 
o'clock  P.M.,  to  July  11,  1911,  at  10  o'clock  a.m. 

III.  That  the  officers  of  the  bank  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  and 
directed  to  take  such  further  action  on  behalf  of  the  bank  as  they  may  deem  to 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  effectually  carry  out  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the 
said  agreement. 
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The  following  is  a  copy  of  agreement  referred  to  above : 

Agreement,  made  the  1st  day  of  June,  1911,  between  the  National  City 
Bank  of  New  York  (hereinafter  called  "the  Bank"),  party  of  the  first  part, 
James  Stilhnan,  Frank  A.  Vanderlip,  and  Stephen  S.  Palmer  (hereinafter  called 
"the  Trustees"),  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  Henry  A.  C.  Taylor,  Cleveland 
H.  Dodge,  William  Rockefeller,  Moses  Taylor  Pyne,  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  and 
other  subscribers  hereto  who  are  shareholders  of  the  said  bank  (hereinafter 
called  "the  Subscribers"),  parties  of  the  third  part : 

Whereas  opportunities  and  facilities  for  making  desirable  investments,  other 
than  those  which  are  possible  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  banking  business,  are 
from  time  to  time  presented  to  the  officers  of  the  Bank,  which  they  desire  to 
make  available  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Bank ;  now,  therefore,  in  consideration 
of  the  premises  and  of  $1  by  each  party  to  each  of  the  others  in  hand  paid,  the 
receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  agree- 
ments hereia  contained,  the  parties  hereto  hereby  agree  as  follows,  each  of  the 
parties  of  the  third  part  for  himself,  and  not  one  for  the  other  or  others  : 

First.  —  Organization  of  investing  company. 

A  business  corporation  shall  be  organized  by  the  Trustees  under  the  laws  of 
New  York,  with  an  authorized  capital  stock  of  $10,000,000,  divided  into  100,000 
shares  of  $100  each,  with  the  title  of  "United  States  Investing  Co."  or  such  other 
title  as  the  Trustees  may  select,  and  with  such  powers  as  to  the  Trustees  may 
seem  advisable.  The  said  company  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "investing 
company." 

Second.  —  Rights  to  beneficial  interest. 

Each  shareholder  of  the  Bank  shall  have  the  right  to  a  beneficial  interest, 
through  the  Trustees,  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  investing  company,  at  par,  to ' 
the  extent  of  two-fifths  of  the  par  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Bank  owned 
by  him  and  registered  in  his  name  at  the  date  of  closing  the  transfer  books  for 
the  special  dividend  hereinafter  mentioned,  provided  he  shall  exercise  such  right 
by  executing  this  agreement,  or  by  having  his  certificate  of  stock  stamped  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  specified,  on  or  before  July  15,  1911.'  After  that  date  the 
Trustees  may,  in  their  discretion,  and  upon  such  terms,  as  to  price  or  otherwise, 
as  they  may  prescribe,  permit  the  holders  of  stock  of  the  Bank,  in  respect  to 
which  such  right  may  not  have  been  exercised,  to  acquire  a  beneficial  interest 
in  the  capital  stock  of  the  investing  company,  at  par,  to  the  extent  of  two-fifths 
of  the  par  value  of  such  capital  stock  of  the  Bank  owned  by  them,  respectively. 

Third.  —  Special  dividend. 

In  order  to  facilitate  participation  by  the  shareholders  of  the  Bank  in  the 
privilege  specified  in  the  foregoing  second  article,  the  Trustees  wiU  recommend 
to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Bank  that  a  special  dividend  be  declared  and  paid 
to  its  shareholders  equal  to  the  par  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  investing 
company.  The  subscribers  agree  that,  if  such  dividend  is  declared  and  paid, 
they  will,  respectively,  forthwith  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  an  equivalent 
amount,  par  value,  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  investing  company. 

Fourth.  —  Assignment  of  special  dividend. 

In  order  to  enable  the  Trustees  to  organize  the  investing  company  and 
subscribe  its  capital  stock  as  aforesaid,  the  Subscribers  hereby  assign  and 
transfer  to  the  Trustees  all  their  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  the  said 
special  dividend ;  and  they  hereby,  respectively,  empower  and  direct  the  Bank 
to  pay  to  the  Trustees,  for  their  account,  respectively,  the  amount  of  such 
dividend,  which  the  Trustees  shall  forthwith  apply  to  the  payment  of  the  capital 
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stock  of  the  investing  company,  to  the  beneficial  interest  in  which  the  Sub- 
scribers, respectively,  may  become  entitled  hereunder. 

Fifth.  —  Issue  of  stock  of  the  investing  company. 

All  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  investing  company,  paid  for  on  behalf  of  the 
Subscribers  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  issued  to  and  held  by  the  Trustees  and  their 
successors  in  interest,  according  to  their  respective  interests ;  but  the  said  bene- 
ficial interests  of  the  Subscribers  therein  shall  not  be  transferable  separately, 
but  only  by  the  transfer  of  the  shares  of  stock  of  the  Bank  held  by  them,  re- 
spectively ;  and  every  sale  or  transfer  of  stock  of  the  Bank  by  a  Subscriber  or 
lus  successor  shall  include  the  beneficial  interest  of  such  Subscriber  or  his  suc- 
cessor in  the  capital  stock  of  the  investing  company  attaching  to  the  shares 
of  the  Bank  so  sold  or  transferred. 

Sixth.  -^  Indorsement  of  certificates. 

I.  As  soon  as  the  said  special  dividend  has  been  declared  by  the  Bank  and 
the  Subscribers  have  been  notified  by  the  Trustees  of  the  organization  of  the 
investing  company,  they  shall  present  to  the  Trustees,  at  the  office  of  the  Bank, 
number  55  Wall  Street,  New  York,  the  certificates  of  stock  of  the  Bank  held  by 
them,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  having  stamped  thereon  the  following 
indorsement : 

"The  registered  holder  of  the  share  or  shares  of  stock,  represented  by  the 
within  certificate,  is  entitled  to  the  beneficial  interest,  to  the  extent  of  two-fifths 
of  the  par  value  of  the  share  or  shares  represented  by  the  said  certificate,  in  the 
capital  stock,  at  par,  of  the  United  States  Investing  Co.,  a  New  York  corpora- 
tion, under  the  terms  of  a  certain  agreement,  dated  June  1,  1911,  between  The 
National  City  Bank  of  New  York,  party  of  the  first  part,  James  StiUman  and 
others,  as  trustees,  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  Henry  A.  C.  Taylor  and 
others,  as  shareholders  of  the  said  bank,  parties  of  the  third  part." 

II.  There  shall  be  Stamped  upon  the  certificates  of  stock,  issued  by  the 
investing  company  to  the  Trustees,  the  following  indorsement : 

"The  share  or  shares  of  stock  represented  by  this  certificate  are  held  by  the 
Trustees  therein  named  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
shareholders  of  The  National  City  Bank  of  New  York,  according  to  the  terms  of 
a  certain  agreement,  dated  June  1,  1911,  between  The  National  City  Bank  of 
New  York,  party  of  the  first  part,  James  StiUman  and  others,  as  Trustees, 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  Henry  A.  C.  Taylor  and  others,  as  shareholders 
of  the  said  Bank,  parties  of  the  third  part." 

Seventh.  —  Dividends. 

All  dividends  upon  the  c&pital  stock  of  the  investing  company  and  all  dis- 
tributions of  the  capital  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustees  of  those  share- 
holders of  the  Bank  whose  certificates  shall  be  stamped  as  aforesaid,  according 
to  their  respective  interests.  Such  payments  may  be  made  by  the  Trustees 
to  the  said  shareholders  directly  or  to  the  Bank  for  their  account,  and  the  Bank 
in  such  case  shall  thereupon  distribute  such  dividends  among  those  entitled 
to  receive  the  same.  Payment  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Bank  shall  relieve  the 
Trustees  from  all  further  liability  with  respect  thereto. 

Eighth.  —  Directors. 

The  Trustees  and  such  other  persons  as  they  may  designate,  who  shall  be 
officers  or  directors  of  the  Bank,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  directors  of  the 
investing  company.  No  one  shall  be  a  director  of  the  investing  company  who 
is  not  also  a  Trustee  hereunder  or  an  officer  or  a  director  of  the  Bank.    If  any 
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director  of  the  investing  company  shall  at  any  time  cease  to  be  an  officer  or 
director  of  the  Bank,  he  shall  thereupon  also  cease  to  be  a  director  of  the  invest- 
ing company,  and  his  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors,  with  some 
one  who  is  an  officer  or  a  director  of  the  Bank. 

Ninth.  — ■  The  Trustees.  ' 

The  nimiber  of  Trustees  hereunder  shall  not  be  less  than  three.  Any  Trustee 
may  at  any  time  resign.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  number  of  the  Trustees, 
it  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  Trustees  by  the  selection  of  some  one  who  is 
an  officer  or  director  of  the  Bank ;  and  any  Trustee  who  shall  cease  to  be  an 
officer  or  a  director  of  the  Bank  shall  thereupon  also  cease  to  be  a  Trustee  here- 
imder,  it  being  intended  that  only  officers  or  directors  of  the  Bank  shall  act  as 
Trustees. 

No  Trustee  shall  be  liable  for  the  act  of  any  other  Trustee,  but  shall  be  liable 
only  for  his  own  wilful  misconduct. 

The  Trustees  may  act  by  a  majority,  either  at  a  meeting  or  by  writing  with 
or  without  a  meeting,  and  they  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Tenth.  —  Modification  and  termination  of  agreement. 

This  agreement  may  at  any  time  be  amended,  modified,  or  terminated,  with 
the  written  consent  of  the  Trustees  and  of  two-thirds  in  interest  of  those  for 
whom  the  capital  stock  of  the  investing  company  is  then  held  by  the  Trustees. 

Eleventh.  —  Expenses. 

The  charges,  costs,  and  expenses  connected  with  the  organization  of  the  in- 
vesting company  shall  be  paid  by  the  investing  company ;  it  shall  also  indemnify 
and  hold  harmless  the  Trustees  from  all  personal  liability  hereunder,  except  for  . 
their  own  wilful  misconduct,  as  aforesaid. 

Twelfth.  —  Duplicate  copies. 

AU  copies  of  this  agreement,  executed  by  persons  entitled  to  do  so,  shall  have 
the  like  effect  as  if  their  signatures  were  subscribed  to  the  original,  and  the 
stamping  of  the  certificates  of  stock  of  the  Bank  held  by  the  subscribers  in  the 
manner  specified  in  the  sixth  article  hereof  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  they  had  executed  this  agreement. 

Thibteenth.  —  When  agreement  becomes  effective. 

This  agreement  shall  not  become  binding  until  it  shall  have  been  signed  by 
subscribers  holding  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Bank.

This  agreement  made  this  14th  day  of  February,  1908,  by  and  between 
George  F.  Baker,  Harris  C.  Fahnestock,  Francis  L.  Hine,  Henry  P.  Davison, 
George  F.  Baker,  jr.,  and  Charles  D.  Backus  (hereinafter  designated  Trustees), 
parties  of  the  first  part;  and  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  James  J.  Hill,  William  H. 
Moore,  James  A.  Blair,  John  J.  Mitchell,  Arthur  C.  James,  Fisher  A.  Baker,  and 
others  (hereinafter  designated  as  Stockholders),  parties  of  the  second  part. 

Whereas  each  and  every  of  the  parties  of  the  first  part  is  an  officer  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York  (hereinafter  _  designated  the 
Bank),  and  each  and  every  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part  is  a  stockholder 
of  the  Bank ;  and 

Whereas  the  Bank,  being  organized  under  the  national  banking  corporation 
act  of  Congress,  is  limited  in  its  power  to  acquire  and  to  hold  real  estate,  securi- 
ties, stocks,  and  other  property,  which  limitation  of  power  is  embarrassing  to 
the  conduct  of  the  legitimate  business  of  the  Bank,  and  of  business  properly 
incidental  thereto,  and  operates  to  the  pecimiary  disadvantage  of  the  stock- 
holders of  the  Bank ;  and 

Whereas  the  parties  hereto  are  advised  and  believe  that  the  inconvenience 
and  loss  thus  resulting  from  such  limitation  of  the  corporate  power,  lawfully 
and  properly  may  be  avoided  by  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  a  busi- 
ness corporation  (hereinafter  designated  the  Security  Company)  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  and  selling 
securities ;  in  which  Security  Company,  after  the  lawful  organization  thereof, 
officers  or  directors  of  the  Bank  shall  be  the  directors,  and,  as  joint  tenants 
and  not  as  tenants  in  common,  shall  be  stockholders,  in  such  way,  however, 
that  the  beneficial  interest  resulting  from  such  stock  (but  not  the  right  to  vote) 
may  accrue  continuously  and  irrevocably  to  such  persons  assenting  thereto 
as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  registered  stockholders  of  the  Bank  or  of  its  suc- 
cessor, severally  and  respectively,  in  proportion  to  their  registered  holdings  of 
the  stock  of  the  Bank  or  of  its  successor ;  and 

Whereas,  to  the  end  above  stated,  it  is  desired  that  all  of  the  Stockholders  of 
the  Bank  shall  enter  into  a  written  agreement  for  the  preparation  and  consum- 
mation of  a  plan  for  the  organization  of  the  Security  Company,  with  power  to 
purchase,  hold,  and  sell  securities,  and  for  the  patrons  of  fiie  Bank  to  conduct 
certain  lines  of  business  which,  though  often  transacted  by  bankers,  are  not 
expressly  included  within  the  corporate  powers  of  banks ;  and  also  by  such 
written  agreement  to  provide  for  the  ownership  of  the  stock  of  the  Seciirity 
Company  and  for  the  management  of  its  affairs : 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  and  of  the  mutual  promises 
herein  contained,  and  of  the  expected  performance  thereof,  and  of  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  by  each  of  the  parties  to  the  other  in  hand  paid,  the  receipt  whereof 
is  hereby  acknowledged,  all  of  the  parties  hereto,  severally  and  respectively  — 
that  is  to  say,  the  trustees  with  the  stockholders,  and  the  stockholders  with 
the  trustees,  and  each  and  every  of  the  stockholders  with  each  and  every  other 
stockholder  —  mutually  do  promise,  consent,  and  agree  as  follows,  to  wit :

Company,  and  its  capital  stock,  shall  be  such  as  are  hereinafter  indicated,  to 
wit: 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation  shaU  be  First  S^m-ity  Company. 

2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Security  Company  shall  be  ten  million  dollars 
divided  mto  one  hundred  thousand  equal  shares,  each  of  the  par  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars. 

3.  The  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Security  Company  after  organiza- 
tion so  far  as  may  be  under  the  laws  of  New  York,  may  be  and  shall  be  sub- 
scribed for  by  the  parties  of  the  first  part  or  their  successors  as  joint  tenants 
and  not  as  tenants  in  common,  and  payment  therefor  shall  be  made  as  herein- 
after provided.  After  such  payment,  so  far  as  may  be  under  the  laws  of  New 
York,  the  capital  stock  of  the  Security  Company  principally,  if  not  exclusively, 
shall  be  so  held,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  be  so  transferred,  that  at  all  times 
during  the  continuance  of  this  agreement  the  same  shaJl  be  held  by,  and  be  regis- 
tered on  the  stock  books  of  the  Security  Company  in  the  names  of,  the  persons 
who,  severally  and  respectively,  then  shall  be  directors  or  officers  of  the  Bank  or 
of  its  successors  as  aforesaid,  as  joint  tenants  and  not  as  tenants  in  common. 
Except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  such  persons  at  all  times  may  and  shall 
exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  absolute  owners  of  such  stock,  but  never- 
theless such  persons  shall  possess  and  shall  exercise  such  powers  in  trust,  and 
shall  be  free  from  and  shall  be  indemnified  against  any  and  all  personal  liability 
as  stockholders.

4.  Payment  for  the  capital  stock  of  the  Security  Company  may  be  made  by 
the  Trustees  out  and  to  the  extent  of  a  special  or  extra  dividend  hereafter  to 
be  declared  on  the  shares  of  the  Bank  out  of  the  surplus  or  net  profits  of  the 
Bank  and  in  an  aggregate  amount  equal  at  least  to  the  said  capital  stock  of  the 
Security  Company.  In  the  event  that  within  one  year  from  the  date  hereof 
such  extra  or  special  dividend  shall  be  declared  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  Bank, 
the  Trustees,  or  their  successors,  in  behalf  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Bank, 
subscribers  hereto,  shall  have  power  to  receive  and  to  receipt  for  their  several 
shares  of  such  extra  dividend  and  to  apply  the  same  in  payment  for  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Security  Company.  To  that  end  each  and  every  of  the  stockholders, 
subscribers  hereto,  does  sell,  assign,  transfer,  and  set  over  unto  the  said  parties

6.  From  and  after  the  placing  of  such  indorsement  upon  any  Bank  stock  cer- 
tificate, the  registered  holder  thereof  shall  be  invested  with  such*  rights  and 
with  only  such  rights  in  respect  of  the  Security  Company  or  of  its  capital 
stock  as  are  indicated  in  this  agreement  or  in  such  indorsement,  and  shall 
have  no  right  to  vote  any  stock  of  the  Security  Company,  which  right  to 
vote  is  and  shall  be  reserved  exclusively  to  and  by  the  Trustees  and  their  suc- 
cessors.

Second.  1.  In  consideration  of  the  execution  and  of  the  expected  performance 
of  this  agreement  by  the  stockholders,  the  Trustees  have  become  parties  hereto 
and  each  of  tiiem  will  present  his  Bank  stock  certificates  for  indorsement  imder 
the  plan  herein  proposed. 

2.  The  Trustees  and  their  successors,  as  joint  tenants  and  not  as  tenants  in 
common,  will  accept,  and  faithfully  and  regularly  wiU  discharge,  the  duties 
assumed  and  imposed  under  this  agreement  in  respect  of  the  Security  Company 
and  of  the  capital  stock  thereof,  and  will  receive  and  will  make  payment  for 
such  capital  stock  out  of  the  extra  or  special  dividend  by  them  to  be  received 
from  the  Bank  on  account  of  the  stockholders  thereof,  subscribers  hereto, 
severally  and  respectively,  according  to  their  ratable  interests ;  and  from  tune 
to  time  they  will  cause  to  be  indorsed  upon  each  and  every  certificate  of  stock

3.  During  the  continuance  of  this  agreement,  the  Trustees  and  their  succes- 
sors, as  joint  tenants  and  not  as  tenants  in  common,  but  without  personal 
Uability  as  stockholders,  shall  possess  and  wiU  exercise  all  of  the  rights  and 
powers  of  absolute  owners  of  capital  stock  of  the  Security  Company,  except  as 
otherwise  herein  provided,  and  except  also  to  the  extent  and  in  so  far  as  they 
shall  receive  express  directions  in  writing  signed  by  the  holders  of  at  least 
two-thirds  in  interest  of  the  certificates  of  stock  of  the  Bank  then  outstanding 
and  so  indorsed,  to  which  written  directions  they  wiU  and  shall  conform ;  it 
being  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  in  any  and  all  particulars  the

5.  In  each  instance  the  Trustees  shall  take  from  the  Bank  or  from  its  suc- 
cessor, as  the  case  may  be,  its  written  receipt  for  any  dividend  so  paid  over,  and 
its  undertaking  promptly  to  distribute  as  aforesaid  the  funds  so  received,  which 
receipt  and  undertaking  shall  be  a  good  and  sufficient  voucher  and  discharge  for 
the  Trustees  in  respect  to  any  and  aU  dividends  by  them  so  received  and  paid 
over.

Third.  The  reasonable  expenses  and  compensation  of  the  Trustees  and  the 
expenses  of  the  Security  Company  and  of  its  organization,  including  the  prepar 
ration  of  this  agreement,  and  the  indemnification  of  the  Trustees  against  any 
and  all  hability  by  them  incurred  hereunder  or  in  respect  of  any  action  by  any 
of  them  taken  in  good  faith  in  pursuance  hereof,  shall  be  borne  and  be  paid  by 
the  Security  Company  out  of  and  from  the  interests  therein  of  the  parties  of  the 
second  part  hereto,  their  successors  and  assigns,  including  any  person  who  here- 
after may  become  a  party  hereto,  under  the  provisions  of  article  seventh 
hereof. 

Fourth.  AU  questions  arising  under  or  in  respect  of  this  agreement,  or  of  the 
relations  to  the  Security  Company  of  the  holders  of  such  indorsed  Bank  stock 
certificates  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  a  majority  of  the  Trustees 
either  at  a  meeting  or  by  a  writing  with  or  without  meeting ;  and  in  like  man- 
ner they  may  estabhsh  their  rules  of  action,  and  they  and  each  of  them  may 
vote  or  act  either  in  person  or  by  proxy  to  any  other  Trustee  or  to  any  person 
not  a  Trustee,  or  by  such  agent  as  from  time  to  time  they  may  appoint.

Sixth.  No  right  to  vote  upon  or  in  respect  of  any  stock  of  the  Security  Com- 
pany passes  to  or  shall  be  exercised  by  any  party,  or  by  the  transferee  of  any 
party  to  this  agreement,  other  than  the  recorded  stockholders  of  the  Security 
Company. 

Seventh.  A  copy  of  this  agreement  at  all  times  shall  be  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Security  Company,  open  to  inspection  by  any  stockholder  thereof  or  by  any 
party,  or  the  transferee  of  any  party  hereto;  and  any  and  every  registered 
holder  of  stock  of  the  Security  Company,  or  of  an  indorsed  Bank  stock  certifi- 
cate, shall  be  entitled  to  become  party  hereto.

To  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  any  and  all  meetings  of  stockholders  upon 
aU  shares  of  stock  held  hereunder  on  any  and  aU  matters  coming  before  said 
meetings-,  including  propositions  to  lease  or  sell  the  property  of  said  Companies 
or  to  consolidate  said  Companies  with  any  other  company  or  to  cause  said  Com- 
panies to  purchase  or  to  take  a  lease  of  the  property  of  any  other  company ; 

To  collect,  receive,  and  receipt  for  dividends  upon  any  shares  of  stock 
held  hereimder  and  for  aU  sums  of  money  at  any  time  coming  due  to  the  trust  ; 

To  employ  counsel,  begin,  prosecute,  defend,  and  settle  suits  of  any  descrip- 
tion, and  to  compromise  or  arbitrate  any  claims  in  favor  of  or  against  the  trust ; 

To  exchange,  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  see  fit,  the  stock  or  securities  held 
by  them  in  any  corporation  for  the  stock  or  securities  of  any  other  corporation 
taking  over  the  property  of  said  first  mentioned  corporation  by  consolidation 
or  otherwise ; 
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To  loan  money  to  any  corporation  whose  capital  stock  is  owned  wholly  or 
in  part  by  the  Trustees,  and  to  subscribe  for  or  acquire  additional  shares  in 
such  corporation  or  the  securities  or  obligations  thereof ; 

To  use  any  property  held  hereunder  to  redeem  any  of  the  preferred  shares 
issued  hereunder ; 

To  sell,  mortgage,  pledge,  or  otherwise  encumber  or  dispose  of  any  shares, 
securities,  or  other  property  from  time  to  time  belonging  to  the  trust,  upon  such 
terms  and  for  such  purposes  as  the  Trustees  may  approve ; 

And  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  to  accomplish  any  of  the  purposes 
of  this  trust,  and  to  issue  notes,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  either 
unsecured  or  secured  in  such  manner  and  by  such  securities  as  the  Trustees  may 
deem  best,  and  such  notes,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  may 
be  issued  for  cash  or  property  or  issued  in  purchase  of  or  exchange  for 
shares  of  stock  or  other  securities,  but  the  total  of  aU  loans  shaU  not 
exceed  at  any  time  ten  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  of  the  share  certificates  issued 
hereunder  and  then  outstanding  unless  the  consent  or  consents  in  writing  of 
a  majority  in  interest  of  the  holders  of  the  preferred  shares  issued  and  then 
outstanding  hereunder  and  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  holders  of  the  com- 
mon shares  issued  and  then  outstanding  hereunder  be  first  obtained  and  filed 
with  the  Transfer  Agent ;  opportunity  to  join  in  such  consent  or  consents  being 
given  to  all  shareholders  by  appropriate  notice  in  writing  mailed  to  each  share- 
holder in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  Ninth  hereof.  Such  written 
consent  or  consents  shall  specify  an  amount  which  said  loans  shall  not  exceed  at 
any  one  time,  and  may  be  given  at  any  time  prior  to  the  incurring  of  said  loans 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  are  hereby  expressly  given  the  right  and  power,  by  unanimous 
vote  of  all  said  Trustees,  to  sell,  assign  and  transfer,  at  any  time,  all  the  assets 
held  by  them  hereunder  to  a  corporation,  which  shall  have  been  organized  by 
them  imder  the  laws  of  any  state  which  they  may  determine  and  with  such 
corporate  powers  and  capital  stock  as  they  may  deem  best,  in  consideration  of 
said  corporation  assuming  all  the  liabiUties  of  the  Trustees  or  arising  out  of  this 
agreement,  and  in  further  consideration  of  said  corporation  issuing  fuU-paid 
and  non-assessable  shares  of  its  preferred  and  common  capital  stock  to  the  then 
existing  shareholders  of  this  trust  on  the  following  basis,  to  wit :  one  share  of 
full-paid  and  non-assessable  preferred  stock  of  said  corporation  (similar  in  its 
rights  to  the  preferred  shares  herein  provided  for)  for  every  share  of  preferred 
stock  issued  hereunder  by  said  Trustees  and  then  outstanding,  and  one  share 
of  fuU-paid  and  non-assessable  common  stock  of  said  corporation  for  every  share 
of  common  stock  issued  hereunder  by  said  Trustees  and  then  outstanding. 
And  thereupon  every  shareholder  under  this  agreement  shall  he  entitled,  upon 
the  surrender  of  his  certificates,  issued  by  the  Trustees  hereunder,  to  demand 
from  said  corporation  certificates  of  stock  in  said  corporation,  as  aforesaid,  and 
he  hereby  agrees  to  accept  the  same  and  to  deliver  up  for  cancellation  aU  of  his 
said  certificates,  issued  by  the  Trustees  hereunder.  For  the  benefit  of  and 
within  the  chartered  purposes  of  said  corporation,  additional  full-paid  and  non- 
assessable preferred  and  common  stock,  or  both,  of  said  corporation,  may  be 
issued  on  such  terms  and  for  such  consideration  as  the  Trustees  hereunder  may 
deem  best,  and  such  consideration  may  be  connected  with  and  a  part  of  the  sale 
and  transfer  of  the  assets  of  this  trust  to  said  corporation.  This  provision 
shall  not  prevent  the  Trustees  obtaining  for  the  shareholders  under  this  trust 
more  than  one  share  of  preferred  stock  in  said  corporation  for  every  share  of 
preferred  stock  issued  hereunder,  and  one  share  of  common  stock  in  said  cor- 
poration for  every  share  of  common  stock  issued  hereunder,  as  aforesaid. 

The  property  of  the  trust  may  be  held  in  the  name  of  the or  of  the 

Trustees  jointly  or  in  the  name  of  one  or  more  of  the  Trustees,  or,  under  such 
safeguards  against  loss  as  may  be  advised  by  counsel,  in  the  name  or  names  of 
any  other  person  or  persons. 
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So  far  as  strangers  to  this  trust  are  concerned,  a  resolution  of  the  Trustees 
authorizing  a  particular  act  to  be  done  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  favor  of 
such  strangers  that  such  act  is  within  the  powers  of  the  Trustees  and  no  pur- 
chaser from  the  Trustees  shall  be  bound  to  see  to  the  application  of  the  pur- 
chase money  or  other  consideration  paid  or  delivered  by  or  for  said  purchaser 
to  or  for  said  Trustees. 

Fourth.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  held  at  such  time,  place, 
and  upon  such  notice  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Trustees  may  be  called  from  time  to  time  by  the  President  or  any  two  of  the 
Trustees  in  accordance  with  regulations  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws. 

A  majority  of  the  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  the  vote  of  a 
majority  of  such  quorum  shall  be  conclusive,  except  as  otherwise  herein  spe- 
cifically provided.  Reasonable  notice  of  meetings  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  given 
to  each  Trustee  personally  or  by  mail. 

Any  Trustee  may  give  his  written  or  telegraphic  proxy  to  any  other  Trustee 
to  be  used  at  any  meeting  or  meetings  of  the  Trustees  and  such  representation 
by  proxy  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  such  Trustee  were 
personally  present  and  voted. 

Any  Trustee  may  vote  by  writing  or  telegram  on  any  question,  and  the 
Trustees  may  aU,  or  a  majority  of  them,  vote  on  any  question  by  writing  or 
telegram  without  any  meeting,  and  any  action  taken  shall  be  as  conclusive  and 
binding  as  though  taken  at  a  meeting  attended  by  the  Trustee  or  Trustees. 

A  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the 
regularity  of  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees  and  of  all  proceedings  thereat,  and 
shall  also  be  conclusive  as  to  the  vaUdity  and  effect  of  any  action  or  resolution 
of  the  Trustees  had  or  taken  in  the  absence  of  any  meeting. 

The  Trustees  may  adopt,  amend,  or  repeal  such  by-laws  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  this  instrument  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  for  the  conduct  of  their  business  and  for  the  government  of  themselves, 
their  officers  and  agents. 

Fifth.  The  Trustees  shall  annually  elect  from  among  their  number  a  Pres- 
ident and  a  Vice  President  of  the  Board,  and  shall  also  annually  elect  a  Treasurer 
and  one  or  more  Assistant  Treasurers,  and  a  Secretary,  and  one  or  more  Assist- 
ant Secretaries,  and  they  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  such  other  officers, 
agents,  and  attorneys  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  or  expedi- 
ent for  the  conduct  of  their  business.  They  shaE  have  authority  to  accept 
resignations  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President,  Vice  President, 
Treasurer  or  Secretary  for  the  unexpired  term ;  and  shall  Ukewise  have  authority 
to  elect  temporary  officers  to  serve  during  the  absence  or  disabiUty  of  regular 
officers.  The  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  have  the 
authority  and  perform  the  duties  usually  incident  to  those  officers  in  the  case 
of  corporations,  so  far  as  applicable  thereto,  and  shaU  have  such  other  authority 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined  by  the 
Trustees.  The  Trustees  shall  fix  the  compensation,  if  any,  of  all  officers  and 
agents  whom  they  may  appoint,  and  are  Ukewise  authorized  to  pay  to  themselves 
such  compensation  for  their  own  services  as  they  may  deem  reasonable. 

The  Trustees  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss  resulting  from  any  investment 
or  from  any  acts  or  omissions  to  act,  performed  by  or  omitted  by  them,  in  the 
execution  of  this  trust  in  good  faith,  nor  shall  they  be  hable  for  the  acts  or  omis- 
sions of  each  other  or  of  any  officer,  agent  or  servant  appointed  by  or  acting  for 
them,  and  they  shall  not  be  obliged  to  give  any  bonds  to  secure  the  due  per- 
formance of  this  trust  by  them.  Any  Trustee  may  acquire,  hold,  own  and  dis- 
pose of  shares  in  the  trust  in  his  individual  name  and  on  his  personal  account,  or 
jointly  with  other  persons,  or  as  a  member  of  a  firm,  without  being  thereby  dis- 
qualified to  act  as  a  Trustee,  and  while  so  owning  and  holding  any  trust  shares 
on  his  personal  account  shall  be  entitled  to  all  and  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
of  and  as  any  other  shareholder.    The  Trustees  may  acquire  for  the  benefit  of 
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this  trust,  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  said 

Companies  or  any  other  company,  whether  owned  by  any  one  or  more  of  the 
Trustees  or  in  which  the  Trustees  or  any  of  them  may  be  interested,  at  such 
prices  and  on  such  terms  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  best  and  may  issue  therefor 
shares  of  tiie  preferred  stock  and  shares  of  the  common  stock  provided  for 
herein,  to  such  amounts  and  on  such  terms  as  the  Trustees  may  determine ;

The  Trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  deter- 
mine what  portion  of  any  receipts  or  expenditures  ought  in  fairness  to  be 
treated  as  capital,  and  what  portion  thereof  ought  in  fairness  to  be  treated 
as  income,  and  shall  have  authority  to  reserve  in  each  year  such  a  sum  as  they 
may  deem  wise  from  the  gross  income  actually  collected,  as  a  reserve  or  surplus 
fund,  with  power  to  use  said  fund,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  at  any  time,  for  the 
maintenance  of  dividends,  or  to  treat  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  as  surplus 
capital,  and  to  change  their  determination  as  to  said  fund  or  any  part  thereof 
from  time  to  time  as  to  them  shall  seem  prudent  and  expedient  absolutely  at 
their  own  discretion. 

Ninth.    Annual  meetings  for  the  election  of  Trustees  and  for  the  transaction 

of  other  business  shall  be  held,  the  first  of  said  meetings  on  the day  of 

in  the  year  19.  . ,  and  thereafter  on  the day  of in 

each  year,  or  on  the  following  day  if  said  day  shaU  be  Sunday,  of  which  meetings 
notice  specifying  the  precise  time  and  place  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  Secre- 
tary or  Assistant  Secretary  by  mail  to  each  stockholder  at  his  registered  address 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting. 

Meetings  of  the  shareholders  may  be  called  by  the  Trustees  at  any  time, 
and  notice  of  any  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  by  mail  to  each  share- 
holder at  his  address  as  registered  on  the  books  of  the  Company,  at  least  ten  days 
before  said  meeting,  and  if  his  address  is  not  so  registered,  then  his  address  shall 

be  considered  as , At  all  meetings  of  the  shareholders, 

each  holder  of  shares,  whether  preferred  or  conamon,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  held  by  him,  and  any  shareholder  may  vote  by  proxy. 
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No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  of  the  shareholders,  unless 
notice  of  such  business  has  been  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 

No  business  except  to  adjourn  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  of  the 
shareholders  unless  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  all  the  shares  outstanding  are 
present  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Tenth.  The  death  of  a  shareholder  or  Trustee  during  the  continuance  of 
this  trust  shall  not  operate  to  determine  the  trust,  nor  shall  it  entitle  the  legal 
representatives  of  the  deceased  shareholders  to  an  accounting,  or  to  take  any 
action  in  the  courts,  or  elsewhere,  against  the  Trustees;  but  the  executors, 
administrators  or  assigns  of  any  deceased  shareholder  shall  succeed  to  the  rights 
of  said  decedent  under  this  trust,  upon  the  surrender  of  the  certificate  for  the 
shares  owned  by  him. 

The  ownership  of  shares  hereunder  shall  not  entitle  the  shareholders  to  any 
title  in  or  to  the  trust  property  whatsoever,  or  right  to  call  for  a  partition  or 
division  of  the  same,  or  for  an  accounting,  and  no  shareholder  shall  have  any 
other  or  further  rights  than  he  would  have  as  a  stockholder  in  a  corporation, 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable.  And  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared 
and  agreed  that  a  trust  and  not  a  partnership  is  created  by  this  instrument, 
and  that  the  shareholders  are  cesluis-que  trustent,  and  hold  no  other  relation  to 
the  Trustees  than  those  of  cestwis-que  trustent,  with  only  such  rights  as  are 
conferred  upon  them  as  such  cestuis-que  trustent  hereunder. 

Eleventh.  The  Trustees  shall  have  no  power  tb  bind  the  shareholders  person- 
ally, and  all  persons  or  corporations  extending  credit  to,  contracting  with,  or 
having  any  claim  against,  the  Trustees,  shall  look  only  to  the  funds  and  property 
of  the  trust  for  pajrment  under  such  contract  or  claim,  or  for  the  payment  of  any 
debt,  damage,  judgment  or  decree,  or  of  any  money  that  may  otherwise  become 
due  or  payable  to  them  from  the  Trustees,  so  that  neither  the  Trustees  nor  the 
shareholders,  present  or  future,  shall  be  personally  liable  therefor. 

In  every  written  order,  contract  or  obUgation  which  the  Trustees  shall  give 
or  enter  into,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  stipulate  that  neither  the 
Trustees  nor  the  shareholders  shall  be  held  to  any  personal  liability  under  or 
by  reason  of  such  order,  contract  or  obligation. 

Twelfth.    This  trust  shall  continue  for  the  term  of years,  at  the  end 

of  which  time  the  then  Board  of  Trustees  shall  proceed  to  wind  up  its  affairs, 
Uquidate  its  assets  and  distribute  the  same  among  the  holders  of  preferred  and 
common  shares,  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  provided,  however,  that  if,  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  said  period,  the  holders  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  each  class  of 
the  shares  then  outstanding  shall,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  vote  to 
terminate,  or  to  continue  beyond  the  ori^nal  term,  this  trust,  then  said  trust 
shall  either  terminate  or  continue  in  existence  for  such  further  period  as  may 
then  be  determined. 

For  the  purpose  of  winding  up  their  affairs  and  liquidating  the  assets  of  the 
trust,  the  then  Board  of  Trustees  shall  continue  in  office  until  such  duties  have 
been  fuUy  performed. 

This  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any 
meeting  of  the  shareholders  with  the  consent  of  the  holders  of  at  least  four- 
fifths  of  the  shares  of  each  class  then  outstanding,  provided  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  or  alteration  shall  have  been  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting ;  and 
in  case  of  such  alteration  or  amendment,  the  same  shall  be  attached  to  and  made 

a  part  of  this  Agreement,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the Trust 

Company.

(The  following  form  of  a  Massachusetts  express  trust  was  passed  upon  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State  in  Williams  v.  Inhabitants  of  Milton,  102 
N.  E.  Rep.  355,  in  a  decision  rendered  in  1913.  The  decision  pointed  out  that 
this  express  trust  is  a  trusteeship  and  not  a  co-partnership,  inasmuch  as  the 
certificate  holders  have  practically  nothing  to  say  about  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  business  and  property.) 

boston  personal  property  trust. 

This  Declaration  of  Trust,  made  this  tenth  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  by  John  Quincy  Adams  of  Quincy,  Moses 
Williams  of  Brookline,  William  Minot,  Junior,  and  Abbott  Lawrence  Lowell, 
both  of  Boston,  and  Robert  Sedgwick  Minot  of  Manchester,  all  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  (hereinafter  called  the  Trustees),  witnesseth  : 

designation. 

First.  That  this  Trust  shall  be  designated  the  "Boston  Personal  Property 
Trust." 

I.  Trustees'  Duties,  Powers,  and  Liabilities. 

declaration  —  not  a  partnership  —  CESTUIS  NOT  LIABLE. 

Second.  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  hold  all  the  funds  and  property  (herein- 
after called  the  Trust  Fund),  now  or  hereafter  held  by  or  paid  to,  or  transferred 
or  conveyed  to  them  or  their  successors  as  Trustees  hereunder  in  trust  for  the 
purposes,  with  the  powers  and  subject  to  the  limitations  hereinafter  declared, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  cestuis  que  trustent,  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared  that 
a  trust,  and  not  a  partnership,  is  hereby  created ;  that  neither  the  Trustees  nor 
the  cestuis  que  trustent  shall  ever  be  personally  liable  hereunder  as  partners  or 
otherwise,  but  that  for  all  debts  the  Trustees  shall  be  liable  as  such  to  the  extent 
of  the  Trust  Fund  only.  In  all  contracts  or  instruments  creating  liability,  it 
shall  be  expressly  stipulated  that  the  cestuis  que  trustent  shall  not  be  liable. 

PAYMENTS. 

Third  In  case  any  person  proposes  to  pay  by  instalhnents,  or  at  a  future  date, 
sums  of  money  for  interests  in  the  Trust  Fund,  the  Trustees  shall  have  full  power 
and  discretion  to  call  such  payments  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  see 
fit,  and  to  receive  the  same  either  wholly  or  partly  in  cash,  or  m  any  property 
in 'which  they  are  authorized  to  invest  said  fund. 
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Fourth,  (a)  The  Trustees  shall  have  as  full  power  and  discretion,  as  if  ab- 
solute owners,  to  invest  and  reinvest  the  Trust  Fund  (including  any  surplus  and 
also  income)  in  personal  property,  including  bonds  and  notes  or  obligations 
secured  upon  real  estate,  and  the  decision  of  the  Trustees  as  to  what  is  personal 
property  shall  be  final.  They  shall  have  the  like  power  of  investment  in  the 
purchase  and  improvement  of  real  estate  in  the  cities  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  for  the  purpose  of  leasing  the  same  upon  long  terms,  or  ground  rents 
so-called;  and  all  real  estate  so  purchased  shall  be  conveyed  to  them  in  joint 
tenancy  as  Trustees  hereunder. 

POWER  OF   SALE. 

(&)  The  Trustees  shall  have  full  power  and  discretion  to  sell,  transfer,  and 
convey,  from  time  to  time,  at  public  or  private  sale,  any  part  or  ah  of  said  Trust 
Fund,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  see  fit,  and  to  invest  the  proceeds 
in  the  same  manner,  and  upon  the  same  trusts  as  the  original  fund. 

POWERS  AS  TO   REAL  ESTATE. 

(c)  The  Trustees  shall  have  absolute  control  over  and  power  to  dispose  of  all 
real  estate  held  by  them  at  any  time  under  this  Trust,  as  if  they  were  the  abso- 
lute owners  thereof,  including  the  power  to  sell  and  convey,  as  above  set  forth, 
to  improve,  to  lease  or  hire  for  improvement  or  otherwise,  for  a  term  beyond  the 
possible  termination  of  this  Trust,  or  for  any  less  term,  either  with, or  without 
option  of  purchase,  to  let,  to  exchange,  to  release,  and  to  partition. 

POWER  TO  BORROW  AND  MORTGAGE. 

(d)  The  Trustees  may  borrow  money,  for  such  time  and  upon  such  terms  as 
they  see  fit,  on  mortgage  of  any  real  estate  held  by  them  hereunder,  and  may  give 
mortgages  therefor,  either  with  or  without  power  of  sale,  but  never  for  more 
than  60  per  cent,  of  the  value,  in  their  judgment,  of  the  property  so  mortgaged. 

POWER  TO  BORROW  AND   PLEDGE. 

(e)  The  Trustees  shall  also  have  power  at  any  time  to  borrow  money,  and 
to  pledge,  as  collateral  security  for  such  loan,  any  personal  property  belonging 
to  the  Trust  Fund,  provided,  however,  that  no  loan  shall  be  contracted  for,  so 
that  the  aggregate  amouirt  of  such  loans  outstanding  shall  at  such  time  exceed, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees,  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  total  amoimt  of  the 
personal  property  of  the  Trust  Fund. 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS. 

(/)  The  execution  of  all  contracts,  of  all  conveyances  and  transfers,  and  of 
all  other  instruments  relating  to  the  Trust  Fund  or  any  part  thereof,  by  any  three 
Trustees,  shall  always  be  sufficient.  The  acting  Trustee  or  Actuary  or  Treas- 
urer shall  have  full  power  to  cancel  and  discharge  mortgages,  by  deed  or  other- 
wise, on  the  payment  or  satisfaction  thereof. 

PURCHASERS,  ETC.,   NOT  LIABLE. 

(?)  No  purchaser,  lender,  corporation,  association,  or  oflScer  or  transfer 
agent  thereof,  dealmg  with  the  Trustees,  shall  be  bound  to  make  any  inquiry 
concermng  the  validity  of  any  sale,  pledge,  mortgage,  loan,  or  purchase  purport- 
mg  to  be  made  by  the  Trustees,  or  be  liable  for  the  application  of  money  paid  or 
loaned. 
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EECOBDS  —  DEPOSITAET. 


Fifth.  The  Trustees  shall  constitute  as  their  Depositary  such  Trust  Com- 
pany in  the  city  of  Boston  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  select,  and  hereby 
declare  that  they  have  selected  for  such  Depositary  the  State  Street  Safe  De- 
posit ■&  Trust  Company.  Such  Depositary  shall  have  the  custody  of  this  Dec- 
laration of  Trust,  of  any  and  all  instruments  altering  or  adding  to  the  same,  or 
terminating  the  Trust,  or  containing  the  resignation  of  one  or  more  Trustees,  or 
appointing  one  or  more  Trustees  to  fill  vacancies,  or  appointing  a  Trustee  at- 
torney for  a  co-Trustee,  or  otherwise  affecting  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  or  the 
duties,  powers,  or  liabilities  of  the  Trustees.  Such  Depositary  shall  be  bound  to 
deliver  on  demand  to  any  new  Depositary  selected  by  the  Trustees,  all  such 
documents  and  records,  and  also  to  record,  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees,  any 
such  document  in  any  place  of  public  record  selected  by  them,  whereupon  the 
duty  of  such  Depositary  as  to  such  recorded  document,  and  its  Hability  therefor 
hereunder,  shall  cease,  and  it  shall  dehver  to  the  Trustees  all  papers  relating  to 
the  same.  Copies  of  all  documents  and  records  in  the  custody  of  such  Deposi- 
tary, didy  certified,  and  certificates  as  to  who  are  the  Trustees,  or  cestuis  que 
trustent,  or  the  Uke,  duly  signed  by  the  President,  Treasurer,  or  Actuary  of  such 
Depositary,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  all  questions  as  to  title  or  affecting  the 
rights  of  third  persons,  and  in  general  shall  have  all  the  effect  of  their  originals. 

MANAGEMENT  AND  COMPENSATION. 

Sixth.  The  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  hire  suitable  offices  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Trust,  appoint,  remove,  or  reappoint  such  offi- 
cers or  agents  (including  a  Depositary,  and  also  agents  to  procure  proposals 
for  payments  for  interests  herein)  as  they  may  think  best,  define  their  duties, 
and  fix  their  compensation.  The  conipensation  of  the  Trustees  shall  not  at  any 
time  exceed  five  per  cent,  of  the  gross  income  of  the  Trust  Fund,  and  one  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  distributed  or  conveyed  upon  final  distribution  or  conveyance. 

DIVIDENDS  —  SURPLUS. 

Seventh.  The  Trustees  shall  declare  dividends  from  the  net  income  of  the 
Trust  Fund  among  the  cestuis  que  trustent  quarterly,  or  oftener,  if  convenient  to 
the  Trustees,  and  their  decision  as  to  amount  of  dividends,  and  as  to  using  there- 
for any  portion  of  the  Siu:plus  Fund,  shall  be  final.  They  may  set  aside  from 
time  to  time  such  portion  of  the  net  income  as  shall  not  be  required  for  divi- 
dends for  a  Surplus  Fund. 

POWEB  TO  DECIDE  BETWEEN  INCOME  AND   CAPITAL. 

Eighth.  The  Trustees  may  charge  aU  brokers'  and  agents'  commissions  to 
Income  or  Capital,  as  they  see  fit.  They  shall  have  the  right  to  treat  as  income 
such  portion  of  the  price  of  stock  bought  or  sold  between  dividend  days  as  fairly 
represents  accrued  dividends  reckoned  by  way  of  interest,  but  never  at  a  higher 
rate  than  6  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  price  paid  or  received.  In  general  their 
decision  as  to  what  constitutes  Capital  or  Income,  or  shall  be  credited  or  debited 
to  Capital  or  Income,  shall  be  final. 

ANNUAL  ACCOUNT. 

Ninth.  The  Trustees  shall  render  an  account  annually,  or  oftener,  if  con- 
venient to  them,  and  shall,  upon  request,  deliver  or  mail  a  copy  to  each  cestui 
que  trust. 
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POWER  OF  ATTORNEY. 

Tenth.  Any  Trustee  may  resign  his  trust  by  a  written  instrument  signed  and 
sealed  by  him,  and  acknowledged  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  deeds,  and  such  instrument  may  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds 
for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  or  deposited  with  such  Depositary  as  the  Trustees 
shall  from  time  to  time  select. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause  at  any  time  in  the  number  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  fiUed  by  the  remaining  Trustees.  Until  such  vacancy  is  filled, 
or  while  any  Trustee  is  absent  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or 
physically  or  mentally  incapable,  by  reason  of  disease  or  otherwise,  the  other 
Trustees  shall  have  all  the  powers  hereunder,  and  the  certificate  of  the  other 
Trustees  of  such  vacancy,  absence,  or  incapacity  shall  be  conclusive.  In  case 
of  such  vacancy  or  of  appointment  of  a  new  Trustee  or  Trustees,  the  Trust  Fund 
shall  immediately  vest  in  the  remaining  Trustees  or  in  the  new  Trustee  or  Trus- 
tees jointly  with  the  remaining  Trustees,  as  the  case  may  be. 

And  any  Trustee  may,  by  power  of  attorney;  delegate  his  powers,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  months  at  any  one  time,  to  any  other  Trustee  or  Trustees 
hereunder,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  less  than  three  Trustees  personally 
exercise  the  other  powers  hereunder  (except  in  case  of  discharge  of  mortgages, 
as  hereinbefore  provided). 

The  term  "Trustees"  used  in  this  agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  those 
who  are  or  may  be  Trustees  for  the  time  being. 

trustees'   LIABILITY  —  NO   BOND  REQUIRED. 

Eleventh.  Each  Trustee  shall  be  responsible  only  for  his  own  wilful  and 
corrupt  breach  of  trust,  and  not  for  any  honest  error  of  judgment,  and  not  one 
for  another.    No  Trustee  shall  be  required  to  give  a  bond. 

II.  Rights  and  Liabilities  of  Cestuis  Que  Trustent. 

NOTICES. 

Twelfth.  Notices  delivered  personally,  or  mailed  with  prepayment  of  post- 
age seven  days  beforehand  to  any  cestui  que  trust,  or  to  his  attorney  duly  desig- 
nated for  the  purpose,  at  the  residence  stated  by  him  or  in  the  certificate,  or  to 
the  address  given  by  him  or  them  from  time  to  time  to  the  Trustees,  shall  be 
binding. 

forfeiture  of  payments. 

Thirteenth.  In  case  any  cestui  que  trust  neglects  to  pay  any  installment  within 
the  time  specified  in  the  call  therefor,  the  Trustees  may,  if  they  see  fit,  declare 
any  amount  of  his  previous  payment  or  payments  to  be  forfeited. 

certificates  —  convertible  scrip  —  LOST  certificates. 

Fourteenth.  The  Trustees  shall  issue  a  certificate,  in  such  form  as  they  shall 
deem  best,  to  each  person  who  shall  pay  them  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
or  multiple  thereof,  for  an  interest  in  the  Trust  Fund.  But  no  certificate  shall 
be  issued  for  any  less  sum  than  one  thousand  dollars,  at  par  value.  The  Trus- 
tees may  also  from  time  to  tune,  if  they  see  fit,  issue  scrip  of  the  par  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars  or  multiples  thereof,  convertible  into  certificates  in  sums  of 
one  thousand  dollars  or  multiples  thereof,  and  bearing  interest,  and  on  such  other 
terms  and  conditions  as  they  shall  deem  best. 

In  case  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  a  certificate  or  scrip,  the  Trustees  may 
issue  a  duplicate  thereof,  on  such  terms  as  they  deem  proper. 
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Fifteenth.  The  interests  represented  by  the  certificates  may  be  transferred 
on  the  books  of  the  Trustees  by  the  person  named  therein,  or  his  legal  represen- 
tative, upon  the  surrender  of  the  certificate,  and  a  new  certificate  shall  be  issued 
to  the  transferee,  who  shall  thereupon  become  a  cestui  que  trust.  But  no  such 
interest  shall  be  sold  until  the  holder  thereof  (including  assignees  in  insolvency 
or  bankruptcy,  or  for  benefit  of  creditors,  and  holders  by  process  of  law  or  other- 
wise, except  as  hereinafter  stated)  shall  have  first  in  writing  offered  it  for  sale 
to  the  Trustees,  who  shall,  as  such  Trustees,  have  the  option  for  ten  days  after 
the  receipt  of  such  offer  of  buying  the  same  at  not  more  than  the  last  preceding 
appraisal  made  by  them,  such  appraisal  to  be  made  annually  or  oftener  as  they 
shall  deem  best.  Interests  so  purchased  by  the  Trustees  may  be  held  as  part 
of  the  Trust  Fund,  or  sold  by  them  at  their  discretion. 

Devises  by  wUl,  distribution  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons  according  to 
law,  and  distribution  of  trust  funds  among  those  entitled  thereto  upon  the  ter- 
mination of  trusts,  shall  not  be  deemed  sales  for  the  purposes  hereof. 

NO  ASSESSMENT  OR  PERSONAL    LIABILITT. 

Sixteenth.  No  assessment  shall  ever  be  made  upon  the  cestuis  que  trustent, 
nor  shall  ttiey  ever  be  personally  Uable  in  any  event,  or  have  any  rights  here- 
under except  as  herein  defined. 

BOOKS  OPEN  TO  INSPECTION. 

Seventeenth.  The  books  of  the  Trustees  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  the  cestuis  que  trustent. 

INCREASE   OF   CAPITAL  —  RIGHTS. 

Eighteenth.  The  Trustees  may  from  time  to  tune,  at- their  discretion,  invite 
and  receive  payments  for  interests  in  the  Trust  Fund  in  cash  or  in  property,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  capital  of  the  Trust 
Fund,  giving  preference,  if  they  see  fit,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they 
shall  deem  best,  to  existing  cestuis  que  trustent.  All  payments  shall  be  subject 
to  the  terms  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust. 

III.    Duration  and  Termination  of  Trust. 

Nineteenth.  At  and  upon  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  after  the  death  of

"W.  McKinnon,  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  lUinois,  hereinafter  called  the 
"Vendors"   parties  of  the  first  part,  and 

Elbert  H.  Gary,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  and  Albert 
J.  Earling,  and  Samuel  M.  Felton,  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois, 
hereinafter  called  "Trustees,"  jointly,  parties  of  the  second  part: 

Whereas,  The  Vendors  are  the  owners  or  holders,  possessing  the  right  to 
sell  and  assign,  and  to  transfer  and  deliver,  certain  mortgage  bonds  and  shares 
of  capital  stock  of  corporations  owning  or  operating  electric  railways  in  the  City

And  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  in  case  the  Vendors  shall  not  deliver 
to  the  Trustees  the  fuU  amount  of  the  bonds  in  the  foregoing  cla,use  II  scheduled 
as  being  transferred  to  the  Trustees,  the  Vendors  shall  have  the  right  to  deliver 
in  lieu  of  any  such  bonds  and  to  cover  any  such  shortage,  cash  for  each  such  bond 
equal  to  the  par  value  thereof ;  which  cash  from  time  to  time  thereafter  shall 
be  repaid  to  the  Vendors  in  corresponding  amounts  upon  their  delivery  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  bonds  in  lieu  of  which  such  cash  deposit  shaU  have  been  made. 
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Pending  the  engraving  of  the  certificates  of  any  stock  or  of  any  bonds  con- 
stituting any  part  of  the  above-described  securities,  or  any  securities  at  any  time 
exchanged  or  substituted  therefor  or  any  part  thereof,  the  Vendors  may  deliver 
to  the  Trustees,  printed  certificates  or  printed  bonds,  substantially  in  the  form 
proposed  for  the  permanent  certificates  of  stock  or  bonds.  Without  unneces- 
sary delay,  the  Vendors  will  cause  to  be  prepared  engraved  certificates  of  stock 
and  bonds  to  be  exchanged  for  said  printed  certificates  of  stock  and  bonds : 

To  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  unto  the  Trustecs,  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them, 
and  their  successors,  as  joint  tenants  and  not  as  tenants  in  common,  aU  and 
singular,  the  said  shares  of  capital  stock  and  the  said  bonds,  and  any  and  all 
shares  of  stock,  bonds  or  other  property  for  which  the  said  shares  of  stock  or 
said  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  may  be  exchanged,  or  which  at  any  time 
may  be  received  by  the  Trustees  as  the  holders  of  such  shares  of  capital  stock  or 
such  bonds,  and  also  any  and  aU  moneys  or  other  personal  property  resulting 
therefrom  which  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof  shall  come  into  the  hands  of 
the  Trustees  as  part  of  the  trust  estate,  —  aU  of  which  personal  property  here- 
inafter sometimes  is  termed  the  "trust  fund"  —  with  all  the  rights  and  powers 
of  stockholders  or  bondholders  or  owners  of  such  stock  or  bonds  or  personal 
property,  and,  as  hereinafter  provided,  with  full  power  of  sale  or  other  disposition 
of  all  or  any  part  thereof,  for  and  during  the  Hves  of  the  following  named  eight 
persons  —  to  wit,  James  B.  Forgan,  John  J.  Mitchell,  E.  K.  Boisot,  Harrison 
B.  Riley,  John  A.  Spoor,  Edward  Morris,  Samuel  Insull  and  Ira  M.  Cobe  — 
and  the  life  of  the  last  survivor  of  said  persons,  and  for  and  dtiring  the  period 
of  twenty  years  next  ensuing  after  the  death  of  such  survivor  unless  such  trust 
sooner  shall  be  determined. 

But  in  trust,  neverthbiiEss,  to  hold  and  dispose  of  the  said  trust  fund, 
and  to  collect  and  receive  the  proceeds  and  income  thereof,  and  to  apply  and 
use  the  said  trust  fund,  proceeds  and  income,  as  in  this  trust  agreement  pro- 
vided, .^rsf,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  from  time  to  time  of 
the  said  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  and  thereafter  for  the  benefit  of  the  two  several 
classes  of  holders  of  participation  shares,  viz.  (!)  the  holders  from  time  to  time 
of  the  preferred  participation  shares,  and  (2)  the  holders  from  time  to  time  of 
the  common  participation  shares,  —  according  to  the  interests  and  rights,  and 
the  lirnitations  thereof,  severally  and  respectively,  of  each  of  such  two  classes, 
collectively,  relatively  to  the  others,  but  without  preference,  priority  or  dis- 
tinction of  any  holder  of  any  class  over  any  other  holder  of  the  same  class,  but 
in  every  case  according  to  the  covenants  and  provisions,  and  subject  to  the 
conditions  and  limitations  in  this  trust  agreement  contained  and  expressed,  that 
is  to  say : 

ARTICLE  ONE. 

Section  1.  The  Trustees,  in  their  collective  capacity,  may  be  designated 
as  the  "Chicago  City  and  Connecting  Railways  Collateral  Trust,"  and  in  that 
name  any  business  of  the  trust  may  be  conducted,  and  any  instruments  of  writ- 
ing connected  with  the  trust  or  its  performance  may  be  executed  by  the  Trustees 
"as  Trustees  under  the  Trust  Agreement  dated  January  1,  1910,  creating  the 
Chicago  City  and  Connecting  Railways  Collateral  Trust,  and  not  individually." 

Section  2.  The  Committee  from  time  to  time  constituted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  trust  agreement  or  such  of  their  number  as  may  be  empowered  to 
act  in  behalf  of  the  Committee,  hereinafter  called  the  "Committee,"  shall 
possess  and  may  exercise  the  powers  and  authorities  of  the  Committee  herein- 
after set  forth ;  and  any  and  all  such  acts  or  proceedings  in  respect  of  the  trust 
fund  or  the  respective  interests  therein,  from  time  to  time  done  or  taken  by  the 
Conimittee,  shall  bind  accordingly  the  holder  at  the  time  being  of  each  and  every 
participation  share,  and  the  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and 
assigns  of  such  holder,  as  fully  as  if  each  such  holder  had  expressly  authorized 
and  assented  to  each  such  act  or  proceeding  in  the  premises. 

Section  3.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  perform  any  act  and  to  execute 
and  deliver  any  instrument  in  writing  i^  the  premises  which  they  may  be  in- 
structed to  perform  or  to  execute  and  deUver  by  the  Committee,  acting  in  exer- 
cise of  the  powers  and  authority  upon  it  conferred  as  hereinafter  expressed. 

Section  4.  The  beneficial  interest  in  the  trust  fund  and  in  the  proceeds  of 
the  trust  fund,  and  in  the  income  and  net  income  of  the  trust  fund  (the  several 
terms,  "proceeds  of  the  trust  fund,"  "  income  of  the  trust  fund  "  and  "net  income 
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of  the  trust  fund,"  being  hereafter  in  this  Article  defined)  shall  be,  and  during 
the  continuance  of  this  trust  shall  remain  (subject  to  the  prior  obhgation  of  the 
outstanding  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  to  be  secured  by  the  Collateral  Trust  Inden- 
ture, dated  January  3,  1910,  mentioned  hereinafter),  in  the  holders  of  the  out- 
standing preferred  participation  shares  and  in  the  holders  of  the  outstanding 
common  participation  shares,  severally  and  respectively,  according  to  the 
relative  interests,  preferences  and  rights,  and  the  limitations  thereof,  set  forth 
and  provided  in  this  trust  agreement,  or  expressed  or  referred  to,  respectively, 
in  the  certificates  of  such  preferred  participation  shares,  or  in  the  certificates  of 
such  common  participation  shares. 

Section  5.  For  the  purpose  of  payment  of  the  principal  or  the  interest  of 
the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  secured  by  the  collateral  trust  indenture,  dated  Janu- 
ary 3,  1910,  the  "proceeds  of  the  trust  fund"  and  "income  of  the  trust  fund" 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  be  the  amounts  from  time  to  time  ascertained 
as  provided  in  the  collateral  trust  indenture  securing  said  bonds. 

Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  making  payments  upon  the  participation 
shares,  "the  net  income  of  the  trust  fund"  for  each  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  sum  which  shall  have  been  ascertained  by  deduct- 
ing from  the  gross  income,  however  derived,  for  such  fiscal  year  received  from  said 
trust  fund,  by  the  Trustees,  the  following  prior  charges  —  all  of  wiiich  shall  be 
paid,  or  provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  be  made,  before  any  payments 
on  the  participation  shares — ^  to  wit:  (1)  aU  expenses  and  losses  incurred  in 
c'^nneetion  with  the  conduct  or  administration  of  the  trust  in  such  fiscal  year, 
including,  as  part  of  such  expenses,  the  compensation  of  the  Trustees,  their 
agents  and  employees,  the  compensation  and  reimbursement  for  expenses  of 
the  trustee  and  the  sinking  fund  trustee  under  the  collateral  trust  indenture, 
dated  January  3,  1910,  the  compensation  of  the  Committee  and  their  agents 
and  employees,  general  expenses  and  aU  other  expenses  and  losses,  including 
the  indemnification  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Committee  against  any  liability 
by  them  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  under  the  several  trusts  herein 
expressed ;  (2)  all  the  sums  paid  or  reserved  for  taxes  and  assessments,  ordinary 
and  extraordinary,  for  such  fiscal  year  upon  the  property  constituting  the  trust 
fund,  or  the  interest  therein  of  the  trustee  under  the  coUateral  trust  indenture, 
dated  January  3,  1910,  or  the  interest  therein  of  the  holders  of  any  of  the  bonds 
issued  under  such  collateral  trust  indenture ;  (3)  all  sums  paid  or  reserved  for 
interest  for  su,ch  fiscal  year  on  bonds  which  shall  have  been  issued  and  shall  be 
outstanding  under  the  said  coUateral  trust  indenture,  dated  January  3,  1910 ; 
(4)  all  sums  paid  or  reserved  on  account  of  the  installment  for  such  fiscal  year 
of  the  sinking  fund  payment  provided  for  in  said  collateral  trust  indenture  dated 
January  3,  1910 ;  (5)  interest  on  all  bills  payable  and  other  indebtedness  payable 
out  of  the  trust  fund  —  all  of  such  foregoing  payments  and  expenses  being 
chargeable  upon  and  being  payable  out  of  the  principal  of  the  trust  fund  to  the 
extent  that  the  income  thereof  shall  be  insufficient  to  defray  the  same ;  and 
(6)  an  annual  sum  not  exceeding  $100,000  to  be  fixed  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  2  of  Article  Four  of  this  trust  agreement. 

Such  "net  income"  determined  as  aforesaid,  from  time  to  time  shall  be  as- 
certained and  be  declared  by  the  Committee,  and  for  aU  the  purposes  of  this 
indenture,  and  of  every  certificate  issued  thereunder,  the  amount  thereof  as  so 
ascertained  and  declared  shall  be  deemed  and  be  taken  to  be  "the  net  income 
of  the  trust  fund"  of  the  Chicago  City  and  Connecting  Railways  Collateral 
Trust,  and  the  Trustees  shall  be  authorized  to  rely  thereupon,  and  shall  not  be 
bound  to  verify  the  same  or  to  make  any  examination  with  reference  thereto. 

ARTICLE  TWO. 

Section  1.  Forthwith  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  trust  agree- 
meht,  the  Trustees  will  enter  into  a  collateral  trust  indenture  with  the  First 
Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois,  substantially 
in  the  form  of  the  instrument  in  writing  hereto  annexed,  marked  "Schedule  A," 
and,  as  a  part  of  the  same  transaction,  wiU  assign,  transfer  and  deliver  to,  and 
pledge  with,  said  First  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  all  and  singular  the  stocks  aind 
bonds  scheduled  in  the  paragraphs  numbered  I  and  II  of  the  assigning  clause 
of  this  trust  agreement,  or  the  cash  thereunder  substituted  for  any  of  said  bonds, 
to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  First  Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  its 
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successor  and  successors  and  assigns  forever,  but  in  trust  to  secure  and  provide  for 
the  payment  of  certain  bonds  (herein  sometimes  termed  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds), 
payable  January  1,  1927,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  being  in  the  form  and  of  the  tenor  and  effect  set  forth  in  said  col- 
lateral trust  indenture,  for  an  aggregate  principal  sum  not  exceeding  $22,000,000 
at  any  one  time  outstanding,  which  bonds  are  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  Trustees  under  this  trust  agreement,  and  are  to  be  authenticated  by  the 
trustee  under  said  collateral  trust  indenture,  and  are  to  be  issued  and  delivered, 
received  and  transferred,  subject  to  the  covenants,  conditions  and  provisions 
set  forth  and  contained  in  said  collateral  trust  indenture  and  in  this  indenture. 
All  of  the  provisions  of  said  proposed  collateral  trust  indenture  hereby  are  made 
a  part  of  this  trust  agreement  so  far  as  concerns  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  said 
bonds  as  in  this  trust  agreement  declared  and  so  far  as  concerns  the  rights,  in- 
terests, privileges  and  immunities  of  such  bondholders  and  of  the  trustee  under 
said  collateral  trust  indenture. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  execution  of  said  collateral  trust  indenture  dated 
January  3,  1910,  the  Trustees  hereunder  shall  sign,  or  shall  cause  to  be  signed 
in  their  behalf.  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  in  the  form  authorized  to  be  issued  under 
said  collateral  trust  indenture,  for  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  $22,000,000 
and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  trustee  under  said  collateral  trust  indenture 
for  certification  by  it.  As  provided  in  said  collateral  trust  indenture,  the  trustee 
thereunder  shall  be  authorized  to  re-deliver  any  and  all  such  bonds,  when  so 
certified  to  or  upon  the  order  of  the  Trustees,  and  in  no  event  shall  it  be  bound 
further  to  see  to  the  application  of  any  such  bonds  or  their  proceeds.  Such 
bonds  for  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  $21,444,000  upon  such  certification 
from  time  to  time  shall  be  deliverable  upon  the  order  of  the  Vendors.  The 
remaining  $556,000  of  bonds  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustees,  or  upon  their 
order,  and  shall  be  sold  by  the  Trustees  at  and  for  the  price  of  ninety  per  cent. 
of  the  par  value,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  sale,  and  from  time  to  time 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  used  and  applied  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Section  3.  .The  said  bonds  as  herein  and  in  said  collateral  trust  indenture 
provided,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  shall  be  payable  only  out  of  the 
principal  or  proceeds  and  the  income  of  the  property  from  time  to  time  held  by 
the  trustee  under  said  collateral  trust  indentiu:e,  and  no  personal  liability  on  the 
part  of  the  Trustees,  or  of  any  person  interested  beneficially  or  otherwise  in  the 
trust  fund,  shall  arise  out  of  or  be  enforceable  because  of  the  making,  issuing 
or  transfer  of  said  bonds,  or  any  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  holders  from  time  to  time  of  the  said  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds 
and  the  interest  obligations  appertaining  thereto  to  the  extent  of  the  principal 
and  interest  thereby  represented  shaU  have  the  right,  as  provided  in  said  col- 
lateral trust  indenture,  through  the  trustee  thereunder  or  otherwise,  to  enforce 
the  performance  of  the  covenants  contained  in  said  bonds  or  in  the  collateral 
trust  indenture  securing  the  same  out  of  and  against  the  said  trust  fund,  but  not 
otherwise,  and  the  interests  therein  of  any  of  the  beneficiaries  hereinafter  desig- 
nated, but  not  against  the  Trustees  or  any  beneficiary  individually. 

ARTICLE  THREE. 

_  Section  1.  Subject  to  the  prior  obligations  of  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  as 
in  Article  Two  of  this  trust  agreement  expressed,  and  subject  to  the  right  of 
the  Trustees,  to  apply,  or  the  right  of  the  Committee  to  du-ect  the  application 
by  the  trustees  of,  or  any  part  or  all  of  the  income  or  proceeds  of  the  trust  fund, 
or  any  part  of  the  trust  fund  consisting  of  cash,  to  or  for  the  uses  or  purposes 
expressed  m  Section  2  of  Article  Four  of  this  trust  agreement,  and  subject  also 
to  the  prior  payment  of  the  several  charges  above  mentioned  in  Section  6  of 
Article  One,  the  sole  beneficial  interest  in  the  trust  fund  and  in  the  net  income 
and  proceeds  thereof,  shaU  be  and  during  the  continuance  of  this  trust  shall 
remain  in  the  owners  from  time  to  time  of  transferable  shares  of  beneficial 
interest. 

In  the  first  instance,  the  ownership  of  all  such  shares  of  beneficial  interest 
shall  be  in  the  Vendors,  and  the  certificates  of  such  shares,  to  be  issued  by  the 
Trustees  as  hereinafter  provided,  shaU  be  in  the  name  of,  and  shall  be  delivered 
to,  the  Vendors  or  their  nominees. 
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Section  2.  Suoh  shares  of  beneficial  interest  (hereinafter  called  "participa- 
tion shares")  shall  be  of  two  classes,  to  wit,  preferred  participation  shares  and 
common  participation  shares. 

The  number  of  the  preferred  participation  shares  shall  be  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand. 

The  number  of  the  common  participation  shares  shall  be  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand,  and  also  such  additional  number  as  from  time  to  time  may  be 
authorized  as  in  Section  4  of  this  Article  provided. 

For  convenience,  the  income  payments  on  such  participation  shares  are 
herein  termed  "dividends." 

The  relative  rights  and  interests,  and  the  limitations  thereof,  of  the  holders 
of  the  preferred  participation  shares  and  of  the  holders  of  the  common  partici- 
pation shares,  shah  be  as  follows  : 

The  holders  of  the  preferred  participation  shares  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,

Whenever  in  any  year  after  aU  such  cumulative  dividends  in  respect  of  the 
preferred  participation  shares  for  aU  previous  years  shall  have  been  paid,  and 
the  semi-annual  installments  for  the  current  year  shall  have  been  paid  or  set 
apart  for  payment,  any  such  applicable  net  income  shaU  remain  in  the  posses- 
sion and  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees,  such  remaining  applicable  net  income 
to  such  amount  or  amounts  as  the  Committee  may  direct  or  approve,  but  not 
in  any  such  year  exceeding  $600,000,  shall  be  distributed  and  be  paid,  as  a  non- 
eumvdative  dividend,  ratably  among  and  to  the  holders  of  the  common  partici- 
pation shares. 

Whenever  in  any  year  after  the  sum  of  $600,000  shall  have  been  so  divided 
among,  and  shall  have  been  paid  or  the  amount  thereof  shall  have  been  set  apart 
for  payment,  ratably  on  the  common  participation  shares,  any  of  such  applicable 
net  income  shall  remain  in  the  possession  and  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees, 
such  remaining  appHeable  net  income  to  such  amount  or  amounts  as  the  Com- 
mittee shall  (firect  or  approve,  but  not  in  any  such  year  exceeding  $1,000,000 
shall  be  distributed  and  paid,  as  a  non-cumidative  additional  dividend,  to  and 
among  the  holders  of  the  participation  shares,  both  preferred  and  common,  in 
the  following  proportions,  to  wit:  five-eighths  of  any  such  residuary  sum 
ratably  among  and  to  the  holders  of  the  preferred  participation  shares,  and 
three-eighths  thereof  ratably  among  and  to  the  holders  of  the  common  participa- 
tion shares. 

In  every  year  in  which  such  last  mentioned  non-cumulative  dividend  therein 
of  $1,000,000  shall  have  been  paid  as  aforesaid,  or  the  amount  thereof  set  aside 
for  payment  as  aforesaid,  the  holders  of  the  common  participation  shares  shall 
be  entitled  ratably  to  receive  out  of  any  and  all  further  applicable  net  income 
remaining  in  such  year,  such  amount  or  amounts  as  from  time  to  time  the  Com- 
mittee may  direct  or  approve. 

Upon  any  distribution  by  the  undersigned  Trustees  of  the  stocks,  bonds  or

sum  of  $100  and  also  the  amount  of  any  approved  and  unpaid,  and  the  accrued 
proportion  of  the  currently  accruing,  semi-annual  installment  of  the  $4.50  cumu- 
lative annual  dividend,  and  after  such  amounts  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  hold- 
ers of  the  preferred  participation  shares  and  not  otherwise,  the  remainder  of 
such  trust  fund,  or  the  net  proceeds  thereof  (after  the  payment  of  all  charges 
thereon  or  in  respect  thereof)  shall  be  distributed  and  be  paid  to  the  holders  of

Section  4.  From  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of 
the  trust,  the  registered  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  total  number  of  common  par- 
ticipation shares,  either  by  a  writing  signed  by  them  and  duly  acknowledged  or 
proved  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  in  respect  of  the  execution  of  deeds  of 
real  property  to  be  recorded  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  by  vote  at  a  meeting  of

Pending  the  preparation  of  the  engraved  certificates  to  be  issued 
under  this  trust  agreement,  the  Trustees  may  issue  and  deliver  printed  certifi- 
cates substantially  in  the  form  of  the  definitive  certificates  hereinbefore  recited, 
and  each  of  said  printed  certificates  shall  be  marked  "Temporary." 

Such  temporary  certificates  shall  be  registered  by  the  registrar  of  transfers 
in  the  same  manner  as  herein  provided  in  respect  of  the  engraved  certificates. 

Such  temporary  certificates  duly  issued  and  registered  hereunder  from  time 
to  time,  shall  be  exchangeable,  at  the  office  or  agency  of  the  Trustees  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  without  expense  to  the  holder,  for  engraved  certificates.  Such 
temporary  certificates,  untU  engraved  certificates  are  prepared  for  delivery, 
shall  be  transferable  in  the  same  manner  as  the  certificates.

Two  or  more  persons  holding  any  certificate  shall  be  joint 
tenants  of  the  entire  interests  represented  thereby  and  no  entry  shall  be  made 
in  any  certificate  or  in  the  transfer  books  that  any  person  is  entitled  to  any  future 
Limited  or  contingent  interest  in  any  certificate.  But  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  contained,  any  person  registered  as  the  holder  of  any  certificate  may 
be  described  therein  as  a  trustee  of  any  kind,  and  words  may  be  added  to  the 
description  to  identify  the  trust. 

Section  13.  The  Trustees  shall  not,  nor  shaU  the  Committee  or  any  trans- 
fer agent  or  other  agent  of  the  Trustees  or  the  Committee,  or  the  holder  of  any 
certificate,  be  bound  to  take  notice  of  any  trust  whether  express,  implied  or 
constructive,  or  of  any  charge  or  equity  concerning  any  certificate  or  the  interest 
in  the  trust  fund  of  the  holder  of  any  certificate.  Except  as  noted  in  the  cer- 
tificate or  in  the  transfer  book,  neither  shall  they  be  bound  to  ascertain  or  in- 
quire as  to  the  authority  for  any  sale  or  transfer  of  any  such  certificate  or  in- 
terest by  any  registered  certificate  holder  or  his  personal  representatives,  or  to 
recognize  any  person  as  having  any  interest  therein  except  the  persons  registered 
as  such  certificate  holders.  Th^  receipt  or  voucher  of  the  person  in  whose  name 
any  certificate  is  registered,  or  if  such  certificate  be  registered  in  the  names  of 
more  than  one  person,  the  receipt  or  voucher  of  any  one  of  such  persons,  shall  be 
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a  sufficient  discharge  for  all  dividends  and  other  money  payable  in  respect  of 
such  certificate  and  from  all  responsibility  in  respect  of  the  application  thereof. 
Section  14.  Unless  express  notice  to  the  contrary  shall  have  been  received" 
by  the  Trustees,  they  may  deem  and  may  treat  any  person  who  shall  present  a 
participation  certificate,  together  with  a  transfer  thereof  signed  by  the  registered 
holder  of  such  certificate,  as  the  bona  fide  owner  of  such  certificate,  and  accord- 
ingly on  demand  they  may  transfer  the  shares  thereby  represented. 

ARTICLE  FOUR. 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  paramount  rights  of  the  First  Trust  and  Savings 
Bank  or  its  successor,  as  trustee  under  the  collateral  trust  indenture  securing 
the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  and  of  the  holders  of  such  bonds  under  the  provisions 
of  said  indenture  as  creditors,'  the  Trustees  shall  receiVe  all  interest,  dividends 
or  income  of  the  trust  fund ;  and,  first,  after  the  ascertainment  and  determina- 
tion of  "the  income  of  the  trust  fund"  as  provided  in  the  collateral  trust  inden- 
ture securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  from  time  to  time  shall  apply  such  in- 
come to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  as  and  when  the  same  shall 
become  due  and  payable,  and  to  the  payment  of  the  annual  sinking  fund  install- 
ment as  and  when  required  to  be  paid  by  said  collateral  trust  indenture ;  and, 
next,  after  the  ascertainment  and  determination  of  the  amount  of  "the  "net 
income  of  the  trust  fund"  as  provided  in  Section  6  of  Article  One  of  this  trust 
agreement,  and  after  the  making  of  the  several  payments,  provisions  and  res- 
ervations specified  in  said  Section  6  of  Article  One,  from  time  to  time  shall 
apply  such  "net  income  of  the  trust  fund"  to  the  payment  of  the  sums  distrib- 
utable to  the  holders  of  the  participation  shares  according  to  the  relative  rights 
and  Hmitation  of  rights  of  the  two  classes  of  such  shares,  as  herein  specified. 

Section  2.  So  far  as  lawfully  may  be  done,  in  any  year,  after  payment  of 
the  interest  due  on  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  and  the  sinking  fund  installment 
of  the  then  current  year,  the  Trustees  may,  and,  upon  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mittee, the  Trustees  shall,  set  apart  out  of  "the  net  income  of  the  trust  fund," 
as  and  for  a  "surplus  fund,"  such  sums,  if  any,  not  to  exceed  $100,000  in  any 
one  fiscal  year,  as  the  Committee  may  direct.  Such  "surplus  fund,"  shall  be 
applied  and  be  used  by  the  Trustees,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  direction  or 
approval  of  the  Committee,  in  such  way  and  for  such  purposes  (which  may 
include  the  payment  of  the  cumulative  semi-annual  dividends  of  $2.25  per  share 
on  the  preferred  participation  shares),  as  the  Committee  shall  deem  advisable. 

Out  of  the  proceeds  of  any  or  all  of  the  $556,000  of  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds 
hereinabove  authorized  to  be  sold  by  the  Trustees,  the  Trustees  shall  pay  all 
expenses  connected  with  the  organization  of  this  trust,  including  the  preparation 
of  all  writings  or  instruments  incident  thereto,  the  preparing,  engraving,  is- 
suance and  certification  of  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  and  the  certificates  of 
preferred  shares  and  common  shares  herein  provided  for,  and  they  may  add  to 
the  balance  remaining  to  the  aforesaid  "surplus  fund." 

From  time  to  time,  ujjon  the  request  of  the  Committee,  the  Trustees  shall 
pay  to  the  Committee  or  its  order,  out  of  any  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees 
available  for  that  purpose,  such  sums  or  amounts  as  the  Committee  shall  in 
writing  request  for  use  by  the  Committee  in  payment  and  discharge  of  expenses, 
obligations  and  liabilities  incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  trust. 

Anything  in  this  trust  agreement  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  all  income 
of  the  trust  fund  shall  be  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
indenture  on  or  before  January  1,  1931. 

Sb  ction  3.  In  the  event  that  any  bond  constituting  part  of  the  trust  fund  shall 
be  paid  or  be  redeemed,  or  in  the  event  that  the  property  of  any  of  the  corporations 
whose  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  any  time  shall  constitute  any  part 
of  the  trust  fund,  shall  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  distributed  to  the 
holders  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  and  as  a  result  thereof  any 
moneys  shall  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  or  in  the  event  that  any  of 
the  capital  or  the  principal  represented  by  any  of  the  trust  fund  securities  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  distributed  or  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustees,  —  then,  in  any 
such  event,  any  amount  or  amounts  so  received  or  distributed  or  paid  over  shall  be 
applied  by  the  Trustees,  first,  to  .the  prepayment  or  redemption  of  the  Five  Per 
Cent.  Gold  Bonds,  or  otherwise,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  collateral 
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trust  indenture,  securing  suet  bonds ;  and  (subject  to  the  reservations  above  stated 
m  aection  b  ot  Article  One  of  this  trust  agreement)  second,  ratably  to  and  among 
.  iTorT  u  Tu°*  P''?rerred  participation  shares  then  outstanding  until  the  sum  of 
pot)  shaU  have  been  paid  with  respect  to  each  of  the  said  preferred  shares, 
togetJier  with  any  accrued  and  unpaid  semi-annual  cumulative  dividends  of 
^^.^5  per  share  and  the  proportionate  amount  then  accrued  of  such  dividend 
then  currently  accrmng ;  and,  third,  ratably  to  and  among  the  holders  of  com- 
mon participation  shares. 

Section  4.  Whenever  the  full  amount  payable  upon  any  preferred  partici- 
pation shares  as  specified  in  the  preceding  Section  3  of  this  Article  shall  have 
been  paid,  or  the  amount  thereof  shall  have  been  set  aside  for  payment  when  and 
as  called  for  by  the  holders  of  such  shares,  then  and  thereupon  all  interest  of  the 
then  present  or  any  future  holders  of  such  shares,  or  of  any  certificate  thereof, 
m  the  trust  fund,  or  in  any  income  reahzed  therefrom,  forthwith  shall  cease  and 
determine,  and  the  certificate  representing  every  such  share  shall  be  surrendered 
to  the  Trustees,  and  shaU  be  canceled  and  not  re-issued. 

Section  5.  In  case  any  sums  amounting  to  less  than  $100  on  account  of 
principal  or  capital  shall  have  been  paid  upon  any  preferred  participation  share, 
or  shall  have  been  set  aside  for  payment  thereon  upon  the  order  of  the  holder 
thereof  (no  such  payment,  however,  to  be  made  except  upon  production  of  the 
certificate,  in  order  that  the  amount  of  any  such  payment  may  be  stamped 
thereon),  the  amount  to  which  the  holder  of  such  certificate  thereafter  shall  be. 
entitled,  with  respect  to  each  of  said  shares  represented  by  such  certificate, 
either  on  account  of  dividends  or  principal,  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion 
that  the  aggregate  amoimt  of  all  such  payments  on  account  of  capital  or  prin- 
cipal shall  bear  to  $100. 

Section  6.  Nothing  in  this  trust  agreement  or  in  any  participation  certifi- 
cate issued  hereunder,  either  expressed  therein  or  to  be  implied  therefrom,  is 
intended  or  shaU  be  construed  to  give  to  any  person  or  corporation,  other  than 
the  parties  hereto,  the  trustee  under  the  collateral  trust  indenture  securing  the 
Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  the  holders  of  such  bonds,  and  the  holders  of  participa- 
tion certificates  issued  under  this  trust  agreement  and  registered  as  herein  pro- 
vided, any  legal  or  equitable  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  in  respect  of  this 
trust  agreement,  or  any  covenant,  condition  or  provision  herein  contained,  or 
any  right,  title  or  interest  in  or  to  any  property  herein  described  or  subject  to 
the  provisions  hereof;  aU  the  covenants,  provisions  and  conditions  of  this 
trust  agreement  and  of  said  participation  certificates  being  intended  to  be,  and 
being,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  parties  to  this  trust  agreement 
and  the  several  other  persons  in  this  section  mentioned. 

Section  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  indenture  securing  the  Five 
Per  Cent.  Bonds,  the  Trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  upon  any  and  aU 
shares  of  stock  constituting  any  part  of  the  trust  fund,  at  any  and  all  meetings, 
.  regular  or  special,  of  the  corporation  or  corporations  issuing  such  stocks ;  and, 
subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  trust  agreement,  the  Trustees  may 
take  any  action  or  may  give  or  execute  any  consent,  or  may  take  any  step  which 
the  owners  of  such  stock  would  be  entitled  or  authorized  to  take,  give  or  execute, 
with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  at  the  time  the  Trustees  were  the  ab- 
solute owners  of  such  stock;  and  from  time  to  time  the  Trustees  may  give 
proxies  to  any  person  or  persons  to  vote  such  stock ;  but  in  voting  upon  any 
such  stock,  the  Trustees  shall  foUow  the  directions  or  instructions,  if  any,  that 
may  be  given  to  the  Trustees  by  the  Committee,  and  shall  cause  their  proxies 
also  to  foUow  such  directions  or  instructions. 

In  voting  or  in  causing  to  be  voted  any  such  stock,  the  Trustees  (and  the 
Committee  when  giving  any  such  written  directions  or  instructions  to  the  Trus- 
tees), from  time  to  time,  will  exercise  their  best  judgment  to  elect  suitable  di- 
rectors of  the  corporation  issuing  such  stock,  to  the  end  that  the  affairs  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  properly  managed.  In  voting  and  in  acting  on  any  other 
matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Trustees  as  stockholders,  or  at  stock- 
holders' meetings,  the  Trustees  (and  the  Committee  when  giving  any  such 
written  directions  or  instructions  to  the  Trustees)  likewise  will  exercise  their  best 
judgment.  Nevertheless,  the  Trustees  assume  no  personal  responsibility,  and 
shaU  be  under  no  personal  obligation  in  respect  of  such  management  or  in  respect 
of  any  action  by  them  taken  or  taken  in  pursuance  of  their  consent  thereto  as 
such  stockholders  or  in  pursuance  of  their  votes  cast. 
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Section  8.  Any  income  of  the  trust  over  and  above  the  income  derived 
from  the  stocks,  bonds  or  other  securities  held  by  the  trustee  under  the  col- 
lateral trust  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  shall  be  applied  and 
be  used  by  the  Trustees,  in  such  manner  as  the  Committee  shall  request,  not  in 
disregard  of  any  express  provision  of  this  agreement. 

Section  9.  In  case  the  Trustees  shall  acquire  any  interest  in  real  estate,  as 
proceeds  or  income  of  the  deposited  securities,  they  shall  hold  the  same,  subject 
to  the  terms  of  this  trust  agreement,  for  sale  or  other  conversion  into  personal 
property ;  and,  at  all  times,  all  such  real  estate  shall  be  considered  and  be  treated 
as  personal  property  for  the  purposes  of  this  trust. 

Section  10.  Any  of  the  Trustees  may  purchase,  acquire  and  own  any  of 
the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  or  any  of  the  participation  shares  free  from  account- 
ability with  respect  thereto,  and  may  deal  therein  in  aU  respects  the  same  as  any 
other  person,  either  with  any  holder  of  such  bonds  or  with  any  holder  of  such 
participation  shares,  or  with  any  other  person. 

Section  11.  At  any  time  prior  to  the  happening  of  the  event  hereinbefore 
fixed  for  the  termination  of  this  trust,  upon  the  written  request  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  trustee  under  the  collateral  trust 
indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  or  of  such  majority,  and  of  the 
trustee  under  any  instrument  securing  any  bonds  issued  to  pay  off  said  Five 
Per  Cent.  Bonds  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  Trustees  shall  terminate  this  trust, 
and  shall  sell  and  dispose  of  the  trust  fund,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Committee  and  such  trustee ;  provided,  always,  however,  that,  in  event  of 
any  such  termination  of  this  trust,  the  trust  fund  never  shall  be  so  sold  or  dis- 
posed of  except  on  such  terms  as  after  payment  of  aU  prior  costs,  charges  and 
expenses  will  produce  cash  sufloient  to  pay  at  par  the  principal  and  interest  of 
all  said  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  at  the  time  outstanding,  or  of  all  then  outstanding 
bonds  issued  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  said  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  as  hereia- 
after  provided.  In  the  event  of  any  such  sale  or  disposition  of  the  trust  fund, 
the  net  proceeds  shall  be  apphed  by  the  Trustees,  first,  to  the  prepayment  at 
par  of  the  then  outstanding  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  or  of  any  then  outstanding 
bonds  issued  to  pay  off  said  bonds,  in  accordance  with  the  indenture  securing 
the  bonds,  so  paid ;  and  (subject  to  the  reservations  above  specified  in  Section 
6  of  Article  One  of  this  trust  agreement) ,  second,  ratably  to  and  among  the  holders 
of  preferred  participation  shares,  then  outstanding,  until  (including  any  previous 
payments)  the  sum  of  $100  shall  have  been  paid  with  respect  to  each  of  the  said 
shares,  together  with  accrued  and  unpaid  semi-annual  cumulative  dividends 
of  $2.25  per  share  and  the  proportionate  amount  then  accrued  of  such  dividend 
then  currently  accruing ;  and,  third,  ratably,  to  and  among  the  holders  of  the 
common  participation  shares.  In  case  said  trust  fund  shall  be  so  sold  and  dis- 
posed of  partly  for  cash  (suflloient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest 
of  said  bonds  as  hereinbefore  provided),  and  partly  for  securities  or  other  prop- 
erty, the  Committee  (1)  shall  place  a  valuation  upon  such  securities  or  prop- 
erty, and  in  case  such  valuation  shall  be  approved  in  writing  by  every  Trustee, 
such  securities  and  other  property  shall  be  distributed  in  kind  to  the  holders  of 
the  participation  shares  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  but  otherwise  such  securi- 
ties and  other  property  shall  be  sold  at  pubUc  auction  and  the  proceeds  thereof 
shall  be  distributed  to  the  holders  of  said  participation  shares  as  aforesaid.  Any 
valuation  so  made  by  the  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  and  any 
sale  so  made  by  the  Trustees,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  all  persons  interested  in 
the  trust  fund  At  any  such  sale  at  public  auction,  any  Trustee,  or  any  member 
of  the  Committee,  without  further  accountability  (except  for  the  purchase 
price)  may  bid  for  and  purchase  any  property  so  sold. 

If,, pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Chicago  in 
respect  of  the  Chicago  City  Railway  Company,  passed  February  11,  1907,  the 
City  of  Chicago  or  its  authorized  licensee  shall  purchase  the  property  of  the 
Chicago  City  Railway  Company,  the  Trustees  shall  terminate  this  trust,  and 
thereupon  shall  sell  and  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  trust  fund  upon  such  terms 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Committee.  In  event  of  such  termination  of  this 
trust,  the  net  proceeds  of  the  trust  fund  shall  be  applied,  first  (a)  in  case  of  such 
purchase  under  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  by  the  City  of  Chicago,  to  the  pre- 
payment at  par  and  interest  of  the  then  outstanding  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  or 
(b)  in  case  of  such  purchase  under  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  by  the  authorized 
licensee  of  the  City  of  Chicago  to  the  prepayment  of  said  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds 
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then  outstanding  at  par  and  a  premium  of  Five  Per  Cent.,  together  with  interest, 
all  in  accordance  with  the  indenture  securing  the  bonds  so  paid ;  and,  in  either 
case  (subject  to  the  reservations  above  specified  in  Section  6  of  Article  One  of 
this  trust  agreement)  ;  second,  ratably  to  and  among  the  holders  of  prefen-ed 
participation  shares  then  outstanding  until  (including  any  previous  payments) 
the  sum  of  $100  shall  have  been  paid  with  respect  to  each  of  the  said  shares, 
together  with  accrued  and  unpaid  semi-annual  cumulative  dividends  of,  $2.25 
per  share  and  the  proportionate  amount  then  accrued  of  such  dividend  then 
currently  accruing ;  and,  third,  ratably,  to  and  among  the  holders  of  the  common 
participation  shares. 

Section  12.  With  the  written  consent  or  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee,  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Committee 
shall  approve,  the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  mortgage  or  to  pledge  all  or  any 
part  of  the  trust  fund  for  the  purpose  of  borrowing  money  (repayable  from  the 
trust  fund  and  .not  otherwise)  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  of  said 
Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  at  their  maturity  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise ;  provided, 
however,  that  no  money  shaU  be  borrowed  otherwise  than  in  conformity  with 
the  conditions  and  limitations  expressed  in  subdivision  {k)  of  Section  16  of 
this  Article. 

Section  13.  With  the  direction  or  approval  of  the  Committee  (and  the 
indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  shall  so  provide)  the  Trustees  may 
withdraw  any  of  the  trust  fund  securities  from  the  lien  of  the  indenture  securing 
the  said  bonds,  by  paying  to  the  trustee  under  such  indenture  in  cash,  for  each 
share  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Chicago  City  Railway  Company,  the  sum  of 
$200  per  share,  and  for  each  of  the  other  trust  fund  securities  so  withdrawn,  the 
par  value  thereof,  and  for  the  purpose  of  withdrawing  any  of  such  securities,  the 
Trustees  may  use  any  funds  in  their  hands ;  but  the  Trustees  shall  not  in  this 
manner  withdraw  any  one  class  or  kind  of  such  securities  to  an  amount  exceeding 
ten  per  cent,  of  such  class  or  kind  of  securities  subject  to  this  trust  agreement 
except  that  as  herein  provided,  bonds  may  be  converted  into  stock  and  canceled . 
The  Trustees,  as  directed  or  authorized  by  the  Committee,  shall  hold  or  shall  sell 
and  dispose  of  such  securities  so  withdrawn. 

At  any  time  after  so  withdrawing  any  of  such  trust  fund  securities,  the 
Trustees  may  re-assign  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Trustee  under  the  said 
collateral  trust  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  and  thereupon 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  to  receive  the  money  paid  to  the  said 
Trustee  at  the  time  of  the  withdrawal  of  such  securities  so  re-assigned  and 
delivered. 

Section  14.  In  the  event  that  the  Trustees  shall  not  deliver  to  the  trustee 
under  the  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  the  full  amount  of  the 
securities  in  the  assigning  clause  of  this  trust  agreement  scheduled  as  being  trans- 
ferred to  the  Trustees,  the  Trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  deposit  with  the  said 
trustee,  in  lieu  of  any  such  securities,  and  to  cover  any  such  shortage,  cash  for 
each  share  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Chicago  City  Railway  Company  at  the 
rate  of  $200  a  share  and  for  any  of  the  other  securities  the  par  value  thereof ; 
which  cash  from  time  to  time  thereafter  may  be  withdrawn  by  them  in  corre- 
sponding amounts  upon  delivering  to  the  trustee  under  such  indenture  the 
securities  in  lieu  of  which  such  cash  deposit  shall  have  been  made. 

Section  15.  With  the  consent  or  approval  of  the  Committee,  and  of  the 
holders  of  a  majority  of  all  the  participation  shares,  including  a  majority  of  the 
preferred  participation  shares,  the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  sell  or  to  exchange 
for  shares  of  stock  or  other  securities  or  for  part  cash  and  part  securities  and 
other  property,  any  of  the  trust  fund  securities,  subject,  however,  to  the  hen  of 
the  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  or  any  other  bonds  issued  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  off  said  bonds.  Said  sale,  exchange  or  other  disposition 
of  said  securities,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  however,  shall  be  subject  to  the  lien  of 
said  indenture,  and  otherwise  may  be  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Committee  and  the  holders  of  the  specified  proportion  of 
the  participation  shares,  respectively. 

Section  16.  Subject  to  any  rights  of  the  trustee  of  the  said  collateral  trust 
indenture  dated  January  3,  1910,  as  specified  therein,  and  subject  to  the  terms 
of  the  written  apprbval  or  consent  of  the  Committee  in  any  case  where  under  the 
terms  of  this  trust  agreement  such  approval  or  consent  is  authorized  or  required, 
the  Trustees  shall  have  power : 
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(o)  To  deposit  any  moneys  derived  from  the  trust  fund,  with  any  trust 
company,  or  in  any  bank ; 

(6)  To  loan  any  moneys  under  control  of  the  Trustees  available  for  such 
purpose,  on  such  terms,  and  with  or  without  security,  and  to  such  persons  or 
companies  as  the  Committee  shall  approve ; 

(c)  To  buy,  or  to  join  with  any  person  or  persons  in  buying,  any  property 
that  shall  be  sold  under  the  provisions  of  any  mortgage  or  security,  in  which 
property  or  any  part  thereof  the  Trustees  shall  have  an  interest,  because  of 
some  right  under  this  trust  agreement,  and  to  allow  the  title  to  any  property  so 
bought  to  be  taken  in  the  name  or  names  of  such  person  or  persons,  and  to  be 
held  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  Committee  shall  approve ; 

(d)  To  transfer  to  any  person  or  persons  any  share  or  shares,  in  any  com- 
pany or  association,  the  securities  of  which  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  constitute 
part  of  the  trust  fund,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  to  allow  any  such  share  or 
shares  to  stand  in  the  name  or  names  of  such  person  or  persons,  as  the  Com- 
mittee shall  approve,  in  order  to  qualify  such  person  or  persons  as  a  director  or 
directors,  or  as  an  offlcer  or  officers  of  such  company  or  otherwise,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  the  organization  of  such  company; 

(e)  To  collect  and  sue  for,  and  to  receive  and  to  receipt  for,  all  sums  of  money, 
due  the  Trustees ;  to  compound,  compromise,  and  to  abandon  or  to  adjust  by 
arbitration,  or  otherwise,  any  actions,  suits,  proceedings,  disputes,  claims, 
demands  and  things  relating  to  said  trust  fund ;  and  to  transfer  to  and  deposit 
with  any  trust  company  or  other  persons,  any  shares  or  securities  forming  part 
of  the  trust  fund,  for  the  purpose  of  any  arrangement  for  enforcing  or  protecting 
the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Trustees  or  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds  or  par- 
ticipation shar^  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  and  to  give  time,  with  or  without 
security,  for  the  payment  or  delivery  of  any  debt  or  property  claimed  by  the 
Trustees,  or  belonging  to  said  trust  fund ;  and  to  pay  or  satisfy  any  claims  against 
the  Trustees  or  the  said  trust  property ; 

if)  To  invest  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  any  sum  or  sums  which  the 
Trustees  may  hold,  available  for  investment,  in  any  securities  or  property  which 
the  Committee  may  approve,  and  with  like  approval  to  seU  or  otherwise  to  dis- 
pose of  any  such  investments  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  thereof,  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  so  to  continue  to  invest  and  to  re-invest  during  the  period  of  this  trust ; 

(g)  To  permit  to  be  sold  or  leased  to,  or  merged  or  consohdated  with,  each 
other,  any  corporations  or  companies,  any  of  whose  shares,  bonds  or  securities 
constitute  part  of  the  trust  fund ; 

Qi)  To  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  upon  aU  shares  or  other  securities  what- 
soever, belonging  to  this  trust ; 

(i)  To  vote  upon  any  of  the  shaxes,  constituting  any  part  of  the  deposited 
securities,  in  favor  of  any  lawful  consolidation,  merger  or  reorganization  of  the 
properties,  franchises  or  shares  of  any  of  the  companies  whose  shares  or  part 
thereof  shall  constitute  part  of  said  trust  fund,  with  the  properties,  francHses 
and  shares  of  any  other  company,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be 
approved  by  both  the  Committee  and  the  trustee  under  the  indenture  securing 
the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  or  of  any  bonds  issued  to  pay  off  said  bonds  :  and  with 
like  approval  and  authority,  as  to  terms  and  conditions,  to  vote  any  of  said 
shares  to  authorize  a  lease  or  operating  agreement  between  the  companies  or 
any  of  them,  whose  shares  or  part  thereof,  shall  constitute  any  part  of  the  trust 
fund,  and  any  other  company  with  which  such  lease  or  operating  agreement 
may  lawfully  be  made ; 

(j)  To'pay  any  and  aU  taxes  or  hens  of  whatsoever  nature  or  kind,  imposed 
upon  or  against  the  said  trust  fund,  or  any  part  thereof,  out  of  any  proper  funds 
available  for  such  purpose ;  and 

[k)  To  borrow  money,  when,  and  in  such  amount  or  amounts  and  upon  such 
terms  and  for  such  purposes  as  the  Committee  may  approve,  and,  as  such  Trus- 
tees, to  execute  and  to  deUver,  but  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  9  and  10 
of  Article  Five,  such  notes,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable 
only  out  of  the  trust  fund,  in  such  form  and  containing  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions, as  the  Committee  may  approve ;  and  as  security  therefor,  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Committee  may  approve,  to  mortgage  or  pledge,  any  prop- 
erty or  securities  held  by  said  Trustees  under  this  trust  agreement. 

Every  obligation  made  or  issued  by  the  Trustees  shall  provide  expressly  in 
substance  or  effect  as  follows  : 
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"  This  obligation  is  issued  by  the  undersigned  not  individually,  but  as  Trustees, 
under  a  certain  Trust  Agreement,  dated  January  1,  1910,  hereby  made  part  hereof, 
and  is  payable  only  from  the  trust  fund  therein  mentioned,  any  and  all  personal 
liability  of  the  Trustees,  Committee,  bondholders  and  certificate  holders  thereunder 
being  and  having  been  expressly  waived  by  the  holder  hereof." 

The  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  and  the  appurtenant  coupons,  substantially  in  the 
form  recited  in  the  said  collateral  trust  indenture  dated  January  3,  1910,  are 
hereby  expressly  authorized. 

(1)  To  enter  into  such  contracts  of  guaranty  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Committee,  the  obligations  arising  thereunder  to  be  payable  only  out  of  the 
trust  fund  held  by  the  Trustees.  Said  contracts  shall  be  restricted,  however, 
to  the  guaranty  of  dividends,  rentals,  bonds  and  other  obligations  payable  by 
companies,  the  stock  of  which,  or  not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  stock  of  which, 
shall  be  owned  by  the  Trustees,  and  to  the  guaranty  of  obligations  secured  by 
stock  or  bonds  of  companies  whose  stock,  or  not  less  than  a  majority  of  whose 
stock,  shall  be  owned  by  the  Trustees.  Every  such  contract  or  obligation  shall 
provide  expressly  or  in  substance  as  follows: 

"This  obligation  is  issued  by  the  undersigned,  not  individually,  but  as 
Trustees  under  a  certain  Trust  Agreement  dated  January  1,  1910,  as  amended 
on  the  7th  day  of  November,  1910,  hereby  made  part  hereof,  and  is  payable  only 
from  a;nd  out  of  the  trust  fund  therein  mentioned,  but  subject  to  the  prior 
rights  of  the  First  Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  as  Trustee  under 
the  Indenture  dated  January  3,  1910,  and  of  the  present  and  future  holders 
of  the  bonds  issued  thereunder,  any  and  all  personal  liability  hereunder  of  the 
Trustees,  Committee,  bondholders  and  certificate  holders  under  said  Trust 
Agreement  or  Indenture  being  and  having  been  expressly  waived  by  the  holder 
hereof.  A  copy  of  said  Trust  Agreement  and  said  Indenture  is  on  file  with  the 
First  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  of  Chicago." 

No  debt,  obligation  or  liability  of  any  kind  shall  be  created  or  incurred  by 
any  one  other  than  the  Trustees  or  otherwise  than  in  the  manner  in  this  trust 
agreement  provided. 

No  member  of  the  Committee  and  no  certificate  holder  shall  be  authorized 
to  impose  any  debt  or  obligation  or  liability  of  any  kind  upon  the  trust  fund,  or 
upon  the  Trustees  or  any  of  them,  or  upon  the  Committee  or  any  member  thereof, 
or  upon  any  certificate  holder  or  holders,  or  upon  the  holder  or  holders  of  any 
bond  or  obligation  made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustees. 

Anything  in  this  trust  agreement  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  no  dis- 
tribution of  the  principal  of  the  trust  fund,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  or  of  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  shall  be  made  to  or  among  the  certificate  holders  or  any  of  them, 
untU  any  and  aU  outstanding  debts,  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  Trustees, 
payable  out  of  the  trust  fund  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  have  been  paid  or  dis- 
charged or  satisfied,  or  provision  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees  shall  have  been 
made  for  the  payment  or  discharge  or  satisfaction  thereof. 

Each  and  every  obligation  and  each  and  every  certificate  of  participation 
shares  issued  by  the  Trustees  under  this  trust  agreement  after  the  7th  day  of 
November,  1910,  shall  after  the  names  of  the  Trustees  at  the  foot  thereof,  con- 
tain the  following  recital : 

"As  Trustees  under  the  trust  agreement  dated  January  1,  1910,  creating 
the  Chicago  City  and  Connecting  Railways  Collateral  Trust  (as  amended 
November  7,  1910),  and  not  individually." 

Provided,  however,  that  any  and  all  of  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  of  the  Trus- 
tees issued  or  issuable  under  the  indenture  dated  January  3,  1910,  shall  be  exe- 
cuted by  the  Trustees  in  the  form  recited  in  said  indenture.  {This  paragraph 
(1)  of  Section  16  of  Article  Four  hereof  added  by  amendment  made  November  7, 1910). 

(to)  To  enter  into  such  contract  or  contracts,  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
committee,  for  purchasing  or  acquiring,  or  procuring  the  right  to  purchase  or 
acquire,  securities,  or  any  part  thereof,  issued  or  to  be  issued  in  accordance  with 
any  present  or  future  plan  providing  for  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  ele- 
vated raih-oads  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  contemplating  a  merger  or  consoli- 
dation of  such  consolidated  elevated  raih-oads  with  the, surface  street  railways 
of  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  obligations  arising  thereunder  to  be  payable  only 
out  of  the  trust  fund  held  by  the  Trustees.  Every  such  contract  shall  provide 
expressly  or  in  substance  as  follows  :  _  ,.,•■,„      i.  1 

"This  obligation  is  issued  by  the  undersigned,  not  individually,   but  as 
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Trustees  under  a  certain  Trust  Agreement,  dated  January  1,  1910,  as  amended 
November  7,  1910,  and  as  amended  June  12,  1911,  hereby  made  part  hereof,  and 
is  payable  only  from  and  out  of  the  trust  fund  therein  mentioned,  but  subject 
to  the  prior  rights  of  the  First  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  of  Chicago,  Illinois, 
as  Trustee  under  the  Indenture  dated  January  3,  1910,  and  of  the  present  and 
future  holders  of  bonds  issued  thereunder,  and  any  and  all  personal  liabiUty 
hereunder  of  the  Trustees,  Committee,  Bondholder  and  Certificate  holders  under 
said  Trust  Agreement  or  Indenture  being  and  having  been  expressly  waived  by 
the  holder  hereof.  A  copy  of  said  Trust  Agreement  and  said  Indenture  is  on 
file  with  the  First  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  of  Chicago." 

Bach  and  every  obligation  and  each  and  every  certificate  of  partici- 
pation shares  issued  by  the  Trustees  under  this  Trust  Agreement  after  the  12th 
day  of  June,  1911,  shall,  after  the  names  of  the  Trustees  at  the  foot  thereof,  con- 
tain the  following  recital : 

"As  Trustees  under  the  Trust  Agreement  dated  January  1,  1910,  creating 
the  Chicago  City  and  Connecting  Railways  Collateral  Trust  (as  amended 
November  7,  1910,  and  as  amended  June  12,  1911),  and  not  individually." 

Provided,  however,  that  any  and  all  of  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  of  the 
Trustees  issued  or  issuable  under  the  Indenture  dated  January  3,  1910,  shall  be 
executed  by  the  Trustees  in  the  form,  recited  in  said  Indenture.  {This  paragraph 
(jn)  of  Section  16  of  Article  Four  hereof  added  by  amendment  made  June  12,  1911.) 

Section  17.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  collateral  trust  indenture, 
and  so  far  as  lawful,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  with  the  written  consent 
of  the  Committee,  the  Trustees  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  Com- 
mittee, they  shaU,  convert  or  cause  to  be  converted  into  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  corporations  issuing  the  same,  all  of  the  bonds  of  any  of  the  several 
issues  of  bonds  transferable  in  paragraph  II  of  the  assigning  clause  of  the  trust 
agreement.  Such  bonds  severally  and  respectively  shall  be  converted  into  shares 
of  capital  stock  as  herein  provided  only  (a)  if  the  shares  issued  upon  such  con- 
version shall  be  of  an  aggregate  par  vsdue  equal  to  the  aggregate  principal  sum 
of  the  bonds  converted ;  (6)  if  all  of  the  bonds  of  each  such  issue  shall  be  con- 
verted as  an  entirety ;  (c)  if  the  corporation  converting  such  bonds  shall  have 
no  other  outstanding  bonds  of  any  issue  (or,  in  case  of  the  Calumet  &  South 
Chicago  Railway  Company,  no  outstanding  bonds  of  any  issue  other  than  bonds 
of  the  issue  underlying  the  Consolidated  Mortgage  bonds  of  such  company  sched- 
uled in  said  paragraph  II  of  the  assigning  clause  of  this  trust  agreement) ;  (d)  if 
all  of  the  stock  (excepting  directors'  qualifying  shares)  of  such  corporation 
making  such  conversion,  then  shall  be  held  by  the  trustee  under  the  indentirre 
securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds ;  and  (e)  if  the  capital  stock  of  .the  corpora- 
tion making  such  conversion,  equal  at  par  to  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  the 
bonds  thereinto  converted,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  said  trustee,  subject  to 
no  hen  prior  or  superior  to  the  hen  of  said  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent. 
Bonds. 

In  every  ease,'  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  issued  upon  any  such  con- 
version, shall  be  issued  as  fully  paid  and  non-assessable.  Such  capital  stock 
may  be  either  common  stock  or  preferred  stock,  or  part  common  stock  and  part 
preferred  stock ;  but  in  any  case,  all  of  the  capital  stock  (other  than  directbrs' 
quaUfjring  shares)  of  such  corporation,  whether  theretofore  issued  or  then  is- 
sued, shall  be  held  by  the  trustee  under  said  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per 
Cent.  Bonds. 

Any  and  aU  such  stock  issued  in  conversion  of  bonds  ipso  facto  shall  become 
and  shall  be  subject  to  this  trust  agreement  and  to  aE  the  terms  and  provisions 
thereof,  and  forthwith,  upon  the  issue  thereof,  shall  constitute  part  of  the  trust 
fxmd,  and  shall  be  dehvered  to  the  trustee  under  the  indenture  securing  the 
Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  as  part  of  the  securities  pledged  thereunder  free  from  any 
prior  hen. 

ARTICLE  FIVE. 

Section  1.  The  Trustees  shall  receive  out  of  the  trust  fund  or  the  income 
thereof,  for  their  services,  such  remuneration  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Committee,  and  reimbursement  for  their  reasonable  expenses  and  dis- 
bursements, and  prior  indemnity  against  all  losses  and  liabiUties  by  them  in- 
curred on  the  discharge  of  their  duties  hereunder. 

Section  2.     Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  the  action  of  a  majority 
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of  the  Trustees  taken  from  time  to  time  at  a  meeting,  or  by  writing  with  or  with- 
out a  meetmg,  shaU  constitute  the  action  of  the  Trustees  and  have  the  same 
®r®,,  if  ®  though  assented  to  by  aU.  When  any  Trustee,  being  a  natural  person, 
shaU  be  absent  from  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  been  so  absent  for  more 
than  seven  (7)  days,  or,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  shall  be  unable  to 
act  or  mcapable  of  actmg  as  such  Trustee,  the  dther  Trustees  or  Trustee,  for 
the  time  bemg,  may  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authority  given  to  the  Trustees. 
Any  irustee  so  absent  or  contemplating  such  an  absence,  may,  by  power  of 
attorney  or  otherwise,  empower  any  other  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  act  on  his 
behalt  during  his  absence,  and  to  exercise  any  power,  discretionary  or  otherwise, 
and  to  use  his  name  in  the  execution  or  signing  of  documents  as  such  Trustee, 
tor  the  purposes  of  said  trust. 

Section  3.  Any  Trustee  may  retire  and  may  be  discharged  from  these 
trusts  by  presenting  his  resignation  in  writing  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee 
or  ot  certificate  holders,  or  by  delivering  the  same  to  any  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee, but  such  resignation  shall  be  effectual  and  complete  only  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  three  (3)  calendar  months  thereafter,  or  upon  the  previous  accept- 
ance of  such  resignation  by  the  Committee,  or  the  appointment  of  a  new  Trus- 
tee or  Trustees  in  his  place,  and  meanwhile  he  shall  continue  as  such  Trustee. 

Section  4.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  the  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  increase  or  to  reduce  the  number  of  Trustees  under  this  trust  agree- 
ment (but  in  the  case  of  natural  persons,  not  to  a  number  of  less  than  two) ;  and, 
without  assigning  any  reason  therefor,  to  remove  or  discharge  any  Trustee  from 
such  trust.  Whenever  any  Trustee  shall  die,  or  shall  be  or  shall  desire  to  be, 
discharged  from  said  trust,  or  shall  resign,  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  in  his  place  a  new  Trustee ;  and  the  Committee  may  appoint  any  in- 
corporated company  having  a  capital  and  surplus  of  not  less  than  $1,000,000, 
and  qualified  to  act  in  the  premises,  as  the  sole  Trustee  under  this  trust  agree- 
ment ;  but  no  such  incorporated  company  shall  be  a  Trustee  jointly  with  one 
or  more  natural  persons,  or  with  any  other  such  incorporated  company. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  appointment  of  any  new  Trustee  or  Trustees,  such 
instruments  shall  be  executed  as  shall  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  vesting 
the  trust  fund  in  the  new  Trustee,  or  for  providing  evidence  of  such  vesting. 

Section  6.  The  receipt  of  the  Trustees,  or  of  any  of  them,  for  moneys  or 
property  paid  or  delivered  to  them  or  him,  shall  be  an  effectual  discharge  there- 
for to  the  personp  pasdng  or  delivering  the  same,  and  no  person  receiving  any 
such  receipt  shall  be  bound  to  see  to  the  application  of  such  moneys  or  property. 
Section  7.  The  Trustees  shall  cause  to  be  kept,  in  books  provided  for  the 
purpose,  minutes  of  all  resolutions  and  proceedings  of  the  Trustees,  and  of  the 
names  of  the  members  present  at  each  meeting  of  the  Trustees  specifying 
whether  they  were  present  in  person  or  by  proxy.  Such  minutes  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  the  matters  therein  stated  and  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  favor  of 
all  persons  acting  thereon  in  good  faith  of  all  matters  and  things  therein  stated.  ■ 

Section  8.  The  Trustees  shall  not  be  liable  for  errors  of  judgment,  either 
in  holding  property  originally  conveyed  to  them,  or  in  acquiring  and  afterwards 
holding  any  other  shares  of  stock,  bonds,  notes,  securities  or  other  property,  nor 
for  any  loss  arising  out  of  any  investment,  nor  for  failure  to  sue  for  or  to  collect 
the  same,  nor  for  any  act  or  any  omission  to  act  (not  in  disregard  or  violation 
of  any  express  provision  of  this  agreement)  performed  or  omitted  by  them,  in 
the  execution  of  these  trusts  in  good  faith,  and  each  Trustee  shall  be  answerable 
and  aoeountable  only  for  his  own  several  acts,  receipts,  neglects  and  defaults, 
severally  and  respectively,  and  not  for  those  of  any  other  or  of  any  agent  prop- 
erly employed  by  them,  or  of  any  bank,  trust  company,  broker  or  auctioneer, 
or  other  person,  with  whom  or  into  whose  hands  any  trust  moneys  or  securities 
may  be  deposited  or  come.  Neither  shall  any  Trustee  be  liable  or  accountable 
for  any  defect  in  title,  invalidity  or  other  defect,  to,  of  or  in  the  shares  of  stocks, 
bonds,  notes,  obligations  or  other  properties  or  securities  acquired  for  the  trust, 
or  for  any  loss  unless  it  shall  happen  through  his  own  several  wilful  default ; 
and  severally  and  respectively,  the  Trustees  shall  be  entitled  as  above  stated 
in  Section  6  of  Article  One  and  in  the  said  collateral  trust  indenture  securing 
the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  to  prior  indemnity  out  of  the  trust  fund  against  any 
liability  by  them  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  hereof.  No  Trustee  of 
these  presents,  however  appointed,  shall  be  obliged  to  give  any  bond  or  surety 
or  other  security  in  respect  of  the  trust  hereof. 
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Section  9.  Every  note,  bond,  contract,  instrument,  promise,  undertaking, 
and  every  other  act  or  thing  whatsoever,  executed  or  performed  by  the  Trustees 
or  any  of  them,  shall  be  executed  or  performed  by  them  or  him  only  in  the  capac- 
ity as  Trustees  or  Trustee  under  this  indenture.  The  Trustees  are  not  author- 
ized to  impose,  nor  shall  they  at  any  time  by  any  act  or  thing  done  by  them, 
impose  or  seek  to  impose,  any  personal  liability  or  obligation  upon  the  Com- 
mittee or  any  member  thereof,  or  upon  any  holder  of  any  participation  share  or 
of  any  certificate  thereof,  or  of  any  Five  Per  Cent.  Bond  or  of  any  other  security 
issued  by  the  Trustees  under  this  trust  agreement. 

Section  10.  No  recourse  ever  shall  be  had,  under  or  upon  any  note,  bond, 
promise,  contract,  instrument,  undertaking,  obligation,  covenant  or  agreement 
executed  or  performed  by  the  Trustees,  as  Trustees  under  this  indenture,  or  by 
reason  of  the  creation  of  any  indebtedness  by  the  Trustees,  as  Trustees  under 
this  indenture,  for  any  purpose  authorized  by  this  indenture,  against  the  Trus- 
tees individually  or  against  the  holder  of  any  of  the  participation  shares  or  the 
certificates  thereof,  or  any  other  securities  issued  by  the  Trustees  hereunder, 
or  against  any  member  of  the  Committee,  either  directly  or  indirectly  by  legal 
or  equitable  proceeding,  or  by  virtue  of  any  statute  or  otherwise;  it  being 
expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  this  indenture,  and  all  obligations  created 
hereunder  by  said  Trustees,  are  solely  the  obligations  of  the  trust  estate,  and 
that  all  such  obhgations,  UabUities,  covenants  and  agreements  of  said  Trustees, 
as  Trustees  under  this  trust  agreement,  shaU  be  enforced  against,  and  be  satis- 
fled  out  of,  the  trust  fund  only  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall,  under  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  indenture,  be  Uable  therefor ;  all  personal  liability  of  the  Trus- 
tees, and  of  the  holders  of  any  certificates  by  them  issued,  and  of  the  Committee 
and  its  members  and  of  aU  beneficiaries  under  this  agreement,  being  hereby 
expressly  waived.  ' 

SiscTioN  11.  From  time  to  time,  the  Trustees  may  execute,  and  may  file 
with  the  trustee,  under  the  collateral  trust  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per 
Cent.  Bonds  (or  with  the  trustee  imder  any  instrument  securing  any  bonds  is- 
sued to  pay  off  such  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds),  a  writing  appointing  any  person  or 
persons,  or  any  co-partnership  or  corporation,  the  agent  or  agents  of  the  Trus- 
tees, in  the  name,  place  and  stead  of  the  Trustees,  to  sign  any  bond  or  coupon 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  this  trust  agreement,  or  to  sign  any  order  or  au- 
thority to  deliver  any  such  bond  when  certified  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  instrument  whereunder  such  bond  is  issuable,  or  to  sign  any  certificate  of 
any  participation  share  or  shares  authorized  to  be  issued  under  this  trust  agree- 
ment, or  to  sign  and  indorse  any  checks  or  drafts  which  the  Trustees  themselves 
might  sign. 

From  time  to  time,  the  Trustees  may  revoke  any  such  appointment  pre- 
viously made,  and  may  appoint  a  substitute  or  substitutes  with  like  power  and 
authority ;  but  no  such  revocation  shall  operate  to  annul,  or  in  anywise  to  affect, 
any  act  or  proceeding  done  or  taken  by  any  agent  or  agents  previous  to  such 
revocation  of  authority  and  service  of  notice  in  writing  thereof  upon  the  trustee 
under  said  collateral  trust  indenture  or  other  instrument  aforesaid,  or  shall 
operate  to  annul,  or  in  anywise  to  affect,  any  act  or  proceeding  done  or  taken 
pm-suant  to  the  order  of  any  agent  or  agents  theretofore  appointed  as  provided 
in  this  Section,  of  the  revocation  of  whose  authority  notice  in  writing  shall  not 
have  been  given  as  above  stated. 

Until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Trustees,^  any  bond  or  Coupon  or  any  certifi- 
cate of  any  participation  share  may  be  signed  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  by  Sam 
R.  Jenkins,  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  State  of  lUinois,  hereby  appointed  the  agent 
of  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose ;  and,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Trustees, 
without  any  further  act  or  appointment  hereunder,  may  exercise  such  powers 
of  such  agent. 

The  death  of  the  Trustees,  or  any  of  them,  or  of  any  successor  to  them, 
shall  not  operate  to  revoke  any  agency  created  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Section. 

ARTICLE  SIX. 

Section  1.  No  holder  of  any  bond,  participation  share  or  certificate,  or 
any  security  or  obligation  issued  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  indenture,  shall  be  entitled  to  terminate  this  trust,  or  any  trust  organized 
and  maintained  under  this  indenture,  or  to  require  any  distribution  or  disposi- 
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ti9n  of  any  of  the  securities  held  in  trust  hereunder,  other  than  iii  aeeordanoe 
with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  indenture. 

Section  2.  The  death  of  any  Trustee,  or  of  any  holder  of  any  of  said  par- 
ticipation shares  or  certificates,  or  of  any  other  securities  issued  by  the  Trustees, 
or  of  any  member  of  the  Committee,  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  this 
trust,  shall  not  m  any  way  operate  to  terminate  this  trust,  and  shall  not  entitle 
e  ^?f^  representatives  of  such  deceased  Trustee,  or  of  such  deceased  member 
of  said  Committee,  or  of  such  deceased  holder  of  any  of  said  participation  shares 
or  certificates  or  other  securities  to  terminate  this  trust,  or  to  require  any  ac- 
counting or  sale  or  distribution  of  any  of  the  securities  or  property  held  here- 
under. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN. 

Section  1.  James  B.  Forgan,  John  J.  Mitchell,  E.  K.  Boisot,  Harrison  B. 
Riley,  John  A.  Spoor,  Edward  Morris,  Samuel  Insull  and  Ira  M.  Cobe,  hereby 
are  appointed  to  act  as  the  original  members  of  the  Committee  vested  with  the 
powers  and  discretions  in  this  indenture  specified. 

Section  2.  The  Committee,  as  from  time  to  time  constituted,  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  five  (5)  nor  more  than  nine  (9)  members.  It  shall  not  be  nec- 
essary that  any  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  a  holder  of  any  of  the  par- 
ticipation certificates  or  securities  issued  hereunder.  The  certificate  holders 
from  time  to  time  may  increase  or  may  reduce  the  number  of  the  Committee 
within  the  limits  above  mentioned. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  and  at  every  sub- 
sequent annual  meeting,  or  if  not  so  elected  at  an  annual  meeting,  they  may  be 
elected  at  any  special  meeting  which  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  next  following 
annual  meeting  of  the  certificate  holders,  and  shall  continue  in  oflSce  until  the 
next  annual  meeting,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  chosen  and  shall 
have  taken  their  places  upon  the  Committee.  Any  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  eligible  for  reelection. 

Section  4.  Any  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  Committee  may  be 
flUed  by  the  remainin^g  members  of  the  Committee;  but  any  member  so  ap- 
pointed shall  continue  in  office  only  so  long  as  the  member  in  whose  place  he  is 
appointed  would  have  continued  in  office,  and  the  remaining  members  of  the 
Committee  may  act  notwithstanding  any  vacancy  in  their  number. 

Section  5.  Any  member  of  the  Committee  may  resign  by  presenting  his 
resignation  in  writing  at  a  meeti^g  of  the  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  remuneration  of  the  Committee  shall  be  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  certificate  holders  then  entitled  to  vote,  at  any  meeting  thereof, 
and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  divided  among  the  members  of  the  Committee 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  determined  by  agreement  among  the  members  of  the 
Committee,  and  in  the  absence  of  such  agreement  shall  be  divided  among  them 
equally.  Until  the  remuneration  is  so  fixed,  each  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  receive  ten  dollars  for  every  meeting  of  the  Committee  that  he  shall  attend, 
and,  except  as  herein  provided,  no  further  remuneration. 

Section  7.  If  a  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  called  upon  to  travel  or 
to  perform  other  extra  services,  the  Committee  may  determine  his  special  re- 
muneration, and  shaE  provide  for  payment  of  such  remuneration  and  his  ex- 
penses in  respect  of  such  services. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  may  act  by  writing  as  hereinafter  provided  in 
Section  17  of  this  Article,  or  they  may  meet  together  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, and  from  time  to  time  they  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations,  and 
may  alter  or  amend  the  same,  as  they  shall  deem  advisable  for  the  regulation 
and  transaction  of  their  business.  They  may  prescribe  the  times  and  places  of 
regular  meetings  of  the  Committee,  which  may  be  held  without  any  further 
notice  thereof ;  but  except  in  pursuance  of  a  special  resolution  passed  at  a  previ- 
ous meeting  of  the  Committee  or  by  agreement  of  all  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, no  meeting  shall  be  held  at  any  place  other  than  the  City  of  Chicago. 

Section  9.  The  quorum  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be  a  majority  of  the  then  existing  members  of 
the  Committee,  present  personally  or  by  proxy,  of  which  members  at  least  two 
shall  be  present  in  person.  Such  quorum  shall  have  full  jpower  to  exercise  all 
or  any  of  the  powers,  authorities  and  discretions  for  the  time  being  vested  in 
the  Committee. 
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Section  10.  The  Chairman,  or  a  majority  of  the  existing  Committee,  at 
any  time  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  by  giving  one  day's 
notice  of  such  meeting.  In  computing  such  time  Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
shall  be  excluded.  A  notice  thereof  sent  through  the  post  office,  postage  pre- 
paid, in  a  sealed  wrapper,  addressed  to  any  member  of  the  Committee  at  his 
last  known  post-office  address,  and  posted  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  notice  to  such  member,  whether  the  same  shall  be  received 
by  him  or  not.  If  any  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  out  of  the  United. 
States,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  him  any  notice  of  such  meeting.  The 
members  of  the  Committee  may  in  writing  or  by  attendance  waive  the  notice 
required  for  a  special  meeting. 

Section  11.  Any  member  of  the  Committee  from  time  to  time  in  writing 
may  appoint  another  member  as  his  proxy  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee, or  to  perform  any  other  act  or  duty  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
hereunder. 

Section  12.  Questions  arising  at  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  present 
personally  or  by  proxy,  and  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  Chairman  of  the 
meeting  shall  have  an  additional  and  deciding  vote.  Any  resolution  so  adopted 
shall  be  the  resolution  of  the  Committee. 

Section  13.  The  members  of  the  Committee  from  time  to  time  shall  elect 
from  their  number  a  chairman,  and  they  may  elect  also  such  other  officers  as 
the  Committee  shall  deem  advisable,  which  officers  may  or  may  not  be  elected 
from  among  the  Committee.  All  of  such  officers  unless  removed  as  herein 
provided  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  certificate  holders  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  accepted  their  places. 
The  Committee  from  time  to  time  shall  prescribe  the  respective  powers  and 
duties  of  such  officers  and  shall  fix  the  compensation,  if  any,  of  every  officer  and 
agent  whom  they  shall  have  elected  or  appointed. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  at  any  time  may  permit  any  officer  to  resign 
his  office,  or,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Committee,  may  remove  him  from  his  office 
without  assigning  any  reason  therefor,  and  may  elect  another  person  in  his  place, 
and  Ukewise  shall  have  authority  to  elect  temporary  officers  to  serve  during  the 
absence  or  disabiUty  of  regular  officers. 

Section  15.  The  action  of  the  Committee  in  respect  of  any  matter  shall 
be  evidenced  by  a  resolution  passed  by  them  at  a  meeting  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided. 

Section  16.  A  certificate  signed  by  the  chairman  or  the  secretary  of  any 
raeeting  of  the  Committee  at  which  any  resolution  is  passed  certifying  that  the 
signer  was  such  chairman  or  such  secretary  of  such  meeting,  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  in  favor  of  the  Trustees,  and  all  other  persons,  acting  in  good  faith  in 
reUance  thereon,  of  the  contents  of  such  resolution  and  of  all  matters  in  such 
certificate  contained  relating  to  such  meeting  and  the  regularity  thereof,  and  of 
the  passage  of  such  resolution ;  and  no  person  shall  be  obhged  to  make  inquiry 
as  to  any  of  the  said  matters,  or  as  to  the  election  or  appointment  of  any  person 
acting  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  at  such  meeting,  or  be  affected  by  actual 
or  implied  notice  of  any  irregularity  whatsoever  therein. 

Section  17.  A  resolution  in  writing  signed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  Committee,  in  person  or  by  proxy  as  above  authorized,  shall 
be  as  valid  for  all  purposes  as  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  shall  cause  to  be  kept  in  books  provided  for 
the  purpose,  minutes  of  all  resolutions  and  proceedings  of  the  Committee,  and 
of  the  names  of  the  members  present  at  each  meeting  of  the  Committee,  specify- 
ing whether  they  were  present  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  minutes  of  all  reso- 
lutions and  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  certificate  holders.  Such  minutes, 
if  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  chairman  or  secretary  of  such  meeting  or  of 
the  next  succeeding  meeting,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  matters  therein  stated 
and  of  the  regularity  of  the  meeting,  and  that  proper  notice  of  the  meeting  was 
given  if  any  was  requu-ed,  and  a  certificate  signed  by  the  chairman  or  secretary 
of  such  meeting  or  by  persons  certifying  that  they  acted  as  such,  shall  be  con- 
clusive evidence  in  favor  of  the  Trustees  and  all  persons  acting  thereon  in  good 
faith  of  all  matters  and  things  therein  stated. 

Section  19.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  trust  agreement,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  collateral  trust  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds, 
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the  Committee  shaR  manage  and  control  the  trusts  created  hereunder ;  ascer- 
tain and  determine  "the  income  of  the  trust  fund"  as  provided  in  the  collateral 
trust  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds ;  ascertain  and  determine 
"the  net  income  of  the  trust  fund"  as  provided  in  Section  6  of  Article  One  of 
this  trust  a^eement ;  prepare  and  state  an  account  of  the  income  and  expen- 
ditures of  this  trust  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  holders  of  participation  shares 
as  provided  in  Article  Eight  of  this  trust  agreement;  fix  and  determine  the 
amount,  and  direct  the  use,  application  or  investment  of  the  surplus  fund  of  the 
trust  as  provided  in  Section  2  of  Article  Four  of  this  trust  agreement ;  determine 
the  use  and  application  of  income  arising  as  mentioned  in  Section  8  of  Article 
Four  hereof ;  apportion  and  direct  the  payment  on  the  participation  shares  as 
dividends  thereon  of  any  moneys  or  property  applicable  to  such  purpose ;  pay 
and  discharge  any  and  aU  expenses,  obligations  and  liabilities  incurred  by  or  in 
behalf  of  the  Trustees  or  the  Committee  in  the  administration  of  this  trust ;  and 
consider  and  pass  upon  all  questions  and  propositions  where  the  consent,  au- 
thority or  approval  of  the  Committee  is  required;  and  generally  they  shall 
possess  and  may  exercise  all  such  other  powers  as  reasonably  shall  be  required 
for  the  proper  administration  of  the  trusts  created  by  this  indenture ;  but  the 
Committee  shall  not  have  power,  in  disregard  to  any  express  provision  of  this 
trust  agreement,  to  incur  liabilities  or  to  create  or  to  issue  obligations. 

Section  20.  Any  of  the  Committee  may  purchase,  acquire  and  own  any 
of  the  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds  or  any  of  the  participation  shares,  free  from  account- 
ability with  respect  thereto,  and  may  deal  therein  in  all  respects  the  same  as 
any  other  person  with  any  holder  of  Five  Per  Cent.  Bonds,  or  with  any  holders 
of  any  participation  certificate,  or  with  any  Trustee  or  with  any  other  member 
of  the  Committee  or  any  other  person. 

Section  21.  The  Committee  shall  not  be  liable  for  errors  of  judgment  in 
exercising  any  of  their  powers  or  discretions  under  this  trust  agreement,  nor  for 
any  loss  arising  out  of  any  investment,  nor  for  failure  to  sue  for  or  to  collect  any 
moneys  or  property  belonging  to  the  trust,  nor  for  any  act  or  any  omission  to 
act,  performed  or  omitted  by  them,  in  the  execution  of  their  powers  or  discre- 
tions in  good  faith,  and  each  shall  be  answerable  and  accountable  only  for  his 
own  several  acts,  receipts,  neglects  and  defaults,  severally  and  respectively, 
and  not  for  those  of  any  other  or  any  agent  properly  employed  by  them,  or  of 
any  bank,  trust  company,  broker  or  auctioneer,  or  other  person,  with  whom  or 
into  whose  hands  any  trust  moneys  or  securities  may  be  deposited  or  come ;  nor 
shall  any  member  of  the  Committee  be  liable  or  accountable  for  any  defect  in 
title,  invalidity  or  other  defect  to,  of,  or  in  the  shares,  bonds,  notes,  obligations 
or  other  properties  or  seciuities  acquired  for  the  trust,  nor  for  any  loss  unless 
it  shall  happen  through  his  own  several  wilful  default ;  and,  severally  and  re- 
spectively, the  Committee  shall  be  entitled  as  stated  above  in  Section  6  of  Ar- 
ticle One,  and  in  the  said  collateral  trust  indenture  securing  the  Five  Per  Cent. 
Bonds,  to  reimbursement  for  their  reasonable  expenses  and  disbursements,  and 
to  prior  indemnity  out  of  the  trust  fund  against  any  Habihty  by  them  incurred 
in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  hereof.  No  member  of  the  Committee,  however 
appointed,  shall  be  obliged  to  give  any  bond  or  surety  or  other  security  here- 
imder. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT. 

Section  1.  An  annual  meeting  of  the  certificate  holders  shall  be  held  at 
twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  the  Tuesday  following  the  first  Monday  in  February 
(or  if  such  day  be  a  legal  holiday  then  on  the  next  following  Tuesday,  not  a  holi- 
day), in  each  year,  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustees  in  the  City  of  Chicago. 

At  each  such  annual  meeting,  the  Trustees  shall  lay  before  the  certificate 
hdders  an  account,  as  prepared  and  stated  by  .the  Committee,  of  the  income  and 
expenditures  of  their  trust  for  the  financial  year  last  preceding  such  meeting, 
and  also  may  submit  to  the  certificate  holders  a  report  upon  any  other  matter. 
The  Committee  also  may  submit  to  the  certificate  holders  any  question,  reso- 
lution or  proposition,  upon  which  the  Committee  shall  desire  the  action  of  the 
certificate  holders. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  meeting,  the  certificate  holders  shall  elect  the 
persons  who  shall  act  as  the  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  take  such 
action  as  they  may  consider  appropriate  in  reference  to  any  and  all  other  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting. 
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Section  3.  The  Committee  whenever  they  deem  it  advisable  may,  and 
upon  the  written  request  of  the  holders  of  certificates  representing  not  less  than 
twenty-five  per  cent.  (25%)  of  aU  of  the  participation  shares  at  the  time  out- 
standing and  then  entitled  to  vote  shall,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  certificate 
holders  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Chicago.  Every  such  request  of  certificate 
holders  shall  express  the  piu"pose  of  the  meeting  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Committee,  or  to  one  of  its  members.  In  ease  for  a  period  exceeding  seven  (7) 
days  after  such  request  shall  have  been  so  delivered,  the  Committee  refuse  or 
neglect  to  call  such  special  meeting  to  be  held  within  twenty-one  (21)  days  after 
the  delivery  of  such  request,  such  special  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  certificate 
holders  signing  such  request  or  by  any  three  (3)  of  them. 

Section  4.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  shaU  be  entitled  to  preside  at 
every  meeting  of  the  certificate  holders ;  but  if  he  is  not  present  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  meeting)  or,  being  present,  shall  not  be  willing  to  preside,  the  cer- 
tificate holders  present  shall  choose  any  certificate  holder  to  preside  as  chairman 
of  such  meeting. 

Section  5.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  certificate  holders  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  other  than  such  as  shall  have  been  specified  in  the  notice  of  the 
meeting. 

Section  6.  Written  or  printed  notices  of  the  annual  meeting  and  of  special 
meetings,  specifying  the  time  and  place  thereof,  and  in  the  case  of  a  special 
meeting  the  purposes  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  of  the  Committee, 
or  by  some  other  person  designated  by  the  Committee,  to  each  of  the  certificate 
holders,  seven  (7)  days  at  least  before  such  meeting.  In  event  of  the  Committee 
refusing  or  failing  to  give  notice  of  any  special  meeting  requested  to  be  called 
by  the  certificate  holders  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  then  the  written 
or  printed  notice  of  such  meeting  may  be  sent  out  by  the  persons  calling  the  same 
as  provided  by  Section  3,  of  this  Article  Eight.  The  certificate  holders  may 
waive  in  writing  the  notice  required  for  any  meeting. 

Nevertheless,  a  failure  to  give  notice,  or  any  irregularity  in  any  notice  of  the 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  Article,  or  in  the  mail- 
ing thereof,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  such  annual  meeting,  or  any 
regular  adjournment  thereof,  or  of  any  proceedings  thereat. 

Every  notice  to  the  certificate  holders  required'  or  provided  for  in  these  pres- 
ents may  be  given  to  them  personally,  or  by  sending  it  to  them  through  the 
post  ofilce,  postage  prepaid,  in  a  sealed  wrapper  addressed  to  each  of  them  re- 
spectively at  his  address  specified  in  the  transfer  books,  and  posted  in  the  City 
of  Chicago  or  in  the  City  of  New  York ;  and  in  the  case  of  such  maiUng  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  given  at  the  time  when  it  is  so  posted.  In  respect  of  any 
share  held  jointly  by  several  persons,  noticg  so  given  to  whichever  of  them  is 
first  named  in  the  transfer  books,  shall  be  sufftcient  notice  to  aH  of  them.  Any 
notice  so  sent  to  the  registered  address  of  any  certificate  holder  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  duly  sent  in  respect  of  eveiy  share  represented  by  such  certificate 
whether  held  by  him  solely,  or  jointly  with  others,  notwithstanding  he  be  then 
deceased,  and  whether  the  Trustees  or  the  Committee  or  any  person  sending 
such  notice  have  knowledge  or  not  of  his  death,  until  some  other  person  or  per- 
sons shall  be  registered  as  holders.  The  certificate  of  the  person  or  persons  giv- 
ing such  notice  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  thereof,  and  shall  protect  aU  persons 
acting  in  good  faith  in  reliance  on  such  certificate. 

Section  7.  The  holders  of  certificates  representing  not  less  than  one-fourth 
of  all  of  the  shares  of  the  class  of  participation  certificates,  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  meeting,  whether  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for   the   transaction   of   business. 

Section  8.  At  all  meetings  of  certificate  holders,  except  as  next  hereinafter 
provided,  every  such  holder,  in  person  or  by  proxy  appointed  in  writing,  shall 
be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  participation  share  registered  in  his  name 
upon  any  question  upon  which  such  share  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 

For  the  purpose  specified  in  Section  15  of  Article  Four,  or  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses specified  in  Section  14  of  this  Article  Eight,  a  vote  may  be  cast  for  every 
such  preferred  participation  share  and  for  every  such  common  participation 
share ;  but  upon  all  other  questions  the  voting  right  in  respect  of  the  preferred 
participation  shares  and  of  the  common  participation  shares  shall  be  mutually 
exclusive,  that  is  to  say : 

So  long  as  every  semi-annual  installment  of  the  cumulative  dividends  of 
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$4.50  per  annum,  herein  provided  for,  sliall  have  been  paid  upon  every  preferred 
participation  share  within  ninety  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  any  such  payment, 
the  holders  of  common  participation  shares  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in  re- 
spect thereof,  and  such  right  shall  be  exclusive,  and  the  holders  of  preferred  par- 
ticipation shares  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote  in  respect  thereof. 

In  case  of  any  failure  to  pay  any  such  semi-annual  installment  of  cumulative 
dividends  upon  the  preferred  participation  shares  within  the  period  of  ninety 
days  after  the  same  shall  be  payable,  then,  during  such  default  and  the  further 
continuance  thereof  the  holders  of  the  preferred  participation  shares  shall  have 
the  right  to  vote  in  respect  thereof  and  such  right  shall  be  exclusive  and  during 
such  continuing  default  the  holders  of  the  common  participation  shares  shall 
not  have  the  right  to  vote  in  respect  of  any  such  common  participation  shares. 

As  soon  and  as  often  as  the  payment  of  any  such  installment  so  in  default  shall 
have  been  made,  and  untU  the  recurrence  of  such  a  continuing  default,  such  right 
of  the  holders  of  the  preferred  participation  shares  to  vote  in  respect  thereof 
shall  cease,  and  the  exclusive  right  of  the  holders  of  the  common  participation 
shares  to  vote  in  respect  thereof,  shall  revive,  subject  to  the  subsequent  loss 
thereof  as  above,  provided  upon  the  happening  and  during  the  continuance  of 
any  such  subsequent  default. 

Nothing  in  this  section  contained  either  shall  extend  or  shall  limit  the  voting 
right  of  the  common  participation  shares  for  the  purpose  specified  in  Section 
15  of  this  Article  Eight. 

Section  9.  When  any  certificate  shall  be  held  jointly  by  several  persons,

I.  The  stock,  property,  and  affairs  of  this  corporation  shall  be  under  the 
care  and  management  of  five  directors.

Vacancies 
may  be  filled  by  the  Board. 

Section  2.    No  salaries  shall  be  paid  to  any  of  the  above  mentioned  oflBcers. 

Section  3.  Any  director  or  officer  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders. 

ABTICLE  IV. 

SEAL. 

Section  1.    The  seal  of  the  corporation  shall  be  impressed,  as  follows: 


ARTICLE  V. 
DISPENSING  WITH  NOTICE. 

Section  1.  Whenever  under  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  foregoing  by- 
laws, the  Company  or  the  Board  of  Directors  is  authorized  to  take  any  action 
after  notice,  or  after  the  lapse  of  a  prescribed  period  of  time,  such  action  may 
be  taken  without  notice  and  without  the  lapse  of  any  period  of  time,  if  such 
action  be  authorized  or  approved,  and  such  requirements  be  waived  in  writing, 
by  every  stockholder  entitled  to  such  notice,  or  by  his  attorney  thereunto  au- 
thorized, or  by  every  director  entitled  to  such  notice,  as  the  case  may  be. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  Stockholders'  meeting 
by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  owning  a  majority  of  the  stock,  represented  either 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  provided  due  notice  thereof  has  been  given.

Forfeiture  of  Shares. 
(See  ch.  VIII,  supra.) 

If  any  instalment  or  caJl  on  a  share  shall  remain  unpaid  for  twenty-one 
days  after  the  day  appointed  for  payment  thereof,  the  board  may,  after  twenty- 
one  days'  notice  to  the  member,  in  writing  requiring  him  to  pay  such  call  or 
instalment  and  interest,  declare  such  share  forfeited  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
pany if  the  requisition  of  any  such  notice  is  not  compUed  with. 

When  any  person  entitled  to  claim  a  share  of  stock,  and  not  having  qualified 
himself  according  to  these  presents  to  be  registered  as  the  holder  thereof,  fails 

'  The  followiog  by-laws  on  six  subjects  are  taken  from  an  English  authority. 
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for  six  months  after  being  thereunto  required  by  notice  from  the  board  so  to 
qualify  himself,  the  board  forthwith,  after  the  expiration  of  that  period,  may 
declare  every  such  share  forfeited  for  the  benefit  of  the  company. 

Any  share  forfeited  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  property  of  the  company, 
and  the  board  may  sell,  re-aUot,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  in  any  manner 
as  they  think  fit ;  but  they  may^  at  their  absolute  discretion,  at  any  time  before 
any  share  forfeited  shall  have  been  sold,  re-allotted,  or  otherwise  disposed  of, 
annul  the  forfeiture  thereof  upon  such  conditions  as  they  think  fit. 

The  board  may,  by  agreement  with  any  member,  accept  a  surrender  of 
shares  of  stock,  or  cancel  an  allotment  of  any  shares  held  by  him,  or  they  may 
cancel  the  Uability  of  any  member  in  respect  pf  any  shares  for  which  he  may 
have  subscribed,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  pecimiary  or  other,  as  the 
board  think  fit. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  provision  of  these  presents  relating  to  forfeiture  of 
shares,  any  sum  payable  upon  allotment  in  respect  of  a  share  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  call  payable  upon  such  share  on  the  day  of  allotment. 

Whenever  the  moneys,  in  respect  of  which  the  company  had  a  lien  or  charge 
on  any  registered  shares  of  stock  under  any  article  herein,  are  not  paid  withm 
twenty-one  days  after  notice,  in  writing,  shaU  have  been  given  to  the  indebted 
member,  or  his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  requiring  him  or  them 
to  pay  tiie  amount  for  the  time  being  due  from  him  to  the  company,  the  board 
may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  while  such  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
remain  unpaid,'forfeit  the  said  shares  of  stock  with  all  moneys  paid  thereon  for 
the  benefit  of  the  company. 

The  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  any  share  of  stock  shall  involve  the  extinction, 
at  the  time  of  the  surrender  or  forfeiture,  of  all  interest,  claims,  and  demands 
of  the  person  so  surrendering,  and  of  the  defaulter  on  and  against  the  company 
in  respect  of  such  share  of  stock,  and  of  all  rights  incident  to  the  share. 

The  forfeiture  of  any  share  shall  be  subject  and  without  prejudice  to  all 
claims  and  demands  of  the  company  for  calls  in  arrear  thereon,  if  any,  and 
interest  on  the  arrears,  and  in  the  case  of  any  shares  of  stock,  shall  be  subject 
and  without  prejudice  to  all  other  claims  and  demands  of  the  company  against 
the  holder  of  the  share  of  stock  or  of  such  right  as  aforesaid  when  it  was  for- 
feited, and  to  the  right  of  the  company  to  sue  in  respect  thereof. 

The  forfeiture  of  a  share  of  stock,  except  in  the  case  of  a  share  for  non- 
payment of  an  instalment  thereon,  shall  not  prejudice  the  right  to  any  dividend, 
or  bonus  already  declared  thereon.  In  case  of  such  non-payment,  the  forfeiture

A  certificate  in  writing  under  the  seal,  and  under  the  hand  of  one  director, 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  that  any  share  of  stock  has  been  duly 
surrendered  or  forfeited  in  pursuance  of  these  presents,  and  stating  the  time 
when  it  was  surrendered  or  forfeited,  shall,  in  favor  of  every  person  afterwards 
claiming  to  be  a  holder  of  the  share  of  stock  aforesaid,  be  conclusive  evidence 
of  the  facts  so  certified ;  an  entry  of  the  issue  of  every  such  certificate  shall  be 
made  in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board. 


Board  and  Committees. 
(See  §§  712-714,  supra.) 

Board  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  offices  of  the  company,  but  under  special 
circumstances  they  may  be  held  when  and  where  the  directors  shall  think  fit. 
The  directors  may  elect  a  chairman  of  theu-  board,  and  determine  the  period 
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for  which  he  is  to  hold  office.  The  chairman  for  the  lime  being  shall  preside 
at  aU  meetings  of  the  board,  but  if  there  be  no  such  chairman,  or  if  at  any  meet- 
ing the  chairman  be  not  present  within  fifteen  minutes  of  the  time  appointed  for 
holding  the  same,  the  directors  present  shall  choose  some  one  of  their  number 
to  act  as  chairman  of  such  meeting,  and  the  director  so  chosen  shall  preside  at 
such  meeting  accordingly. 

A  board  meeting  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  any  director,  on  his  giving 
three  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  other  directors  and  declaring  the  nature  of 
the  business  to  be  transacted. 

The  procedure  of  the  board  shall  be  regulated  by  their  own  rules  or  standing 
orders,  but  in  other  respects  as  the  directors  present  think  fit  or  determine. 

Every  question  at  a  board  meeting  shaU  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  directors  present,  every  director  having  one  vote,  but  in  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes,  the  acting  chairman  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

The  board  may  appoint  and  remove  committees  consisting  of  one  or  more 
of  their  own  number  for  any  piu^joses  of  the  company  as  they  may  think  fit, 
and  may  determine  and  regulate  the  quorum,  duties,  and  procedure  of  any  such 
committees. 

Every  committee  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  report  them  from 
time  to  time  to  the  board. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  every  board  and  of  the  attendance  of  the  direc- 
tors thereat  respectively  shdl  thereat,  or  with  all  convenient  speed  thereafter, 
be  recorded  by  the  secretary  in  a  book  or  books  kept  for  that  piupose,  and  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  to  which  they  refer  or  of  that  at  which 
they  are  read. 

Every  such  minute  when  so  recorded  and  signed  shall,  in  the  absence  of 
proof  or  error  therein,  be  considered  a  correct  record  and  an  original  proceeding. 

Managing  Director. 

(See  §  719,  supra.) 

The  board  may  (if  they  think  fit)  appoint  one  or  more  of  the  directors  for 
the  time  being,  or  any  other  member  of  the  company  bemg  duly  qualified,  to 
be  a  managing  director  of  the  company,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve 
months,  and  may  from  time  to  time  remove  or  dismiss  any  managing  director 
from  his  office,  and  appoint  another  in  his  place,  and  may  fix  his  salary  or  re- 
muneration as  such  managing  director. 

A  managing  director  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  to  resigna- 
tion and  removal  as  the  other  directors  of  the  company ;  and  if  he  cease  to  hold 
the  office  of  director  from  any  cause,  he  shall  ipso  facto  and  immediately  cease 
to  be  a  managing  director. 

The  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  entrust  to  and  confer  upon  a  managmg 
director  for  the  time  being,  such  of  the  powers  exerciseable  by  the  board  as 
herein  inentioned,  as  they  may  think  fit,  and  may  confer  such  powers  for  such 
tune  and  to  be  exercised  for  such  objects  and  purposes,  and  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions,  and  with  such  restrictions,  as  they  may  think  fit ;  and  they  may 
confer  such  powers,  either  collaterally  with,  or  in  substitution  for,  all  or  any  of 
the  powers  of  the  board,  in  that  behalf,  and  may  from  time  to  time  revoke, 
withdraw,  alter,  or  vary  all  or  any  of  such  powers. 

Reserve  and  Sinking  Funds. 
(See  §  807,  supra.) 

The  board  may  from  time  to  time  reserve  or  set  apart,  out  of  the  moneys 
of  the  company,  such  sums  as,  in  their  judgment,  are  necessary  or  expedient, 
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to  be,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board,  applied  in  equalizing  dividends,  or  for  pro- 
viding against  losses,  or  for  new  works,  erections,  plant,  machinery,  and  other 
property,  subject  to  depreciation  or  wear  and  tear,  or  to  meet  claims  on  or  liabil- 
ities of  the  company,  or  to  be  used  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  pay  off  the  debentures, 
mortgages,  bonds,  or  inciunbrances  of  the  company,  or  any  other  purposes  of 
the  company. 

Indemnity. 

(See  §§  682,  724,  supra.) 

The  directors  and  auditors,  secretary  and  other  officers  for  the  time  being 
of  the  company,  and  the  trustees  (if  any),  for  the  time  being  acting  in  relation 
to  any  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  and  every  of  them,  and  every  of  their  heirs, 
executors  and  administrators,  shall  be  indemnified  and  secured  harmless  out 
of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  company  from  and  against  all  actions,  costs, 
charges,  losses,  damages  and  expenses  which  they  or  any  of  them,  their  or  any 
of  their  heirs,  executors  or  administrators,  shall  or  may  incur  or  sustain  by  or 
by  reason  of  any  act  done,  concurred  in  or  omitted  in  or  about  the  execution  of 
their  duty  or  supposed  duty  in  their  respective  offices  or  trusts,  except  such  (if 
any)  as  they  shall  incur  or  sustain  by  or  through  their  own  wilful  neglect  or 
default  respectively,  and  none  of  them  shall  be  answerable  for  the  acts  or 
defaults  of  the  other  or  others  of  them,  or  for  joining  ia  receipts  for  the  sake  of 
conformity,  or  for  any  bankers  or  other  persons  with  whom  any  moneys  or 
effects  belonging  to  the  company  shall  or  may  be  lodged  or  deposited  for  safe 
custody,  or  for  insufficiency  or  deficiency  of  any  security  upon  which  any  moneys 
of  or  belonging  to  the  company  shall  be  placed  out  or  invested,  or  for  any  other 
loss,  misfortune  or  damages  which  may  happen  in  the  execution  of  their  respec- 
tive offices  or  trusts,  or  in  relation  thereto,  except  the  same  shall  happen  by 
or  through  their  own  wilful  neglect  or  default  respectively. 

Investment  of  Moneys.

All  moneys  carried  to  the  reserve  and  sinking  funds,  and  all  other  moneys 
of  the  company  not  immediately  applicable  for  any  payment  to  be  made  by  the 
company,  may  be  invested  by  the  board  in  such  government  or  state,  real  or 
other,  securities  or  investments  (other  than  in  the  purchase  of  shares  of  the  com- 
pany) as  the  board  from  time  to  time  think  proper.

By-laws. 

(United  States  Steel  Corporation.) 

ARTICLE  I. 

STOCKHOLDEES. 

Section  1.  Annual  Meeting.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
the  Company  shall  be  held  annually  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Company  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  on  the  third  Monday  in  April, 
in  each  year,  if  not  a  legal  holiday,  and  if  a  legal  holiday,  then  on  the  next  suc- 
ceeding Monday  not  a  legal  holiday,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors,  and 
for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be  brought  before  the  meeting ; 
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and  the  terms  of  office  of  the  directors  of  the  several  classes  shall  continue  until 
the  election  of  their  successors  at  such  meeting  as  provided  in  Article  II 
hereof. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  cause  notice  of  each  annual  meeting 
to  be  published  once  in  each  of  the  four  calendar  weeks  next  preceding  the  meet- 
ing in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  of  the  following  places :  Jersey  City,  N.  J., 
NewYork,  N.  Y.,  Chicago,  111.,  and  Pittsburg,  Pa.  Nevertheless,  a  failure  to 
publish  such  notice,  or  any  irregularity  in  such  notice,  or  in  the  pubhcation  thereof, 
shaU  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  annual  meeting,  or  of  any  proceedings  at  any 
such  meeting. 

Section  2.  Special  Meetings.  Special  itte^tings  of  the  stockholders  may 
be  held  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Company  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  when- 
ever called  in  writing,  or  by  vote,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Notice  of  each  special  meeting,  indicating  briefly  the  object  or  objects  thereof, 
shaU  by  the  secretary  be  published  once  in  each  of  the  four  calender  weeks  next 
preceding  the  meeting,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  of  the  following  places : 
Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  Chicago,  lU.,  and  Pittsburg,  Pa.  Never- 
theless, if  aU  the  stockholders  shall  waive  notice  of  a  special  meeting,  no  notice 
of  such  meeting  shaU  be  required ;  and  whenever  all  the  stockholders  shall  meet 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  valid  for  all  purposes  without  call 
or  notice,  and  at  such  meeting  any  corporate  action  may  be  taken. 

Section  3.  Quorum.  At  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  the  holders  of 
one-third  of  all  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company,  present  in 
person  or  represented  by  proxy,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  stockholders 
for  all  purposes,  unless  the  representation  of  a  larger  number  shall  be  required 
'  by  law,  and,  in  that  case,  the  representation  of  the  number  so  required  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

If  the  holders  of  the  amount  of  stock  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  shall 
fail  to  attend  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  these  by-laws 
for  an  annual  meeting,  or  fixed  by  notice  as  above  provided  for  a  special  meeting 
called  by  the  directors,  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  present  in 
person  or  by  proxy  may  adjourn,  from  time  to  time,  without  notice  other  than 
by  announcement  at  the  meeting,  until  holders  of  the  amount  of  stock  requisite 
to  constitute  a  quorum  shall  attend.  At  any  such  adjourned  meeting  at  which 
a  quorum  shall  be  present,  any  business  may  be  transacted  which  might  have 
been  transacted  at  the  meeting  as  originally  notified. 

Section  4.  Organization.  The  chairman  of  the  board,  and  in  his  absence, 
the  chairman  of  the  finance  committee,  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  the  president, 
shall  call  meetings  of  the  stockholders  to  order,  and  shall  act  as  chairman  of  such 
meetings.  The  Board  of  Directors  or  finance  committee  may  appoint  any 
stockholder  to  act  as  chairman  of  any  meeting  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  chairman  of  the  finance  committee  and  of  the  president. 

The  secretary  of  the  Company  shall  act  as  secretary  at  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders ;  but  in  the  absence  of  the  secretary  at  any  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders the  presiding  officer  may  appoint  any  person  to  act  as  secretary  of  the 
meeting. 

Section  5.  Voting.  At  each  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  every  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  person,  or  by  proxy  appointed  by  instrument  in 
writing,  subscribed  by  such  stockholder  or  by  his  duly  authorized  attorney,  and 
deUvered  to  the  inspectors  at  the  meeting;  and  he  shall  have  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  standing  registered  in  his  name  at  the  time  of  the  closing  of  the 
transfer  books  for  said  meeting.  The  votes  for  directors,  and,  upon  demand 
of  any  stockholder,  the  votes  upon  any  question  before  the  meeting,  shall  be 
by  ballot. 

At  each  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  full,  true  and  complete  list,  in  alpha- 
betical order  of  all  of  the  stockholders  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting,  and 
indicating  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  certified  by  the  secretary  or  by  the 
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treasurer,  shall  be  furnished.  Only  the  persons  in  whose  names  shares  of  stock 
stand  on  the  books  of  the  Company  at  the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  transfer 
books  for  such  meeting,  as  evidenced  by  the  list  of  stockholders  so  furnished, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  on  the  shares  so  standing  in  their 
names. 

Prior  to  any  meeting,  but  subsequent  to  the  time  of  closing  the  transfer  books 
for  such  meeting,  any  proxy  may  submit  his  powers  of  attorney  to  the  secretary, 
or  to  the  treasurer,  for  examination.  The  certificate  of  the  secretary,  or  of  the 
treasurer,  as  to  the  regularity  of  such  powers  of  attorney,  and  as  to  the  number 
of  shares  held  by  the  persons  who  severally  and  respectively  executed  such 
powers  of  attorney,  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  mmiber  of 
shares  represented  by  the  holder  of  such  powers  of  attorney  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  the  presence  of  a  quorum  at  such  meeting  and  of  organizing  the  same, 
and  for  all  other  purposes. 

Section  6.  Inspectors.  At  each  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  the  poUs 
shall  be  opened  and  closed,  the  proxies  and  baJlots  shall  be  received  and  be 
taken  in  charge,  and  aU  questions  touching  the  qualification  of  voters  and  the 
validity  of  proxies  and  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  votes,  shall  be  decided 
by  three  inspectors.  Such  inspectors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors before  or  at  the  meeting,  or,  if  no  such  appointment  shaU  have  been  made, 
then  by  the  presiding  oflScer  at  the  meeting.  If  for  any  reason  any  of  the  in- 
spectors previously  appointed  shall  faU  to  attend  or  refuse  or  be  imable  to  serve, 
inspectors  in  place  of  ajiy  so  failing  to  attend  or  refusing  or  unable  to  attend, 
shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner. 

ARTICLE  II. 
BOAHD   OP  DIRECTOES. 

Section  1.  Number,  Classification  and  Term  of  Office.  The  business  and 
the  property  of  the  Company  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

As  provided  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  the  directors  shall  be  classified 
in  respect  of  the  time  for  which  they  shaU  severally  hold  office,  by  dividing  them 
into  three  classes,  each  class  consisting  of  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  The  directors  of  the  first  class  shall  be  elected  for  a  term 
of  one  year ;  the  directors  of  the  second  class  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  the  directors  of  the  third  class  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
At  each  annual  election,  the  successors  to  the  directors  of  the  class  whose  term 
shall  expire  in  that  year,  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  the  terra  of  three  years, 
so  that  the  term  of  office  of  one  class  of  directors  shall  expire  in  each  year. 

The  number  of  directors  shall  be  twenty-four ;  but  the  nimiber  of  directors 
may  be  altered  from  time  to  time  by  the  alteration  of  these  by-laws. 

In  case  of  any  increase  of  the  mmiber  of  directors,  the  ad(Utioiial  directors 
shall  be  elected  by  the  directors  then  in  office;  one-thu-d  of  such  additional 
directors  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  one  year ;  one-third  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one-third  for  the  unexpired 
portion  of  the  term  of  three  years,  so  that  each  class  of  directors  shall  be  in- 
creased equally. 

Every  du-ector  shall  be  a  holder  of  at  least  one  share  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Company.  Each  director  shall  serve  for  the  term  foi;  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  chosen. 

At  all  elections  of  the  directors,  the  polls  shall  remain  open  for  at  least  one 
hour,  unless  every  registered  owner  of  shares  has  sooner  voted  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  or  in  writing  has  waived  the  statutory  provision. 

Section  2.  Vacancies.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  directors  of  any  class 
through  death,  resignation,  disqualification  or  other  cause,  the  remaining 
directors,  by  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  thereof,  may  elect  a  successor  to 
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hold  office  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  the  director  whose  place  shall 
be  vacant,  and  until  the  election  of  his  successor. 

Such  vacancy  shaU  be  filled  upon  and  after  nominations  therefor  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  3.  Place  of  Meeting,  etc.  The  directors  may  hold  their  meetings, 
and  may  have  an  office  and  keep  the  books  of  the  Company  (except  as  otherwise 
may  be  provided  for  by  law)  in  such  place  or  places  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
or  outside  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  as  the  Board  from  time  to  time  may 
determme. 

Section  4.  Regular  Meetings.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  monthly  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month,  if  not  a  legal  holiday, 
and  if  a  legal  holiday,  then  on  the  next  succeeding  Tuesday  not  a  legal  hoUday. 
No  notice  shall  be  required  for  any  such  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  5.  Special  Meetings.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  whenever  called  by  direction  of  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  or  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  the  president,  or  of  one-third  of  the 
directors  for  the  time  bang  in  office. 

The  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  each  special  meeting  by  mailing  the  same 
at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting,  or  by  telegraphing  the  same  at  least  one 
day  before  the  meeting,  to  each  director ;  but  such  notice  may  be  waived  by  any 
director.  Unless  otherwise  indicated  in  the  notice  thereof,  any  and  all  business 
may  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting.  At  any  meeting  at  which  every 
director  shaJl  be  present,  even  though  without  any  notice,  any  business  may 
be  transacted. 

Section  6.  Quorum.  Ten  Directors  shaU  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business ;  but  if  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  there  be  less  than 
a  quorum  present,  a  majority  of  those  present  may  adjourn  the  meeting  from 
time  to  time. 

_  The  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  one-third  of  aU  the  Directors  for  the  time 
being  in  office  shall  be  necessary  for  the  passage  of  any  resolution. 

Section  7.  Order  of  Business.  At  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  in  such  order  as,  from  time  to  time,  the  Board  may 
determine  by  resolution. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  or  in 
his  absence  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or,  in  the  absence  of  both 
of  these  officers,  the  president  shall  preside. 

Section  8.  Contracts.  Inasmuch  as  the  Directors  of  this  Company  are 
men  of  large  and  diversified  business  interests,  and  are  likely  to  be  connected 
with  other  corporations  with  which  from  time  to  time  this  Company  must 
have  business  dealiugs,  no  contract  or  other  transaction  between  this  Company 
and  any  other  corporation  shall  be  affected  by  the  fact  that  directors  of  this 
Company  are  interested  in,  or  are  directors  or  officers  of,  such  other  corporation, 
if,  at  the  meeting  of  the  board,  or  of  the  committee  of  this  Company,  making, 
authorizing  or  confirming  such  contract  or  transaction,  there  shall  be  present 
■  a  quorum  of  directors  not  so  interested ;  and  any  director  individually  may  be 
a  party  to,  or  may  be  interested  in,  any  contract  or  transaction  of  this  Company, 
provided  that  such  contract  or  transaction  shall  be  approved  or  be  ratified  by 
the  afiirmative  vote  of  at  least  ten  directors  not  so  interested. 

The  Board  of  Directors  in  its  discretion  may  submit  any  contract  or  act  for 
approval  or  ratification  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  or  at  any 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  any  such  act 
OT  contract ;  and  any  contract  or  act  that  shall  be  approved  or  be  ratified  by 
the  vote  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company  which 
is  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  such  meeting  (provided  that  a  lawful 
quorum  of  stockholders  be  there  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy)  shall  be  as 
valid  and  as  binding  upon  the  corporation  and  upon  all  the  stockholders  as  though 
it  had  been  approved  or  ratified  by  every  stockholder  of  the  corporation. 
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Section  9.  Compensation  of  Directors.  For  his  attendance  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  of  any  committee,  every  director  shall  receive 
an  allowance  of  fifty  dollars  for  attendance  at  each  meeting. 

Section  10.  Election  of  Officers  and  Committees.  At  the  &st  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  each  year  (at  which  a  quorum  shall  be  present) 
held  next  after  the  annual  meeting,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  proceed  to  the 
election  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  Company,  and  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  under  the  provisions  of  Article 
III  and  Article  IV  of  the  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  III. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  from  the  Directors  a  Finance 
Committee,  and  shall  designate  for  such  committee  a  chairman,  who  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  chairman  of  the  committee  during  the  pleasure,  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  Finance  Committee  by 
election  from  the  directors ;  and  at  all  times  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board 
ofiiDirectors  to  keep  the  membership  of  such  committee  fuU,  with  due  regard  to 
the  qualifications  for  such  membership  indicated  in  this  Article  of  the  By-Laws. 

All  action  by  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  its  meeting  next  succeeding  such  action,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
revision  or  alteration  by  the  Board  of  Directors ;  provided,  that  no  rights  or  acts 
of  third  parties  shall  be  affected  by  any  such  revision  or  alteration. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  fix  its  own  rules  of  proceeding,  and  shall  meet 
where  and  as  provided  by  such  rules,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
but  in  every  case  the  presence  of  at  least  fom*  members  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  quorum. 

In  every  case  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  aU  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  present  at  the  meeting  shall  be  necessary  to  its  adoption  of  any 
resolution. 

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  members,  besides 
the  chairman  of  the  Board,  who,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  diall  be  a  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee.  So  far  as  practicable  each  of  the  eight  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be  a  person  of  experience  in  matters  of 
finance.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  each  elected 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  thereof  until 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  as  a  director. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  special  charge  and  control  of  all  financial 
affairs  of  the  Company.  The  president,  the  vice  presidents,  the  general  counsel, 
the  treasurer,  the  comptroller  and  the  secretary,  and  their  respective  offices 
shall  be  under  the  direct  control  and  supervision  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  of  its  chairman  when  the  Committee  is  not  in  session. 

During  the  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the 
Finance  Committee  shall  possess,  and  may  exercise,  all  the  powers  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  in  the  management  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Company,  including 
its  purchases  of  property,  and  the  execution  of  legal  instruments  with  or  with- 
out the  corporate  seal  in  such  manner  as  said  committee  shall  deem  to  be  best 
for  the  interests  of  the  Company  in  all  cases  in  which  specific  directions  shaJl 
not  have  been  given  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

During  the  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
subject  to  its  review,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Comniittee  together,  shall  possess,  and  may  exercise  any  of  the  powers  of  the 
committee,  except  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  otherwise  provided  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the  By-Laws,  or  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
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of  Directors,  all  salaries  and  compensations  paid  or  payable  by  the  Company 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

No  director  not  an  executive  officer  shall  become  a  salaried  employee  of  the 
Company  except  by  special  vote  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  Officers.  The  executive  officers  of  the  Company  shall  be  a 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  a  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
a  president,  a  general  counsel,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  and  a  comptroller,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint  such  other  officers  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary,  who  shall  have  such  authority  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  from 
time  to  time  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

One  person  may  hold  more  than  one  office. 

In  its  discretion,  the  Board  of  Directors  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  thereof 
may  leave  unfilled  for  any  such  period  as  it  may  fix  bv  resolution,  any  office 
except  those  of  president,  treasurer,  secretary  and  comptroller. 

All  officers  and  agents  shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  any  time  by  the  affirm- 
ative vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  Board  of  Directors.  All  officers,  agents 
and  employees,  other  than  officers  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall 
hold  office  at  the  discretion  of  the  committee  or  of  the  officer  appointing  them. 

Each  of  the  salaried  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  devote  his  entire  time, 
skUl  and  energy  to  the  business  of  the  corporation,  unless  the  contrary  is  ex- 
pressly consented  to  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee.  No 
vacation  shall  be  taken  by  any  of  such  officers  except  by  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  power  to  remove  all  officers,  agents  and 
employees  of  the  Company,  except  officers  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board.  The  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  corporation 
and,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Finance  Committee,  shall  be  in 
general  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  stockholders  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  by  vktue  of  his  office 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  3.  Pmvers  and  Duties  of  the  President.  In  the  absence  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  Board  and  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  president 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Subject  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Finance  Committee,  he  shall  have 
general  charge  of  the  business  of  the  corporation  relating  to  manufacturing, 
mining  and  transportation  and  general  operation.  He  shall  keep  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  chairman  of  the  Board  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  fully  informed,  and  shaU  freely  consult 
them  concerning  the  business  of  the  corporation  in  his  charge.  He  may  sign 
and  execute  aU  authorized  bonds,  contracts,  checks  or  other  obligations  m  the 
name  of  the  corporation,  and  with  the  treasurer  or  an  assistant  treasurer  may 
sign  all  certificates  of  the  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation.  He  shall 
do  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  assigned  to  him 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  Vice  Presidents.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint  a  vice- 
president  or  more  than  one  vice  president.  Each  vice  president  shall  have 
such  powers,  and  shaU  perform  such  duties,  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  General  Counsel.  The  general  counsel  shall  be  the  chiet 
consulting  officer  of  the  Company  in  all  legal  matters,  and  subject  to  the  Board 
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of  Directors  and  the  Finance  Conunittee,  shall  have  general  control  of  all  matters 
of  legal  import  concerning  the  Company. 

Section  6.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  have 
custody  of  all  the  funds  and  securities  of  the  Company  which  may  have  come 
into  his  hands;  when  necessary  or  proper  he  shall  indorse  on  behalf  of  the 
Company,  for  collection,  checks,  notes  and  other  obligations,  and  shall  deposit 
the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  Company  in  such  bank  or  banks  or  depositary  as 
the  Board  of  Director?  or  the  Finance  Committee  may  designate ;  he  shaU  sign 
aU  receipts  and  vouchers  for  payments  made  to  the  Company;  jointly  with 
such  other  officer  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Finance  Committee,  he  shall  sign 
all  checks  made  by  the  Company,  and  shall  pay  out  and  dispose  of  the  same 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  or  of  the  Finance  Committee;  he  shall  sign 
with  the  president,  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  may  be  designated  for 
the  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee,  all  bills  of 
exchange  and  promissory  notes  of  the  Company ;  he  may  sign,  with  the  president 
or  a  vice  president,  all  certificates  of  shares  in  the  capital  stock ;  whenever 
required  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  by  the  Finance  Committee,  he  shaU 
render  a  statement  of  his  cash  account ;  he  shall  enter  regularly,  in  books  of  the 
Company  to  be  kept  by  him  for  the  purpose,  fuU  and  accurate  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him  on  account  of  the  Company ;  he  shall,  at  all 
reasonable  times,  exhibit  his  books  and  accoimts  to  any  director  of  the  Company 
upon  application  at  the  office  of  the  Company  during  business  hours ;  and  he 
shall  perform  all  acts  incident  to  the  position  of  treasurer,  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

He  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  ia  such  sxan  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee  may  require. 

Section  7.  Assistant  Treasurers.  The  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance 
Committee  may  appoint  an  assistant  treasurer  or  more  than  one  assistant 
treasurer.  Each  assistant  treasurer  shall  have  such  powers  and  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  by  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Section  8.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Secretary.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the 
minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  minutes  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  stockholders,  and  also  (unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Finance 
Committee)  the  minutes  of  all  committees,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose ; 
he  shall  attend  to  the  giving  and  serving  of  all  notices  of  the  Company ;  he  may 
sign  with  the  president  in  the  name  of  the  Company  all  contracts  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and,  when  so  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  Dkectors  or  the  Finance  Committee,  he  shall  affix  the  seal  of 
the  Company  thereto ;  he  shall  have  charge  of  the  certificate  books,  transfer 
books  and  stock  ledgers,  and  such  other  books  and  papers  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee  may  direct,  all  of  which  shall,  at  all  reason- 
able times,  be  open  to  the  examination  of  any  director,  upon  apphcation  at 
the  office  of  the  Company  during  business  hours ;  and  he  shall  in  general  per- 
form all  the  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  secretary,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  offices  of  Secretary 
and  of  Treasurer  may  be  held  by  one  and  the  same  person. 

Section  9.  Assistant  Secretaries.  The  Board  of  Du-ectors  or  the  Finance 
Committee  may  appoint  one  assistant  secretary  or  more  than  one  assistant 
secretary.  Each  assistant  secretary  shall  have  such  powers  and  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  by  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Section  10.  Comptroller.  The  comptroUer  shaU  be  the  principal  officer  in 
charge  of  the  accounts  of  the  Company,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  from 
time  to  time  may  be  assigned  to  Mm  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Section  11.     Voting  upon  Stocks.    Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board 
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of  Directors  or  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  or  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Conomittee  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  in 
behalf  of  the  Company  to  attend  and  to  act  and  to  vote  at  any  meetings  of 
stockholders  of  any  corporation  in  which  the  Company  may  hold  stock,  and  at 
any  such  rneeting  shall  possess  and  may  exercise  any  and  all  the  rights  and 
powers  incident,  to  the  ownership  of  such  stock,  and  which,  as  the  owner 
thereof,  the  Company  might  have  possessed  and  exercised  if  present.  The 
Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee,  by  resolution,  from  time  to 
time,  may  confer  hke  powers  upon  any  other  person  or  persons. 

ARTICLE  V. 
CAPITAL   STOCK  —  SEAL. 

Section  1.  Certificates  of  Shares.  The  certificates  for  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  in  such  form,  not  inconsistent  with  the  certificate 
of  incorporation,  as  shall  be  prepared  or  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  certificates  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  or  a  vice  president,  and  also  by 
the  treasurer  or  an  assistant  treasurer. 

All  certificates  shall  be  consecutively  numbered.  The  name  of  the  person 
owning  the  shares  represented  thereby,  with  the  number  of  such  shares  and 
the  date  of  issue,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Company's  books. 

No  certificate  shall  be  valid  unless  it  is  signed  by  the  president  or  a  vice 
president,  and  by  the  treasurer  or  an  assistant  treasurer. 

AU  certificates  surrendered  to  the  Company  shall  be  canceled,  and  no  new 
certificate  shall  be  issued  until  the  former  certificate  for  the  same  number  of 
shares  of  the  same  class  shall  have  been  surrendered  and  canceled. 

Section  2.     Transfer  of  Shares.    Shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company  ■ 
shall  be  transferred  only  on  the  books  of  the  Company  by  the  holder  thereof  in 
person,  or  by  his  attorney,  upon  surrender  and  cancellation  of  certificates  for 
a  like  number  of  shares. 

Section  3.  Regulations.  The  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee also,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  all  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  respectively  they  may  deem  expedient,  concerning  the  issue,  transfer 
and  registration  of  certificates  for  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company. 

The  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee  may  appoint  a  transfer 
agent  and  a  registrar  of  transfers,  and  may  require  all  stock  certificates  to  bear 
the  signatures  of  such  transfer  agent  and  of  such  registrar  of  transfers. 

Section  4.  Closing  of  Transfer  Books.  The  stock  transfer  books  shall  be 
closed  for  the  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  and  for  the  payment  of  dividends, 
during  such  periods  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  during  such  periods  no  stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferable. 

Section  5.  Dividends.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  declare  dividends 
from  the  surplus  or  from  the  net  profits  of  the  Company. 

The  dates  for  the  declaration  of  dividends  upon  the  preferred  stock  and  upon 
the  common  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  the  days  by  these  By-Laws  fixed 
for  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  months  of 
Apri,  July,  October  and  January  in  each  year,  on  which  days,  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  its  discretion  shall  declare  what,  if  any,  dividends  shall  be  declared 
upon  the  preferred  stock  and  the  common  stock,  or  either  of  such  stocks. 

The  dividends  upon  the  preferred  stock,  if  declared,  severally  and  respec- 
tively, shall  be  payable  quarterly  upon  the  day  preceding  the  last  day  of  May, 
of  August,  of  November,  and  of  February  in  each  year. 

The  dividends  upon  the  common  stock,  if  declared,  severally  and  respec- 
tively, shall  be  payable  quarterly  on  the  day  preceding  the  last  day  of  June,  of 
September,  of  December  and  of  March  in  each  year. 

If  the  date  herein  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  dividend  shall  in  any 
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year  fall  upon  a  legal  holiday,  then  the  dividend  payable  on  such  date  shall 
be  paid  on  the  next  preceding  day  not  a  legal  holiday. 

Section  6.  Working  Capital.  The  directors  shall  not  be  required  m. 
January  in  each  year,  after  reserving  over  and  above  its  capital  stock  paid  in, 
as  a  working  capital  for  said  corporation,  such  sum,  if  any,  as  shall  have  been 
fixed  by  the  stockholders,  to  declare  a  dividend  among  its  stockholders  of  the 
whole  of  its  accumulated  profits  exceeding  the  amount  so  reserved,  and  pay  the 
same  to  such  stockholders  on  demand;  but  the  Board  of  Directors  may  fix 
a  sum  which  may  be  set  aside  or  reserved,  over  and  above  the  Company's  capital 
paid  in,  as  a  working  capital  for  the  Company,  and  from  time  to  time  they  may 
increase,  diminish  and  vary  the  same  in  their  absolute  judgment  and  discretion. 

Sbctign  7.  Corporate  Seal.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  provide  a  suit- 
able seal,  containing  the  name  of  the  Company,  which  seal  shall  be  in  charge  of 
the  secretary.  If  and  when  so  directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  by  the 
Finance  Committee,  a  duplicate  of  the  seal  may  be  kept  and  be  used  by  the 
treasurer  or  by  any  assistant  secretary  or  assistant  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  make,  amend  and 
repeal  the  By-Laws  of  the  Company,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  of  the  direc- 
tors, at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  that  notice  of  inten- 
tion to  make,  amend  or  repeal  the  By-Laws  in  whole  or  in  part  shall  have  been 
given  at  the  next  preceding  meeting ;  or  without  any  such  notice,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  tie  directors.

The  following  are  the  essential  features  of  the  Southern  Pacific  pooUng  agree- 
ment, which  was  unfortunate  in  its  operations.  The  agreement  recited  that 
"the  undersigned  are  desirous  of  piu-chasing  400,000  shares"  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  but  "not  less  than  200,000 
shares."  James  R.  Keene  was  named  as  manager  and  agent  to  make  such 
purchases  "at  such  prices  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be  most  to  our  mutual  ad- 
vantage." 

Following  are  important  excerpts  from  the  document : 

Each  one  signing  this  agreement  to  pay  on  demand  for  so  much  of  said  pur- 
chases as  his  or  their  subscription  (as  near  as  may  be  practicable)  bears  to  the 
whole  amount  subscribed,  as  the  said  agent  and  manager  or  his  substitute 
may  require  him  to  receive,  and  also  to  return  the  same  amount  of  certificates 
at  any  time  when  called  for  before  the  first  day  of  April,  1903,  by  the  said  agent 
and  manager,  or  his  substitute,  on  receiving  back  the  amount  paid  him,  with 
interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent.

Stocks  so  dehvered  to  the  sub- 
scribers shall,  until  the  termination  of  the  sjmdicate,  be  held  by  the  subscribers, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  managers,  to  be  returned  to  them  upon  demand,  or 
upon  their  order,  for  sale  for  sjmdicate  accotmt. 

Fourth.  Each  subscriber  hereby  ratifies,  assents  to,  and  agrees  to  be  bound 
by  any  action  of  the  managers  taken  under  this  agreement,  and  agrees  promptly 
to  perform  his  undertakings  hereunder.  The  failure  of  any  subscriber  to  perform 
any  of  his  undertakings  hereunder  shall  not  affect  or  release  any  other  subscriber. 
The  managers  may,  in  their  discretion,  at  any  time  and  either  before  or  after 
partial  payment,  by  written  consent,  release  any  subscriber  from  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  subscription  of  such  subscriber,  and  may  accept  new  subscribers, 
in  place  of  any  subscribers  so  released.  In  case  the  managers,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  become  subscribers  hereto  they  may  at  any  time,  and  either  before  or  after 
partial  payment,  reduce  their  own  obligations  as  such  subscribers  and  accept 
new  subscribers  for  the  portion  of  their  own  obligations  thereby  released.  In 
case  of  the  failure  of  any  subscriber  to  perform  any  of  his  undertakings  here- 
imder, the  managers  may  take  or  may  allow  other  persons,  firms,  or  corporations, 
members  of  tte  syndicate  or  otherwise,  to  take  all  or  any  part  of  the  partici- 
pation of  the  subscriber  so  failing  to  perform  his  undertakings.

Nothing  contained  in  this  agreement  shall  be  construed  as  creating 
any  trust  or  obligation  in  favor  of  any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the 
parties  hereto  nor  any  obligation  in  their  favor  otherwise  than  as  is  herein 
expressly  provided.  This  agreement  shall  extend  to  and  bind  the  successors 
and  personal  representatives  of  the  respective  parties. 

Eighth.  Books  shall  be  kept  by  the  managers,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in 
which  books  shall  be  recorded  the  addresses  of  such  of  the  subscribers  as  shall 
furnish  the  same.  Any  notice  to  or  call  upon  subscribers,  or  any  of  them,  under 
this  agreement,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  duly  given  and  made  by  the 
managers  if  mailed  to  subscribers  directed  to  the  addresses  so  furnished  by  them.

Ninth.  Each  of  the  firms  constituting  the  managers  acts  as  a  copartnership 
and  in  case  of  any  change  in  either  of  said  firms,  such  firm  or  its  successor  firm, 
as  from  time  to  time  constituted,  shall  continue  with  all  the  powers,  rights,  and 
title  vested  in  such  firm  hereunder  without  further  act  or  assignment. 

Tenth.  DupUcate  originals  of  this  agreement  shall  be  signed  by  both  of  the 
firms  constituting  the  managers  and  one  retained  by  each.  Counterparts  may 
be  signed  by  subscribers  and  retained  by  the  managers,  and  all,  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  one  original  instrument. 

Eleventh.  In  consideration  of  the  irrevocable  rights  in  them  vested  here- 
under and  the  promises  of  the  several  subscribers,  and  upon  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions herein  contained,  the  managers  have  become  parties  to,  and  in  good 
faith  will  endeavor  to  consummate  the  purposes  of,  this  agreement.

Union  Pacific  Railroad  Co.  4  per  cent  20-year  convertible  gold  bonds. 

Agreement,  dated  the  14th  day  of  May,  1907,  by  and  between  Kuhn,  Loeb 
&  Co.  (hereinafter  called  the  syndicate  managers),  parties  of  the  first  part,  and 
the  syndicate  subscribers  hereto,  severally  (of  whom  each  is  hereinafter  termed 
a  subscriber,  and  all  of  whom  constitute  the  syndicate),  parties  of  the  second 
part. 

Whereas  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Co.,  hereinafter  called  the  railroad  com- 
pany, contemplates  offering  for  subscription,  at  90  per  cent,  of  the  face  value 
(with  an  adj  ufetment  of  interest) ,  to  the  holders  of  its  common  and  preferred  shares, 
pro  rata  according  to  their  respective  holdings,  such  an  amount  of  its  proposed 
issue  of  $75,000,000  of  4  per  cent.  20-year  convertible  gold  bonds  as  will  be  di- 
visible among  said  shareholders  at  the  rate  of  one  bond  of  the  face  value  of  $1,000 
for  each  40  shares^  of  stock ;  and  the  syndicate  managers  have  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  said  railroad  company  to  form  a  syndicate  to  purchase  so  many 
of  said  bonds  so  offered  to  the  shareholders  as  shall  not  be  subscribed  for  by  the 
shareholders  under  the  offer  of  subscription  to  be  made  by  the  railroad  com-

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Now,  this  agreement  witnesseth  that  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and 
of  their  mutual  promises,  the  parties  hereto  agree,  and  the  subscribers  severally 
agree  with  each  other  and  with  the  syndicate  managers  as  follows : 

First.  The  subscribers  hereby  form  a  syndicate  for  the  purpose  of  'purchas- 
ing said  bonds  upon  the  terms  provided  in  said  agreement ;  and  the  said  mana- 
gers grant  and  allot  to  the  respective  subscribers  participation  in  said  purchase 
as  hereinafter  provided.

Eighth.  This  agreement  shall  bind  and  benefit  (ratably  according  to  the 
amount  of  the  several  subscriptions)  not  only  the  parties  hereto,  but  their 
respective  successors,  survivors,  assigns,  and  personal  representatives.  An 
original  hereof  shall  be  signed  by  the  syndicate  managers  and  retained  by  them, 
but  counterparts  may  be  signed  by  subscribers,  and  all  shall  be  taken  and 
deemed  to  be  one  original  instrument. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  syndicate  managers,  parties  of  the  first  part  hereto, 
have  subscribed  an  original  hereof,  and  the  subscribers,  parties  of  the  second 
part  hereto,  have  subscribed  said  original  or  a  counterpart  thereof,  as  of  the  day 
and  the  year  first  above  written.

"Resolved,  That  there  hereby  is  authorized  the  creation  by  this  Company 
of  a  bonded  indebtedness,  by  the  issue,  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as, 
from  time  to  time,  the  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee  may  deter- 
mine, of  bonds  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  America  of  or 
equal  to  the  present  standard  of  weight  and  fineness,  and  not  exceeding,  in 
the  amount  thereof  at  any  time  outstanding,  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of 
six  hundred  million  dollars  ($600,000,000),  maturing  July  1,  a.d.  1961,  and 
bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  (5%)  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually ;  and  the  execution  and  delivery  by  this  Company  of  a 
mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  to  Bankers  Trust  Company,  Trustee,  to  be  dated  May  1, 
A.D.  1911,  to  secure  aU  such  bonds,  which  are  to  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
exchanging,  redeeming,  purchasing,  retiring,  refunding  or  paying,  at  or  before 
maturity,  outstanding  obligations  of  this  Company  and  of  other  companies 
whose  properties  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be  owned,  acquired  or  controlled  by 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  by  consolidation,  purchase,  lease,  owner- 
ship of  shares  of  capital  stock  or  otherwise;  for  the  purpose  of  the  future 
enlargement,  improvement,  extension,  and  equipment  of  the  properties  of  this 
Company  and  of  such  other  companies ;  for  the  construction,  purchase  or  ac(^ui- 
sition  of  other  railways  and  property ;  for  the  purchase,  exchange  or  acquisition 
of  bonds  and  shares  of  capital  stock  of  other  companies ;  for  the  purpose  of 
reimbursing  this  Company  for  moneys  which  at  any  time  may  be  or  may  have 
been  expended  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  for  other  lawful  purposes," 
and 

Whereas,  at  the  same  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  execution  and  deUvery  of  this  mbrtgage  or  deed  of  trust,  in.  this 
printed  form,  was  authorized  and  directed ;  and 

Whereas,  the  forms  of  the  coupon  bonds  and  of  the  coupons  to  be  attached 
thereunto  (except  that  all  coupons  numbered  1,  being  for  the  first  interest  pay- 
ment accruing,  shall  call  for  eight  months'  interest,  payable  January  1,  1912), 
and  of  the  registered  bonds  and  of  the  certificate  for  authentication  of  said 
bonds  are  to  be  severally  and  respectively  substantially  as  follows,  to  wit :

and 

Whereas,  aU  acts  and  things  prescribed  by  law  and  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
Railway  Company  have  been  duly  complied  with,  and  the  Railway  Company, 
in  the  exercise  of  each  and  every  legal  right,  power  and  authority  in  it  vested, 
proposes  to  make  and  execute,  and  from  time  to  time  hereafter  to  issue  and  de- 
liver bonds  hereby  secured : 

Now,  therefore,  this  indenture  WITNESSETH  : 

That,  in  order  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  aU 
such  bonds  at  any  time  issued  and  outstanding  under  this  indenture,  according 
to  their  tenor  and  effect,  and  the  performance  of  all  the  covenants  and  con- 
ditions herein  contained,  and  to  declare  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
such  bonds  are  issued  and  received,  the  Railway  Company,  party  of  the  first 
part,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the  piuxjhase  and  acceptance  of 
such  bonds  by  the  holders  thereof,  and  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  it  duly  paid 
by  the  Trustee  at  or  before  the  ensealing  and  delivery  of  these  presents,  the 
receipt  whereof  hereby  is  acknowledged,  has  executed  and  delivered  these 
presents,  and  has  granted,  bargained,  sold,  released,  conveyed,  assigned,  trans- 
ferred, pledged  and  set  over,  and  by  these  presents  does  grant,  bargain,  seU, 
release,  convey,  assign,  transfer,  pledge  and  set  over  untothe  Trustee,  party  of 
the  second  part,  and  to  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  assigns  forever : 
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First.  The  following  described  lines  of  railroad  owned  by  the  Railway 
Companjr : 

I.  Railways  on  which  this  indenture  is  a  first  lien :

Second.  Appurtenances  of  the  above  described  lines  of  railroad,  subject, 
as  to  the  portions  thereof  embraced  therein  respectively,  to  the  above  men- 
tioned mortgages : 

All  telegraph  and  telephone  lines,  including  all  poles,  wires,  and  instruments, 
all  rights  of  way,  station  and  depot  grounds,  all  tunnels,  roadbeds,  spurs,  double 
tracks,  turnouts,  switches,  sidings  and  turntables,  all  superstructures,  bridges, 
stringers,  ties,  rails,  frogs,  chairs,  bolts,  splices  and  other  railroad  appurtenances, 
all  terminals  and  terminal  properties,  docks,  wharves,  ferries,  landings  and  boats, 
all  station  houses,  warehouses,  freight  houses,  engine  houses,  car  houses,  water 
stations,  water  tanks,  water  supply,  machine  shops  and  other  structures,  all 
engines,  tenders,  cars  and  other  roUing  stock  and  equipment,  all  furniture, 
machinery,  fools,  implements,  materials  and  supplies,  and  aU  other  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  appurtenant  to  any  of  said  lines  of  railway  and  branches 
above  described,  and  aU  toUs,  revenues,  earnings,  income,  rents,  issues  and 
profits  thereof,  and  also  all  the  estate,  right,  title,  interest,  property,  possession, 
claim  and  demand  whatsoever,  as  well  in  law  as  in  equity,  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany of,  in  and  to  the  said  railways,  branches,  premises  and  property,  and  every 
part  and  parcel  thereof,  with  the  appurtenances  and  the  franchises  appertaining 
or  hereafter  to  appertain  thereto. 

Third.  Any  and  all  lines  of  railway,  extensions  and  branches,  telegraph 
and  telephone  lines  and  lines  of  water  transportation,  including  the  franchises 
appurtenant  thereto,  and  any  and  aU  terminal  properties,  depots,  shops,  machin- 
ery, tools,  docks,  wharves,  ferries,  landings,  boats,  rolling  stock  and  other 
equipment,  and  any  and  all  bonds,  stocks  and  other  property  of  every  kind  or 
description  (notwithstanding  that  the  same  are  not  now  particularly  set  forth 
in  this  indenture)  which,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  purchased,  acquired  or  constructed  by  the  use  of  any  bonds 
secured  by  this  indenture  except  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued  under  the  provis- 
ions of  Sections  1  and  2,  or  either  of  them.  Article  Two,  of  this  indenture; 
together  with  aU  and  singular  the  franchises,  rights  and  privileges  appurtenant 
to  or  used  in  connection  with  such  lines  of  railway,  extensions,  branches  tele- 
graph and  telephone  lines  and  Hnes  of  water  transportation,  and  any  and  all 
the  rents,  issues,  profits,  toUs  and  other  income  thereof. 

Fourth.  Any  and  aU  additions,  improvements  and  betterments  now  or 
hereafter  acquired  or  constructed  to  or  upon  or  in  connection  with  any  and  all 
lines  of  railway,  extensions,  branches,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  and  lines  of 
water  transportation  now  or  at  any  time  hereafter  subject  to  this  indenture, 
any  and  all  property,  real  or  personal,  of  every  kind  and  description,  acquired 
for  use  upon,  or  in  connection  with,  or  for  the  purpose  of,  such  hnes  of  railway, 
extensions  or  branches,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  and  lines  of  water  transpor- 
tation ;  and  any  and  all  corporate  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  which  the  Rail- 
way Company  now  has,  or  hereafter  may  or  shall  acquire,  possess  or  exercise 
or  be  entitled  to  exercise,  in,  to,  upon  or  in  respect  of  such  lines  of  railway, 
extensions  or  branches,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  and  lines  of  water  trans- 
portation or  any  part  thereof,  necessary  for,  or  appertaining  to,  the  construction, 
maintenance  or  operation  of  such  lines  of  railway  or  any  such  extension  or  branch, 
telegraph  and  telephone  hnes  and  lines  of  water  transportation  or  any  part 
thereof ;  and  any  and  aU  the  rents,  issues,  profits,  toUs  and  other  income  of  such 
lines  of  railway,  and  of  any  and  all  such  extensions,  branches,  telegraph  and 
telephone  lines  and  hnes  of  water  transportation;  and  also  any  and  aU  the 
rights,  privileges,  franchises,  properties,  real  or  personal,  rights  and  things, 
which  the  Railway  Company  may  or  shall  hereafter  possess,  or  become  entitled 
to  possess,  for  the  purposes  of,  or  in  connection  with,  such  hnes  of  railway  or 
any  such  extension,  branch,  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  or  lines  of  water 
transportation. 

Fifth.  Rolling  stock  and  equipment  upon  which  this  mortgage  either  is  a 
first  hen  or  wiU  become  a  first  lien.

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Sixth.  The  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Railway  Company  under,  in  and 
to  the  following  trackage  contracts :

All  leases  and  trackage  contracts  and  all  renewals  and  extensions 
of  any  and  all  leases  and  trackage  contracts  the  leasehold  or  other  rights  under 
which  now  are.or  at  any  time  hereafter  may  become  subject  to  this  indenture. 

Eighth.  The  following  bonds,  which  hereby  are  pledged  with,  and  (except  as 
hereinafter  specified)  delivered  to  the  Trustee  hereunder :

Ninth.  The  following  shares  of  capital  stock,  which  hereby  are  pledged

placed  under  this  mortgage.) 

Tenth.  AH  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  aforesaid  last-named  eleven 
companies,  and  of  any  companies  successors  thereto,  which  the  RaUway  Com- 
pany now  owns,  except  qualifying  shares  held  by  directors,  or  to  which  it  is 
now  entitled  or  which  hereafter  it  may  acquire  or  to  which  hereafter  it  may 
become  entitled. 

Eleventh.  Any  and  aU  property  of  every  name  and  nature,  including  stocks 
and  bonds,  from  time  to  time  hereafter  by  dehvery  or  by  writing  of  any  kind 
for  the  purposes  hereof  conveyed,  mortgaged,  pledged,  assigned  or  transferred 
by  the  Railway  Company,  or  by  any  one  in  its  behalf,  to  the  Trustee,  who  hereby 
is  authorized  to  receive  any  property  at  any  and  all  times,  as  and  for  additional 
security,  and,  also,  when  and  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  substituted  security, 
for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued  hereunder,  and  to  hold  and 
apply  any  and  all  such  property  subject  to  the  terms  hereof. 

To  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  the  premises,  railways,  properties,  real  or  personal, 
rights,  franchises,  estates,  appurtenances,  stocks  and  bonds,  hereby  conveyed 
and  assigned,  or  intended  to  be  conveyed  or  assigned,  unto  the  Trustee,  its  suc- 
cessor or  successors  and  assigns  forever ; 

Subject,  howevek,  as  to  the  properties  severally  embraced  therein,  or  su'b- 
ject  thereto,  to  the  several  indentures  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  to  all  other 
existing  rights,  hens,  charges,  and  claims  of  record  upon  and  against  the  rail- 
ways, properties,  and  franchises  hereby  conveyed  and  mortgaged,  or  so  intended 
to  be; 

Subject,  also,  to  the  condition  that  nothing  in  this  indenture  is  intended, 
or  shaJl  be  construed,  (o)  to  hmit  the  right  or  power  of  the  Railway  Company, 
which  hereby  is  expressly  reserved,  by  the  use  of  its  credit,  or  by  the  use  of  bonds 
issued,  or  to  be  issued  imder  the  provisions  of  Sections  1  and  2,  or  either  of  them, 
Article  Two,  of  this  indenture,  or  in  any  manner  other  than  by  the  use  of  bonds 
issued  or  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3,  4  and  5,  or  any  of 
them,  Article  Two,  of  this  indenture,  or  their  proceeds,  to  construct  or  acquire 
lines  of  railway,  branches  or  extensions,  or  other  property  or  interests  therein, 
of  whatsoever  name  or  nature,  including  stocks  and  bonds,  free  from  the  hen 
hereof;  or  (6)  to  subject  to  the  hen  of  this  indenture  any  hereafter-acquired 
property  of  the  Railway  Com;pany,  other  than  the  underlying  bonds  specified 
in  Section  3,  Article  Two,  of  tms  indenture,  and  other  than  as  expressly  granted 
in  the  granting  clause  of  this  indenture,  which  shall  be  purchased,  constructed 
or  acquired  in  any  manner  other  than  by  the  use  of  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3,  4  and  5,  or  any  of  them.  Article  Two,  of  this 
indenture,  or  their  proceeds ; 

But  in  trust,  nevertheless,  for  the  equal,  proper  and  proportionate  bene- 
fit and  security,  severally  and  respectively,  of  all  and  every  the  present  and 
future  holders  of  any  and  every  bond  issued  under  and  secured  by  this  inden- 
ture (which  hereinafter  are  termed  the  first  and  refunding  bonds),  as  well  aU 
those  presently  issued  as  all  hereafter  issued  in  addition  thereto  or  by  way  of 
substitution  or  exchange,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  indenture,  and 
for  enforcing  the  payment  thereof  when  payable,  in  accordance  with  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  stipulations  of  tMs  indenture  and  of  the  said  bonds 
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and  interest  obligations  respectively,  without  preference,  priority  or  distinction, 
as  to  lien  or  otherwise,  of  any  one  bond  over  any  other  bond,  by  reason  of  pri- 
ority in  the  execution,  delivery  or  negotiation  thereof,  and  so  that  each  and  every 
bond,  issued  and  to  be  issued  as  aforesaid,  shall  have,  under  and  by  this  indenture, 
the  same  right,  lien  and  privilege  as  every  other  bond  of  the  issue ;  and  so  that 
the  principal  and  interest  of  every  such  bond  shall,  subject  to  the  terms  hereof, 
be  secured  hereby  equally  and  proportionately  with  every  other  such  bond,  as 
though  all  had  been  made,  executed,  delivered  and  negotiated  simultaneously 
with  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  indentiire ;  it  being  intended  that  the 
lien  and  security  of  all  such  bonds  shall  take  efieot  from  the  day  of  the  date  of 
this  indenture,  without  regard  to  the  date  of  actual  issue,  sale  or  disposition 
thereof;  and  so  that  the  Hen  and  security  of  this  indenture,  and  of  all  bonds 
issued  hereunder,  shall  take  effect  from  the  day  of  the  date  hereof,  as  though 
upon  such  day  all  such  bonds  actually  had  been  issued,  sold,  and  deUvered  to, 
and  were  then  in  the  hands  of,  innocent  holders  for  value. 

And  hereby  it  is  expressly  covenanted  that  all  such  bonds,  and  the  coupons 
for  interest  thereon,  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated,  delivered,  received  and 
negotiated,  and  that  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  properties  and  franchises  are 
to  be  held  by  the  Trustee,  subject  to  the  following  further  covenants,  conditions' 
and  provisions,  viz : 

ARTICLE  ONE. 

POKM,  EXBCtTTION,  DELIVERY,  REGISTRY  AND  EXCHANGE  OP  BONDS. 

Section  1.  From  time  to  time,  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  b© 
executed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Railway  Company,  and  under  its 
corporate  seal,  by  the  President  or  any  Vice  President  and  the  Secretary  or 
any  Assistant  Secretary,  of  the  Railway  Company,  and  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Trustee  for  authentication  by  it,  and,  thereupon,  as  provided  in  Article  Two 
hereof  and  not  otherwise,  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  the  same. 
At  the  option  of  the  Railway  Company,  from  time  to  time,  any  such  bonds  may 
be  executed,  authenticated  and  delivered  qriginaUy  either  as  coupon  bonds  or  as 
registered  bonds. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  all  bonds,  which  may  be  issued  and  outstanding 
under  this  indenture  at  any  one  time,  shall  not  in  any  event  exceed  the  sum  of 
$600,000,000,  face  amount,  of  the  principal  thereof.  All  such  bonds  shaJl  bear 
interest  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  as  from  time  to 
time  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  board  of  directors  or  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  Railway  Company  and  stated  in  the  resolution  of  the  board  or  executive 
committee  caUing  for  the  authentication  and  dehvery  of  bonds  by  the  Trustee, 
and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  of  July  in  each  year. 

In  case  the  ofllcers  who  shall  have  signed  and  sealed  any  such  bonds  shall 
cease  to  be'  such  of&cers  of  the  Railway  Company  before  the  bonds  so  signed 
and  sealed  shall  have  been  actually  authenticated  and  delivered  by  the  Trustee, 
such  bonds  nevertheless  may  be  adopted  by  the  Railway  Company  and  be  issued, 
authenticated  and  delivered  as  though  the  persons  who  signed  and  sealed  such 
bonds  had  not  ceased  to  be  ofl&oers  of  the  RaUway  Company.  The  coupons 
to  be  attached  to  such  bonds  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  engraved  signature 
of  the  prefcnt  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer  or  of  any  future  Treasurer  or 
Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Railway  Company,  and  the  Railway  Company 
may  adopt  and  use  for  such  purpose  the  engraved  signature  of  any  person 
who  shaU  have  been  such  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  he  may  have  ceased  to  be  such  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer 
at  the  time  when  such  bonds  shall  be  actually  authenticated  and  delivered. 
Only  such  bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  indorsed  an  authentication  substantially 
in  the  form  hereinbefore  recited,  executed  by  the  Trustee,  shall  be  secured  by 
this  indenture  or  entitled  to  any  Hen,  right  or  benefit  hereunder;  and  such 
authentication  by  the  Trustee  upon  any  such  bond  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
that  the  bond  so  authenticated  has  been  duly  issued  hereunder  and  that  the 
holder  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  trust  hereby  created.  Before  authenti- 
cating or  deUvering  any  coupon  bond,  all  coupons  thereof  then  matured,  in- 
cluding coupon  No.  1  and  all  others  numbered  consecutively  upwards,  shaU 
be  cut  off,  canceled  and  thereafter  held  by  the  Trustee,  until  destroyed  upon 
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demand  of  the  Railway  Company.  All  such  coupons,  upon  demand  of  the 
Railway  Company,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  destroyed  by  and  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Trustee  and  a  representative  of  the  Railway  Company,  who,  there- 
upon, jointly  shall  execute,  in  tripUeate,  written  certificates  of  the  destruction 
thereof  accurately  describing  and  identifying  therein  the  coupons  so  destroyed, 
one  of  which  certificates,  in  each  case,  shall  be  kept  and  preserved  by  the  Trus- 
tee and  the  other  two  whereof  by  the  Railway  Company.  The  Trustee  shall 
not  authenticate  or  dehver  any  registered  bond  bearing  interest  from  a  date 
more  than  six  months  prior  to  such  authentication.  On  request  of  the  Railway 
Company,  but  within  the  limitations  hereinafter  prescribed,  first  and  refunding 
bonds  shall  be  authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder  in  advance  of  the  regis- 
tration or  recording  of  this  indenture,  but  the  Railway  Company  with  all  con- 
venient speed  shall  cause  this  indenture  to  be  recorded. 

Section  2.  The  Railway  Company  will  keep  at  an  ofQee  or  agency  to  be 
maintained  by  it  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  in  the  City  of  New  York,  or  at 
some  bank  or  trust  company  in  said  Borough,  a  sufficient  register  or  registers  of 
the  first  and  refunding  bonds  which,  at  all  reasonable  times,  shall  be  open  for 
,  inspection  by  the  Trustee ;  and,  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  Rail- 
way Company,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it  may  prescribe,  will 
register  therein  any  first  and  refunding  bonds.  The  holder  of  any  first  and 
refunding  coupon  bond  may  have  the  ownership  thereof  registered  on  said 
books,  such  registry  being  noted  on  the  bond,  after  which  no  transfer  shall  be 
valid  unless  made  on  said  books  by  the  registered  holder  in  person  or  by  his 
attorney,  duly  authorized  in  writing,  and  noted  on  the  bond ;  but  the  same  may 
be  discharged  from  registry  by  being  transferred  in  like  manner  to  bearer,  after 
which  it  shall  be  transferable  by  dehvery ;  but  such  bond,  from  time  to  time, 
again  may  be  registered  or  transferred  to  bearer  as  before.  Such  registration 
shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  of  the  coupons  belonging  to  any  coupon  bond ; 
but  every  such  coupon  shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain 
payable  to  bearer. 

Section  3.  The  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  series  and  the 
bonds  of  each  series  shall  be  distinctively  designated  in  manner  as  prescribed 
by  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee  of  the  Railway 
Company.  All  bonds  bearing  the  same  rate  of  interest  shall  be  of  the  same 
series  but  may  be  of  different  denominations,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Coupon  bonds  shall  be  for  f  1000  each,  but  the  Railway  Company,  in  its 
discretion,  from  time  to  time,  may  issue  coupon  bonds  for  S500  each  or  for  $100 
each.  The  serial  numbers  of  aU  bonds  of  each  of  the  last-mentioned  denomi- 
nations, if  and  as  issued,  shall  immediately  be  preceded  by  the  prefix  letter  D, 
in  the  case  of  $500  bonds,  and  by  the  prefix  letter  C,  in  the  case  of  $100  bonds. 
They  shall  be  identical  in  aU  respects  with  the  form  of  coupon  bond  for  f  1000 
hereinbefore  set  out,  except  as  to  the  stated  face  amount  thereof  and  of  the  cou- 
pons thereto  attached.  Coupon  bonds  of  the  smaller  denominations,  and  all 
of  the  same  series  may  be  exchanged  for  a  coupon  bond  or  bonds  of  the  denomi- 
nation of  $1000  of  a  fike  principal  amount  and  of  the  same  said  series.  When- 
ever any  such  coupon  bonds  of  the  smaller  denominations,  and  aU  of  the  same 
series,  having  thereto  attached  aU  unmatured  coupons,  shall  be  surrendered 
for  exchange  for  a  coupon  bond  or  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  $1000,  the  Rail- 
way Company  shall  issue  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  dehver  in 
exchange  for  the  same,  in  like  principal  amount,  a  coupon  bond  or  bonds  of  the 
denomination  of  $1000,  which  shall  have  thereto  attached  all  unmatured  cou- 
pons and  shall  be  of  the  same  said  series. 

The  registered  bonds  may  be  of  the  denominations  of  $1000  or  of  such  mul- 
tiples thereof  as  the  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee  of  the  Railway 
Company,  by  resolution  from  time  to  time,  may  authorize,  and  the  serial  num- 
bers of  all  bonds  of  each  such  separate  denomination,  as  issued,  shall  imme- 
diately be  preceded  by  such  distinctive  prefix  letter,  which  shall  be  the  same  in 
case  of  all  bonds  of  the  same  denomination,  as  the  board  of  directors  or  executive 
committee  of  the  Railway  Company  may  prescribe  by  resolution.  The  regis- 
tered bonds  shall  respectively  be  dated  the  day  of  issue,  if  an  interest  day,  or 
if  not  an  interest  day,  then  the  last  preceding  interest  day.  A  registered  bond 
of  a  denomination  larger  than  $1000  may  be  subdivided  into  registered  bonds 
of  a  denomination  not  less  than  $1000.  Whenever  a  registered  bond  shall  be 
surrendered  for  transfer  or  subdivision,  the  Railway  Company  shall  issue  and 
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the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  deliver,  upon  surrender  and  canceOation  of 
the  bond  or  bonds  transferred  or  subdivided,  a  like  principal  amount  of  new 
registered  bonds  of  a  denomination  not  less  than  $1000,  of  the  same  series  as  the 
bonds  so  surrendered  and  canceled.  The  holder  of  any  registered  bond  may 
also  exchange  such  bond,  upon  surrender  and  cancellation  thereof,  for  coupon 
bonds  of  the  denomination  of  f  1000  of  a  like  principal  amount,  having  thereto 
attached  all  unmatured  coupons,  of  the  same  series  as  the  registered  bond  so 
surrendered  and  canceled.  Whenever  any  coupon  bond  or  bonds  of  the  denomi- 
nation of  f  1000,  together  with  all  unmatured  coupons  thereto  belonging,  shall 
be  surrendered  for  exchange  for  registered  bonds,  the  Railway  Company  shall 
issue  afld  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  deUver,  in  exchange  for  such 
coupon  bond  or  bonds,  a  like  principal  amount  of  registered  bonds  of  the  same 
series  as  the  coupon  bond  or  bonds  exchanged.  For  any  exchange  of  coupon 
bonds  for  coupon  bonds  of  another  denomination,  or  of  coupon  bonds  for  regis- 
tered bonds,  or  of  registered  bonds  for  coupon  bonds,  and  for  any  transfer  or 
subdivision  of  registered  bonds  without  coupons,  the  Railway  Company,  at  its 
option,  may  require  the  payment  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  reimburse  itself  for 
any  stamp  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  or  other  expense  connected  there- 
with, and  also  of  the  further  sum  of  $1  for  each  new  bond  issued  upon  such 
exchange  or  transfer. 

Section  4.  As  to  all  registered  bonds  and  all  coupon  bonds  registered  as 
to  principal,  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shaU  be  registered  shall  be 
deemed  and  regarded  as  the  owner  thereof,  for  all  purposes  of  this  indenture, 
and  thereafter  payment  of  or  on  account  of  the  principal  of  such  bond,  if  it  be 
a  registered  coupon  bond,  and  of  the  principal  and  interest,  if  it  be  a  registered 
bond  without  coupons,  shall  be  made  only  to  or  upon  the  order  in  writing  of 
such  registered  holder  thereof,  but  such  registration  may  be  changed  as  above 
provided.  All  such  payments  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge 
the  liability  upon  such  bonds  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The 
Railway  Company  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  cou- 

Eon  bond,  which  shall  not  at  the  time  be  registered  as  to  principal,  and  the 
earer  of  any  coupon  for  interest  on  such  bond,  whether  such  bond  shall  be 
registered  or  not,  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  bond  or  coupon  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  payment  thereof,  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever,  and  the 
Railway  Company  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the 
contrary. 

Section  5.  Until  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  cai;i  be  engraved  and  printed, 
the  Railway  Company  may  execute  and  deliver  temporary  bonds,  which  may 
be  printed  or  lithographed,  registered  or  negotiable  by  delivery  and  substantially 
of  the  tenor  of_  the  bonds  hereinbefore  recited,  except  that  no  coupons  shall  be 
attached  to  said  bonds  and  that  such  temporary  bonds  may  be  for  the  pay- 
ment of  $1000  or  any  multiple  thereof,  as  the  Railway  Company  shall  determine. 
AU  such  temporary  bonds  shall  bear  upon  their  face  the  words :  "Temporary 
First  and  Refunding  Mortgage  Gold  Bond,  Exchangeable  for  a  like  face  amount 
of  Engraved  Bonds"  and  shall  be  duly  authenticated  by  the  Trustee  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  bonds  hereinbefore  described,  and  such  authentication  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  that  the  bond  so  authenticated  has  been  duly  issued  here- 
under, and  that  the  holder  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  trust  hereby  created. 
Such  temporary  bonds,  duly  issued  and  authenticated  hereunder,  upon  sur- 
render and  cancellation  thereof,  shall  be  exchangeable  for  engraved  bonds  to 
be  issued  hereunder  bearing  the  same  rate  of  interest.  Until  so  exchanged,  such 
temporary  bonds,  in  all  respects,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  lien  and  security  of  this 
indenture,  as  bonds  issued  and  authenticated  hereunder;  and  interest,  when 
and  as  payable,  shall  be  paid  and  the  payment  thereof  indorsed  thereon. 

Section  6.  In  case  any  coupon  bond  issued  under  this  indenture  or  the 
coupons  thereto  appertaining,  or  any  registered  bond  without  coupons,  shall 
become  mutilated  or  be  destroyed  or  lost,  the  Railway  Company,  in  its  discre- 
tion, may  issue,  and  thereupon  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  deliver,  a  new 
bond  of  hke  tenor  and  date,  bearing  the  same  serial  number,  in  exchange  and 
substitution  tor  and  upon  cancellation  of  the  mutilated  coupon  bond  and  its 
coupons  or  the  mutilated  registered  bond,  or  in  Ueu  of  and  substitution  for  the 
coupon  bond  and  its  coupons  or  the  registered  bond  so  destroyed  or  lost.  The 
apphoant  for  such  substituted  bond  shaU  furnish  to  the  Railway  Company  and 
the  Irustee  evidence  of  the  destruction  or  loss  of  such  coupon  bond  and  itfe 
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coupons,  or  of  such  registered  bond  so  destroyed  or  lost,  wMch  evidence  shaU  be 
satisfactory  to  the  RaUway  Company  and  the  Trustee  respectively  in  their 
discretion ;  and  said  apphcant  also  shaU  furnish  indemnity  satisfactory  to  both 
of  them  m  their  discretion. 

Section  7.  In  every  case  of  the  surrender  of  a  first  and  refunding  bond, 
or  tixst  and  retunding  bonds,  for  the  purpose  of  exchange,  transfer  or  subdivision, 
tlie  irustee,  torthwith,  shall  cancel  such  surrendered  bond  or  bonds  and  coupons 
and  thereafter  shall  hold  the  same  until  the  maturity  of  this  indenture,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Railway  Company,  duly  authorized  by  an  appropriate 
resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee  of  which,  in  every 
case,  a  copy  certified  under  its  corporate  seal  by  its  Secretary  or  an  Assistant 
Secretary  shall  be  dehvered  to  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.  Nothing,  in  this  indenture,  or  in  the  bondi.  issued  hereunder, 
expressed  or  implied,  is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  give  to  any  person  or 
corporation,  other  than  the  parties  hereto  and  thfe  holders  of  bonds  issued  under 
or  secured  by  this  indenture,  any  legal  or  equitable  right,  remedy  or  claim  under 
or  in  respect  of  this  indenture  or  under  any  covenant,  condition  or  provision 
herein  contained;  all  the  covenants,  conditions  and  provisions  hereof  being 
intended  to  be  and  being  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto 
and  of  the  holders  of  such  bonds. 

ARTICLE   TWO. 

ISSUE    OF    BONDS. 

The  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  and  deUver 
the  same  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  $45,000,000,  face  amount,  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  execution  of  this  indenture,  and  without  any 
further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Railway  Company,  but  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  7  of  this  Article,  be  authenticated  by  the  Trustee  and  be  dehvered  to 
the  Railway  Company,  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Railway  Company  signed 
by  its  President  or  a  Vice  President  and  by  its  Treasurer  or  an  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, under  its  corporate  seal.  The  bonds  so  delivered  to  the  Railway  Company 
or  their  proceeds,  shall  be  held  and  may  be  used  by  it  for  its  general  corporate 
purposes,  freed  and  discharged  from  any  restrictions. 

Section  2.  $30,000,000,  face  amount,  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall 
be  authenticated  by  the  Trustee  and  be  dehvered  to  the  Railway  Company, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Railway  Company  signed  by  its 
President  or  a  Vice  President  and  by  its  Treasurer  or  an  Assistant  Treasurer, 
under  its  corporate  seal,  accompanied  with  a  certificate  signed,  first,  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  a  Vice  President  or  the  Chief  Engineer,  and,  secondly,  by  the  Comptroller 
or  Auditor  or  Treasurer  of  the  Railway  Company,  stating  that  an  amount  of 
money  equal  to  the  then  value,  at  the  price  to  be  fixed  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  Section  6  of  this  Article  and  set  out  in  such  certificate,  of  the  bonds  called 
for  in  such  written  order  of  the  Railway  Company  has,  since  May  1,  1911, 
been  expended  or  contracted  to  be  expended  by  the  Railway  Company  in  the 
acquisition  of  property,  including  shares  of  capital  stock,  or  any  interest  therein, 
and  bonds  (other  than  property  for  the  construction  or  acquisition  of  which 
and  shares  of  capital  stock  and  bonds  for  the  acquisition  or  retirement  of  which 
provision  has  been  made  under  Section  3,  Section  4,  or  Section  5  of  this  Article) 
which  the  Railway  Company  lawfully  may  acquire.  The  Railway  Company 
also  shah  furnish  the  opinion  of  counsel  for  the  Railway  Company  to  the  effect 
that  the  Railway  Company  lawfully  may  acquire  the  property  covered  by  any 
such  certificate.  Such  order,  certificate  and  opinion  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  fuU  authority  and  protection  to  the  Trustee  for  its  authentication  and 
delivery  of  such  bonds  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section.  The 
bonds  so  delivered  to  the  Railway  Company,  or  their  proceeds,  shall  be  held 
and  may  be  used  by  it  for  its  general  corporate  purposes,  freed  and  discharged 
from  any  restrictions. 

Section  3.  $332,162,000,  face  amount,  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds 
shall  be  reserved  to  be  executed  by  the  Railway  Company  and  to  be  authenti- 
cated and  dehvered  by  the  Trustee,  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
changing, redeeming,  purchasing,  retiring,  refunding  or  paying  at  or  before 
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maturity  the  following  bonds,  all  of  which  the  Railway  Company  heretofore  has 
assumed  and  agreed  to  pay  (excepting  bonds  described  in  subdivision  (a), of 
this  section,  which  are  the  direct  obligations  of  the  Railway  Company)  and 
which  hereinafter  are  called  underlying  bonds : 

(o)  $222,400,000  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  Great  Northern 
Railway  Company  four  per  cent,  bonds,  maturing  July  1,  1921,  the  same  being 
the  total  authorized  issue  thereof,  secured  under  the  trust  indenture  between  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company, 
•parties  of  the  first  part,  and  The  Standard  Trust  Company  of  New  York, 
party  of  the  second  part,  dated  July  1,  1901,  and  by  the  deposit  thereunder, 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  as  therein  stated,  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Chicago,  BurUngton  and  Quincy  Railroad  Company  of  an  aggregate  par 
value  equal  to  one-half  the  aggregate  face  value  of  aU  such  bonds  outstanding ; 
of  which  bonds  $215,227,000  are  outstanding  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  and  the 
remainder  hereafter  may  be  issued  upon  the  terms  and  subject  to  the  conditions 
as  set  forth  in  such  trust  indenture ; 

(Here  follows  a  description  of  other  underlying  bonds.) 

Whenever  the  Railway  Company  shall  tender  or  shall  cause  to  be  tendered 
to  the  Trustee  any  underlying  bonds,  with  aU  unmatured  coupons  thereunto 
belonging,  whether  at,  before  or  after  the  maturity  or  the  payment  thereof,  the 
Trustee,  in  exchange  therefor,  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  to  the  Railway 
Company,  or  upon  its  order,  first  and  refunding  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
sum  equal  to  the  face  amount  of  the  underljdng  bonds  so  tendered  to  the  Trus- 
tee. Unless  canceled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  indenture  and 
until  so  canceled,  all  underlying  bonds  delivered  to  the  Trustee  shall  be  held 
by  it  without  impairment  of  the  lien  of  such  underlying  bonds  and  as  additional 
security  under  this  indenture  and  upon  the  trusts  herein  declared. 

At  any  time  or  times  at  or  after  the  maturity  of  any  underlying  bonds,  or 
within  twelve  months  before  such  maturity,  the  Railway  Company  may  sell 
first  and  refunding  bonds  reserved  under  this  section  for  such  purpose,  in  order 
to  provide  the  means  to  purchase  such  of  the  underlying  bonds  as  shaU  not 
theretofore  have  been  delivered  to  the  Trustee  and  be  held  by  the  Trustee  under 
this  indenture,  and  which  have  matured  or  are  to  mature  within  twelve  months ; 
and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Railway  Company, 
or  upon  its  order,  first  and  refunding  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  sum  equal 
to  the  face  amount  of  such  underlying  bonds  as  have  matured,  or  are  to  mature 
within  twelve  months ;  provided,  that  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  face 
value  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  so  authenticated  and  delivered  simul- 
taneously shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  in  exchange  therefor.  Out  of  the 
money  so  received  by  the  Trustee,  it  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Railway  Company 
and  upon  deUvery  to  the  Trustee  of  the  underlying  bonds  so  purchased  by  the 
Railway  Company,  pay  to  the  Railway  Company,  or  upon  its  order,  a  sum  equal 
to  the  face  amount  of  such  underlying  bonds  so  purchased. 

A  certificate,  signed  by  the  President  or  a  Vice  President  and  by  the  Treas- 
urer or  an  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Railway  Company  as  to  any  facts  perti- 
nent to  the  right  under  this  section  to  authenticate  and  deliver  first  and  refund- 
ing bonds,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  to  the  Trustee  of  such  facts,  and  full 
authority  for  the  action  of  the  Trustee  in  accordance  therewith. 

Whenever  any  first  and  refunding  jaonds  reserved  under  this  section  shall 
be  found  to  be  unnecessary  for  use  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section, 
because  of  the  fact  that  any  underlying  bonds,  for  the  retirement  of  which  first 
and  refunding  bonds  are  reserved,  shall  have  been  otherwise  satisfied  and  dis- 
charged, all  such  first  and  refunding  bonds,  if  any,  remaining  unissued  under 
this  section  shall  become  and  be  subject  to  issue,  and  shall  be  authenticated  by 
the  Trustee  and  delivered  to  the  Railway  Company,  for  the  purposes  and  subject 
to  the  restrictions  specified  in  Section  5  of  this  Article,  in  addition  to  the  bonds 
reserved  for  issue  under  said  section. 

Section  4.  $100,000,000,  face  amount,  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds 
shall  be  reserved  to  be  executed  by  the  Railway  Company,  and  to  be  authenti- 
cated and  delivered  by  the  Trustee,  from  time  to  time,  for  some  one  or  more  of 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  section,  but  subject  to  the  restrictions  in  this  sec- 
tion and  only  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  $3,000,000  of  such  bonds 
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for  each  calendar  year,  beginning  January  1,  1911 ;  it  beir^  understood  that  any 
portion  of  such  bonds  -whieli  shall  not  be  authenticated  and  delivered  in  any 
calendar  year  may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  at  any  time  thereafter  in 
addition  to  the  13,000,000  of  said  bonds  which  may  be  authenticated  and 
dehvered  in  any  subsequent  year. 

(A)  The  purposes  for  which  such  $100,000,000  of  reserved  bonds,  from 
time  to  time,  shall  be  executed,  authenticated  and  dehvered,  and  for  which  such 
bonds  and  their  proceeds  may  be  used  are  : 

(a)  the  construction,  piirchase  or  acquisition,  subsequent  to  January  1, 
1911,  of  lines  of  railways,  extensions  or  branches,  telegraph  or  telephone  lines, 
terrninal  properties,  depots,  yards,  shops,  machinery,  tools,  docks,  wharves, 
ferries,  landings,  boats,  rolhng  stock  and  other  equipment,  additional  main  or 
other  tracks,  and  other  acqidsitions,  additions,  improvements  and  betterments 
upon,  along  or  appertaining  to,  or  for  use  in  connection  with  or  in  extension  of, 
any  lines  of  railway,  branches,  telegraph  or  telephone  hues  at  the  time  subject 
to  this  indenture,  or  which  at  the  time  of  such  construction  or  acquisition  shall 
be  leased  by  the  Railway  Company  for  a  term  expiring  subsequent  to  July  1, 
1961,  and  the  leasehold  interest  of  the  Railway  Company  wherein  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  this  indenture,  or  which  shall  be  owned,  or  leased  for  a  term  expiring 
subsequent  to  July  1,  1961,  by  any  other  company  of  whose  capital  stock  the 
greater  part  shall  be  owned  by  the  Railway  Company  and  be  pledged  under 
this  indenture ; 

(6)  to  reimburse  the  Railway  Company  for  moneys  at  any  time  subsequent 
to  January  1,  1911,  expended  or  advanced  by  it  for  any  of  the  aforesaid 
purposes. 

(B)  The  restrictions  subject  to  which  the  bonds  reserved  under  this  section, 
from  time  to  time,  shall  be  authenticated  and  dehvered,  are  as  follows,  viz. : 

(1)  Before  authenticating  and  delivering  bonds  under  this  section,  there 
shall  be  dehvered  to  the  Trustee  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors 
or  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Railway  Company,  certified  under  its  cor- 
porate seal  by  its  Secretary  or  an  Assistant  Secretary,  calhng  for  the  authenti- 
cation and  deUvery  of  a  specified  amount  of  such  bonds,  not  greater  than  the 
amount  then  issuable  under  this  section,  and,  unless  required  for  reimbursement 
of  the  Railway  Company  in  respect  of  previous  expenditures,  directing  the 
officers  of  the  Railway  Company  to  set  aside  such  amount  of  bonds  of  their  pro- 
ceeds separate  and  apart  from  any  other  assets  and  funds  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  to  use  the  same  only  for  purposes  authorized  by  this  section ; 

(2)  In  every  instance  before  authenticating  or  delivering  any  bonds  reserved 
under  this  section,  except  bonds  issuable  for  the  calendar  year  1911,  which 
on  its  request,  made  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  subdivision  (1),  shall 
be  dehvered  to  the  Railway  Company  upon  the  execution  of  this  indenture,  the 
Trustee  shall  require  the  Railway  Company  to  furnish,  in  addition  to  such 
certified  copy  of  a  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee, 
a  certificate  or  certificates  signed,  first,  by  the  President  or  a  Vice  Preisdent  or 
the  Chief  Engineer,  and,  secondly,  by  the  Comptroller  or  Auditor  or  Treasurer  of 
the  Railway  Company  stating  : 

(a)  That  all  bonds  previously  authenticated  and  delivered  under  this 
section,  in  respect  of  which  no  such  certificate  previously  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished, or  the  proceeds  of  all  such  bonds,  actually  have  been  used  for,  or  actually 
appropriated  and  set  aside  for,  specific  liabilities  actually  incurred  for  purposes 
authorized  by  this  section  or  for  some  one  or  more  of  them,  or  actually  have  been 
used  to  reimbiu'se  the  Railway  Company  as  aforesaid  —  indicating  the  partic- 
ular property  acquired  or  constructed  or  contracted  for,  and  whether  acquired, 
constructed  or  contracted  for,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Railway  Company  or  any 
other  and  what  other  company,  or  the  kind  or  class  of  betterments  or  improve- 
ments made  or  contracted  for,  and  on  behalf  of  what  company,  and  the  amount 
of  bonds  or  proceeds  of  bonds  or  other  cash,  used  or  applied  or  actually  appro- 
priated and  set  aside  for  each  such  purpose ; 

(6)  That  the  price  paid  or  liability  incurred  for  such  purchase  or  construc- 
tion, or  for  such  acquisition,  or  for  such  betterments,  improvements  or  other 
property,  was  not  in  excess  of  the  fair  value  of  such  property  or  of  such  work, 
that  no  part  thereof  has  been  reimbursed  to  the  Railway  Company  out  of  moneys 
received  from  the  Trustee  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  indenture  and  that 
the  bonds  included  in  such  certificate  were  sold,  disposed  of  or  otherwise  ac- 
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counted  for,  at  not  less  than  their  fak  market  value  at  the  time  of  such  sale, 
disposition  or  accounting ; 

(c)  In  case  of  the  acquisition  or  construction  of,  or  contract  for,  additional 
property,  such  certificate  also  shall  state  whether  such  property  is  known  or 
believed  to  be  subject  to  any  lien  or  charge  except  undetermined  liens  or  ordi- 
nary operating  accounts  or  charges  incidental  to  construction,  and  whether  such 
property  has  become  or  will,  on  the  acquisition  thereof,  become  subject  to  the 
lien  of  this  indenture  as  a  first  charge  except  as  aforesaid,  and,  if  not,  the  hens 
prior  to  this  indenture  thereon  or,  on  the  acquisition  thereof,  attaching  thereto ; 
and  such  certificate  shall  specify  the  amount  of  any  stich  prior  hen  or  charge 
(other  than  as  aforesaid),  known  or  beheved  to  exist  or  attaching  or  to  attach 
thereto ; 

(d)  Any  such  certificate  under  this  section  may  state  any  other  facts  per- 
taining to  the  right  to  certify  and  deliver  bonds  hereunder.  The  same  officer 
or  oflcers  of  the  Railway  Company  need  not  certify  to  all  the  facts  required  to 
be  certified  to  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  but  different  officers  may 
certify  to  different  facts  respectively. 

(3)  No  bonds  reserved  under  this  Section  4  shall  be  authenticated  and 
delivered  for  or  in  respect  of  the  construction,  purchase  or  acquisition  of  property 
subject  to  any  lien  or  charge  certified  as  aforesaid,  unless  or  until  the  Trustee 
shall  have  reserved  thereout  of  an  amount  of  first  and  refunding  bonds  equal, 
at  the  rate  at  which  the  residue  of  said  bonds  shall  then  be  taken  by  the  Railway 
Company,  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  certified  hens  and  charges,  other  than 
liens  or  charges  prior  to  this  indenture  attaching  to  such  property  by  virtue  of 
the  provisions  contained  in  any  mortgage  upon  or  against  the  railways  or  prop- 
erty of  the  Railway  Company  or  of  the  company  by  or  on  whose  behalf  such 
acquisition  or  construction  shall  be  made  and  other  than  deferred  pajrments 
under  conditional  sale  agreements  and  leases  for  the  acquisition  of  equipment. 
Whenever  thereafter  any  such  certified  liens  and  charges,  in  respect  of  which 
such  reservations  shall  be  made,  shall  be  paid  or  be  satisfied,  or  shall  be 
acquired  and  be  subjected  to  the  hen  hereof,  then  a  proportionate  amount 
of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  so  reserved  by  the  Trustee  under  this  clause 
shall  be  deUvered  by  the  Trustee  to  the  Railway  Company,  or  upon  its  order, 
to  that  the  amount  of  such  bonds  held  by  the  Trustee  under  this  clause  at  all 
times  shall  be  equal,  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  to  the  amount  of  such  hens  and  oharges 
remaining  unsatisfied  or  not  subjected  to  the  hen  thereof. 

(4)  A  certificate  signed  by  one  of  the  officers  first  above  designated  and  one 
of  the  officers  secondly  above  designated  in  the  preceding  clause  (2),  or  a  certifi- 
cate having  indorsed  thereon  or  annexed  thereto  a  written  statement  of  such 
officers  in  the  form  in  clause  (2)  of  this  paragraph  (B)  specified,  shall  be  received 
by  the  Trustee  as  conclusive  evidence  of  any  statements  therein  contained  per- 
taining to  the  right  to  authenticate  and  deliver  bonds  pursuant  to  this  section, 
and  shall  be  full  protection  to  it  for  its  action  on  the  faith  thereof. 

The  Railway  Company  shall  execute,  or  shall  cause  to  be  executed,  any 
conveyances  or  instruments  of  fiu-ther  assurance  that  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  effectually  subjecting  to  the  hen  and  operation  of  this  indenture  any 
new  property  so  acquired  by  the  Railway  Company  and,  also,  in  case  of  any 
construction  upon  or  acquisition  for  any  railway  under  lease  to  the  tiailway 
Company,  the  Railway  Company  shall  execute,  or  cause  and  procure  to  be 
executed,  such  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  to  subject  the  property  so  con- 
structed or  acquired  to  the  lease  under  which  any  such  railway  is  held,  and,-  also, 
the  Railway  Company  shaU  furnish  the  written  opinion  of  counsel  for  the 
Railway  Company  to  the  effect  that  such  conveyances  or  other  instruments  are 
sufficient  for  such  purposes  or  that  no  conveyance  or  instrument  of  further  assur- 
ance is  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  Such  resolutions,  statements, 
certificates  and  opinion  shall  be  deemed  and  shall  be  taken  to  be  full  authority 
and  protection  to  the  Trustee  for  its  authentication  of  such  bonds  under  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  6.  The  remaining  $92,838,000,  face  amount,  of  the  first  and  re- 
funding bonds  shall  be  reserved  to  be  executed  by  the  Railway  Company, 
and  to  be  authenticated  and  delivered  by  the  Trustee,  from  time  to  time,  for 
the  acquisition  by  the  Railway  Company  after  January  1,  1912,  or  to  reimburse 
it  for  moneys  which  may  be  expended  by  it,  after  January  1,  1912,  for  the 
acquisition,  of: 
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•  (o)  bonds  of  any  company  or  companies ; 

(6)  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  or  Voting  Trust  Certificates  representing 
the  sa,me,  of  any  company  or  companies  in  an  amount  constituting  at  least  a 
majority  of  aU  shares,  therein,  outstanding  and  having  voting  power ; 

(c)  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  or  Voting  Trust  Certificates  representing  the 
same,  of  any  company  or  companies,  the  majority  of  whose  shares,  having 
voting  power,  previously  shall  have  been  pledged  under  this  indenture ; 

{d)  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  or  Voting  Trust  Certificates  representing 
the  same,  of  any  depot,  terminal  or  transfer  company,  or  other  company,  hav- 
ing the  right  to  furnish  to  railway  companies  station,  terminal  or  transfer 
facilities,  the  facilities  of  which,  or  any  part  whereof,  the  Railway  Company 
shall  have  the  right  to  use. 

Whenever  the  Railway  Company  shall  tender  or  shall  cause  to  be  tendered 
to  the 'Trustee  bonds  or  shares  of  capital  stock  as  in  this  section  hereinbefore 
described  and  set  forth  either  in  subdivisions  (a),  (b),  (c)  or  (d),  accompanied 
with  a  certificate  or  certificates  of  the  President  or  a  Vice  President  and  the 
Comptroller  or  Auditor  or  Treasurer  of  the  Railway  Company,  stating  the 
actual  amoimt  of  money  expended  or  of  obligation  incurred  by  the  Railway 
Company  in  the  acquisition  of  such  bonds  or  shares  of  capital  stock,  and  stating 
further,  in  the  case  of  shares  of  capital  stock  of  any  depot,  terminal  or  transfer 
company,  or  other  company  having  the  right  to  furnish  to  railway  companies 
station,  terminal  or  transfer  facilities,  that  the  Railway  Company  has  the  right 
to  use  the  facilities  of  such  depot,  terminal  or  transfer  company,  the  Trustee, 
in  exchange  therefor,  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  to  the  Railway  Company 
upon  its  request,  or  upon  its  order,  first  and  refunding  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
principal  suru  equal,  at  the  price  to  be  fixed  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section 
6  of  this  Article,  and  set  out  in  such  certificate  or  certificates,  tp  the  amount  of 
money  so  shown  to  be  expended  or  of  obligation  so  shown  to  nave  been  incurred 
by  the  Railway  Company  in  the  acquisition  of  the  bonds  or  shares  of  capital 
stock  so  tendered  to  the  Trustee.  Together  with  such  certificate,  there  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Trustee  any  such  bonds  or  shares  of  capital  stock,  properly 
assigned  in  blank  for  transfer,  so  acquired,  and  the  Railway  Company  shaU 
execute  or  shall  cause  to  be  executed  any  conveyances  or  instruments  of  further 
assurance  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  effectually  subjecting  to  the 
lien  and  operation  of  this  indenture,  as  a  first  charge  thereon,  any  such  bonds  or 
shares  of  capital  stock  so  acq^uired  by  the  Railway  Company ;  and,  also,  the 
Railway  Company  shaU  furnish  the  written  opinion  of  counsel  for  the  Railway 
Company  to  the  effect  that  such  conveyances  or  other  instruments  are  sufficient 
for  that  purpose,  or  that  no  conveyances  or  instruments  of  further  assurance 
are  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.  Such  certificates  and  opinion  shall 
be  deemed  and  shall  be  taken  to  be  full  authority  and  protection  to  the  Trustee 
for  its  authentication  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  section. 

If  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Railway  Company  shall  determine,  by  the 
aflfirmative  vote  of  two- thirds  of  all  the  directors,  that  any  bonds  remaining 
unissued,  either  under  Section  2  or  Section  4  of  this  Article,  no  longer  shall  be 
reserved  for  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  under  either  of  such  sections  such 
bonds  may  be  issued,  the  bonds  which  it  has  been  so  determined  no  longer  shall 
be  reserved  for  any  of  such  purposes  thereupon  shall  become  and  be  subject 
to  issue,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Railway  Company  shall  be  authenticated  by 
the  Trustee  «,nd  delivered  to  the  Railway  Company,  for  the  purposes  and  sub- 
ject to  the  restrictions  specified  in  this  Section  5. 

Section  6.  Whenever,  under  Section  2,  Section  4  or  Section  5  of  this  Article, 
the  Railway  Company  shaU  be  entitled  to  the  authentication  and  delivery  of 
first  and  refunding  bonds  in  reimbursement  of  expenditures  theretofore  made  or 
contracted  to  be  made  by  it,  the  Railway  Company  may  take  and  accept  such 
bonds  at  prices  to  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  or  of  its  execu- 
tive committee,  but  not  in  any  case  less  than  the  average  price  for  which  such 
bonds  shall  have  been  sold  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  during  the  previous 
calendar  month,  if  there  shall  have  been  any  such  sales  of  such  bonds. 

Section  7.  In  addition  to  all  other  requirements  of  this  indenture,  anything 
herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  bonds  shall  not,  in  any  case, 
be  authenticated  by  the  Trustee  and  delivered  to  the  Railway  Company,  or 
upon  its  order,  unless,  prior  to  each  authentication  and  delivery  thereof,  the 
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same  shall  be  duly  authorized  and  called  for  by  an  appropriate  resolution  of  the 
board  of  directors  or  executive  committee  of  the  Railway  Company  and  a  copy 
thereof,  certified  under  its  corporate  seal  by  its  Secretary  or  an  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  delivered  to  the'  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  THREE. 

REDEMPTION  BONDS  ON  OR  SUBSEQUENT  TO  JANUARY  1,  1941. 

Section  1.  The  entire  issue  of  first  and  refunding  bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  may  be  redeemed,  at  the  option  of  the  Railway  Company,  on  or  at 
any  time  subsequent  to  January  1,  1941,  at  five  per  centum  premium  and 
a.ccrued  interest,  provided  that  notice  of  such  election  of  the  Railway  Company 
shall  have  been  given  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  three  times  a  week  for  nine  successive  weeks  commencing  not 
more  than  ninety  days  prior  to  the  day  on  which  such  redemption  is  to  be 
made,  stating  such  election  on  the  part  of  the  Railway  Company  and  that  the 
interest  on  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding  will  cease  on  said 
day,  and  requiring  that  said  bonds  be  then  presented  for  redemption.  Notice 
having  been  so  given,  all  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding  shall, 
on  the  day  designated  in  such  notice,  become  due  and  payable  at  the  office 
or  agency  of  the  Railway  Company  in  the  City  of  New  York,  with  a  premium 
of  five  per  centum  and  the  accrued  interest  thereon  to  such  date  of  redemption, 
and  from  and  after  such  date  (unless  the  Railway  Company  shall  make  default 
in  the  payment,  or  provision  for  payment,  of  said  bonds)  interest  on  all  the  first 
and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding  shall  cease,  and,  on  presentation  thereof, 
in  accordance  with  such  notice,  the  principal  of  said  bonds,  together  with  a 
premium  of  five  per  centum  and  the  accrued  interest  to  such  date  of  redemption, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Railway  Company. 

Section  2.  On  the  deposit  with  the  Trustee  of  the  amount  necessary  so 
to  redeem  all  said  outstanding  bonds,  together  with  proof  satisfactory  to  the 
Trustee  of  the  due  pubUcation  of  such  notice  of  redemption,  and  the  payment 
to  the  Trustee  of  its  reasonable  compensation,  expenses  and  disbursements  then 
unpaid,  the  Trustee  shall  cancel  and  satisfy  this  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust,  and 
assign  and  deliver  to  the  Railway  Company  all  stocks,  bonds  and  other  indebted- 
ness or  property  held  by  it  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  FOUR. 

particular  covenants  op  the  railway  company. 
The  Railway  Company  covenants  as  hereinafter  in  this  article  set 

FORTH : 

Section  1.  The  Railway  Company  duly  and  punctually  wiU  pay  the-prin- 
cipal  and  interest  of  every  bond  issued  under  this  indenture,  at  the  dates  and  the 
place  and  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  such  bonds,  or  in  the  coupons  thereto 
belonging,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  without  deduction 
from  either  principal- or  interest  for  any  tax  or  taxes  which  the  Railway  Company 
or  the  Trustee,  or  either  of  them,  may  be  required  to  pay  or  to  retain  therefrom, 
under  or  by  reason  of  any  present  or  future  law  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
or  of  any  state,  county  or  municipality  therein,  the  payment  of.  which  tax  or 
taxes  the  Railway  Company  hereby  assumes.  The  interest  upon  the  coupon 
bonds  shall  be  payable  only  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  the  several 
coupons  for  such  interest  as  they  respectively  mature,  and  when  paid,  such 
coupons  forthwith  shall  be  canceled.  The  interest  on  the  registered  bonds 
without  coupons  shall  be  payable  only  to  the  registered  holders  thereof. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  accumulation  of  coupons  and  claims  for  interest 
aftel-  maturity,  the  Railway  Company  will  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  extend  or 
assent  to  the  extension  of  the  time  for  the  payment  of  any  coupon  or  claim  for 
interest  on  any  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds ;  and  the  Railway  Company 
will  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  a  party  to  or  approve  of  any  such  arrangement 
by  purchasing  or  funding  said  coupons  or  claims  for  interest  or  in  any  other 
manner. 

Section  2.     The  Railway  Company  shall  not  and  will  not  issue  or  permit

to  be  issued  any  additional  bonds  under  the  mortgages  or  trust  indentures,  or 
any  of  th.em,  securing  the  underlying  bonds  mentioned  in  Section  3,  Article  Two, 
of  this  indentiu-e,  excepting  only  and  reserving  the  right  to  cause  to  be  issued, 
under  the  trust  indenture  securing  the  aforesaid  joint  four  per  cent,  bonds  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany, in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  said  trust  indenture,  additional 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $7,173,000,  face  value. 

Section  3.  All  railways,  franchises,  bonds,  stocks  and  other  property  of 
every  kind,  by  the  granting  clauses  covenanted  to  be  conveyed  or  pledged  to 
the  Trustee  under  tms  indenture,  or  in  respect  of  the  construction  or  acquisition 
whereof  bonds  under  this  indenture  shall  be  authenticated  and  be  issued  as 
hereinbefore  provided  (except  property  —  including  shares  of  capital  stock 
or  any  interest  therein  and  bonds  —  in  respect  of  the  construction  or  acquisi- 
tion of  which  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  be  authenticated  under  the  provis- 
ions of  Sections  1  and  2,  or  either  of  them.  Article  Two,  of  this  indenture), 
and  aU  underlying  bonds  which  hereafter  may  be  acquired  by  the  Railway  Com- 
pany, immediately  upon  the  acquisition  thereof  by  the  Railway  Company, 
and  without  any  further  conveyance  or  assignment,  shall  become  and  be  subject 
to  the  Hen  of  this  indenture  as  fully  and  completely  as  though  now  owned  by 
the  Railway  Company  and  specifically  described  in  the  granting  clauses  hereof ; 
but  at  any  and  all  times  the  Railway  Company  wiU  execute  and  deliver  any  and 
all  such  further  assurances  or  conveyances  or  assignments  thereof  as  the  Trustee 
reasonably  may  direct  or  require,  for  the  purpose  of  expressly  and  specifically 
subjecting  the  same  to  the  hen  of  this  indentiu-e ;  and,  also,  the  Railway  Com- 
pany will  do,  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  done,  executed, 
acknowledged  and  delivered,  aU  and  every  such  fiu-ther  acts,  deeds,  conveyances, 
transfers  and  assurances  in  the  law,  for  the  better  assuring,  conveying,  assign- 
ing and  confirming  unto  the  Trustee  all  and  singular  the  hereditaments  and 
premises,  estates  and  property  hereby  conveyed  or  assigned,  or  intended  so  to 
be,  or  which  the  Railway  Company  may  be  or  hereafter  become  bound  to 
convey  or  assign  to  the  Trustee,  as  the  Trustee  reasonably  shall  require. 

Section  4.  The  Railway  Company  shall  not  and  wiU  not  suffer  or  permit 
any  default  wherefor  any  lessor  may  terminate  any  lease  of  any  railways,  fran- 
chises or  property  now  existing  or  hereafter  made  to  the  Railway  Company, 
or  to  any  other  company  of  whose  capital  stock  the  greater  part  of  the  amount 
at  that  time  outstanding  shall  then  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture.  In 
case  and  whenever  default  shaU  be  made  in  paying  any  sum  stipulated  to  be 
paid  in  any  such  present  or  future  lease,  the  Trustee,  without  affecting  any  of 
its  rights  hereunder,  from  time  to  time,  in  its  discretion,  may  itself  pay  any  sum 
so  in  default,  and  thereupon  shall  have,  and  forthwith  may  assert,  a  lien  for 
such  advances  upon  the  trust  estate  and  the  proceeds  thereof,  which  hen  shall 
be  entitled  to  priority  in  rank  and  to  priority  in  payment  from  the  income 
and  profits  of  the  trust  estate  over  the  first  and  refunding  bonds. 

The  Railway  Company  will  not  voluntarily  create  or  suffer  to  be  created 
any  debt,  lien  or  charge  which  would  be  prior  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture  upon 
the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  upon  the  income 
thereof;  and,  within  three  months  after  the  same  shall  accrue,  the  Railway 
Company  will  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged,  or  will  make  adequate  provision 
to  satisfy  and  discharge,  all  lawful  claims  and  demands  of  mechanics,  laborers 
and  others  which,  if  unpaid,  might  by  law  be  given  precedence  to  this  indenture 
as  a  lien  or  charge  upon  the  trust  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  income 
thereof ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  require  the  Rail- 
way Company  to  pay  any  such  debt,  lien  or  charge  so  long  as  it,  in  good  faith, 
shall  contest  the  validity  thereof. 

Section  5.  The  Railway  Company,  from  time  to  time,  will  pay  and  dis- 
charge, or  cause  to  be  paid  and  discharged,  all  taxes,  assessments  and  govern- 
mental charges  (the  lien  whereof  would  be  prior  to  the  hen  hereof)  lawfully 
imposed  upon  the  trust  estate,  or  upon  any  part  thereof,  or  upon  the  income  or 
profits  thereof,  aU  taxes,  assessments  and  governmental  charges  lawfully  imposed 
upon  the  lien  or  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  respect  of  such  premises  or  income,  and 
all  stock  and  bond  transfer  taxes  and  disbursements,  which  the  Trustee  may  be 
obliged  to  pay  or  incur  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  hereunder,  so  that  the 
lien  and  priority  of  this  indenture  shall  be  fully  preserved  at  the  cost  of  the 
Railway  Company,  without  expense  to  the  Trustee  or  the  bondholders;    pro- 
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vided,  however,  that  the  Railway  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  contest  any 
such  tax,  assessment  or  charge,  and,  pending  such  contest,  may  delay  or  defer 
the  payment  thereof. 

Section  6.  The  Railway  Company  wiU  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  the 
interest  on  all  underlying  bonds  not  held  by  the  Trustee  hereunder,  as  and 
when  such  interest  shall  become  payable ;  and,  when  due,  it  will  pay,  or  cause 
to  be  paid,  the  principal  of  said  underlying  bonds  or  cause  the  same  to  be  ac- 
quired and  pledged  under  this  indenture. 

Section  7.  Upon  the  discharge  of  any  indenture  or  trust  agreement  under 
which  they  may  be  pledged,  assigned  or  held,  and  to  which  they  may  be  subject, 
the  shares  of  stock  and  bonds  assigned  to  the  Trustee  by  the  granting  clauses 
of  this  indenture,  or  by  the  terms  hereof  becoming  subject  to  the  hen  of  this 
indenture,  forthwith  shall  be  assigned  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  be  held 
and  disposed  of  by  it,  subject,  in  aU  respects,  to  the  hen  and  operation  of  this 
indenture,  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Railway  Company,  at  all  times,  shall  and  will  diUgently 
preserve  all  the  rights  and  franchises  to  it  granted  and  upon  it  conferred,  and 
maintain,  preserve  and  keep  the  roUing  stock,  fixtures  and  appurtenances  and 
every  part  and  parcel  thereof,  in  good  repair,  working  order  and  condition,  and 
will  keep  the  railways,  premises  and  estate  subject  to  this  indenture  supphed  with 
all  necessary  motive  power,  roUing  stock  and  equipment,  and,  from  time  to  time, 
shall  and  wiU  thereto  make  aU  needful  and  proper  repairs,  renewals  and  replace- 
ments, useful  and  proper  alterations,  additions,  betterments  and  improvements. 

Section  9.  The  Railway  Company  wiU  not  sanction  or  permit  any  issue  of 
additional  shares  of  capital  stock  of  any  company,  of  whose  capital  stock  the 
greater  part  shall  be  pledged  or  assigned  hereunder,  or  (except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided)  the  issue  of  any  bonds  of  any  such  company,  or  the  creation  of 
any  mortgage  or  other  lien  upon  the  railroad  or  property  of  any  such  company, 
unless  simultaneously  there  shaU  be  made  effective  provision  that  such  indebt- 
edness and  the  evidences  thereof,  and  such  bonds  issued  and  such  mortgage  or 
other  hen,  and  all  such  additional  stock  (or  such  part  of  such  additional  stock 
as  shaU  be  proportionate  to  the  part  of  such  entire  issued  capital  stock  previously 
subject  to  this  indenture),  forthwith,  upon  the  issue  or  creation  thereof,  shall 
be  pledged  with  or  assigned  to  the  Trustee  hereunder ;  and  all  such  additional 
stock  shall  be  fuUy  paid  and  non-assessable. 

Except  as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  the  Railway  Company  un- 
less with  the  consent  of  the  Trustee,  wiU  not  sanction  or  permit  any  company, 
of  whose  capital  stock  the  greater  part  shall  be  pledged  or  assigned  hereunder, 
to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  railroad  or  property  or  any  part  thereof,  except 
to  the  Railway  Company  or  to  some  other  company  of  whose  capital  stock  the 
greater  part  then  shall  be  owned  by  the  Railway  Company  and  be  pledged 
hereunder.  Any  such  railroad  or  property  so  acquired  by  the  Railway  Company 
forthwith  and  ipso  facto  shaU  become  subject  to  the  hen  of  this  indenture,  and 
by  proper  instruments  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  Trustee,  subject  to  any  liens 
then  existing  thereon,  or,  upon  such  conveyance,  to  attach  thereto ;  provided, 
however,  that  any  company,  of  whose  capital  stock  the  greater  part  shall  be 
pledged  hereunder,  from  time  to  time,  may  sell  any  of  its  property,  if  thereby 
the  continuity  of  its  hues  of  railway  be  not  broken,  which,  at  the  time  of  such 
sale,  by  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee,  shall  be  found 
no  longer  to  be  necessary  or  advantageous  to  be  retained  for  the  purpose  of  its 
business  and  the  sale  of  which  shall  be  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  its  board  of 
directors  or  executive  committee  directing  that  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be 
held  apart  from  all  other  funds  of  such  company  until  applied  to  the  acquisi- 
tion or  construction  of  other  property. 

Except  as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  the  Railway  Company, 
unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Trustee,  will  not  sanction  or  permit  any  company, 
of  whose  capital  stock  the  greater  part  shall  be  pledged  or  assigned  hereunder, 
to  lease  its  raih-oad  or  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  except  to  the  Railway  Com- 
^^^^  1?""  *°  ^°™®  °^'^^^  company  of  whose  capital  stock  the  greater  part  then 
shall  be  owned  by  the  Railway  Company  and  be  pledged  hereunder,  nor  unless 
such  lease  be  upon  the  condition  that  it  shall  terminate  at  the  election  of  the 
Trustee,  by  entry  or  otherwise,  in  case  default  shall  be  made  and  shall  continue 
as  provided  in  Section  2,  Article  Six,  hereof,  and  at  the  election  of  the  purchaser 
m  case  of  a  sale  of  the  property  subject  to  this  indenture. 
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Section  10.  Any  and  all  claims  and  indebtedness  which  the  Railway  Com- 
pany now  has,  or  hereafter  may  acquire,  against  any  other  company,  of  whose 
capital  stock  the  greater  part  shall  be  pledged  hereunder,  shall  be  and  become 
subject  to  this  indenture,  on  the  acquisition  thereof  by  the  Railway  Company 
(subject  to  the  provisions  in  respect  thereof  in  this  indenture  contained),  and 
upon  the  happening  of  any  of  the  events  described  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
Section  6,  Article  Five,  of  this  indenture,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
Trustee,  the  Railway  Company  will  execute  to  the  Trustee  appropriate  assign- 
ments thereof. 

Section  11.  The  Railway  Company  with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  and  by 
the  diligent  prosecution  of  work  thereon,  will  complete  or  cause  to  be  completed 
aU  hnes  of  railway,  both  main  and  branch,  which,  in  the  First  paragraph  of  the 
granting  clause  of  this  indenture,  are  described  as  being  now  under  construction 
and,  when  completed,  will  use,  operate  and  maintain  the  same  as  part  of  its 
railway  hnes. 

Section  12.  All  locomotives,  tenders,  cars  and  other  equipment,  upon 
which  this  indenture  shall  be  or  become  a  first  lien,  shall  be  marked  so  as  to  dis- 
tinguish said  equipment  from  the  other  equipment  of  the  Railway  Company 
and  identify  the  same  as  equipment  subject  to  this  indenture.  The  Railway 
Company,  at  aU  times,  will  keep  and  maintain  aU  such  cars,  locomotives,  ten- 
ders and  other  equipment  in  good  order  and  condition,  reasonable  wear  and  tear 
excepted,  and  at  all  times  wLU  maintain  such  distinctive  mark  thereon;  and 
whenever  any  such  locomotives,  tenders,  cars  or  other  equipment  now  or  at 
any  time  hereafter  covered  by  this  indenture,  shall  be  worn  out  or  be  destroyed, 
the  Railway  Company  promptly  wiU  cause  the  same  to  be  replaced  by  other 
locomotives,  tenders,  ears  or  other  equipment  of  at  least  equal  value,  upon 
which  such  distinctive  mark  shall  be  placed,  so  that  at  all  times  the  value  of  the 
locomotives,  tenders,  cars  and  other  equipment,  upon  which  this  indenture  shall 
be  a  first  lien,  shall  be  fully  kept  up ;  and  at  all  times  the  Railway  Company 
will  set  apart,  use  and  apply  for  that  purpose,  so  much  of  the  net  earnings  of 
the  mortgaged  premises  as  may  be  required  for  such  maintenance  and  replace- 
ment of  such  equipment  subject  to  the  hen  hereof. 

Section  13.  The  Railway  Company  will  not  issue,  negotiate,  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  any  first  and  refunding  bonds  in  any  manner  other  than  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  indenture  and  the  agreements  in  that  behalf  herein 
contained ;  and  in  issuing,  seUing,  negotiating  or  otherwise  disposing  of  such 
bonds,  from  time  to  time,  it  wiU  sell  and  truly  apply,  or  cause  to  be  applied,  the 
same,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  to  and  for  the  purposes  therein  prescribed,  and 
to  or  for  no  other  or  different  purposes. 

Section  14.  The  Railway  Company  shaU  not  and  wiU  not  extend  or 
suffer  or  permit  to  be  extended,  while  any  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  are 
outstanding,  any  bonds  secured  by  any  existing  mortgage  or  instrument  of 
conveyance  or  assignment  in  trust  of  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  covenant  and  for  aU  other  pur- 
poses of  this  indenture  the  term  "mortgaged  and  pledged  premises"  shall  in- 
clude aU  railways,  leasehold  interests,  equipment,  stocks,  bonds  and  other 
properties  conveyed  or  agreed  to  be  conveyed  by  the  granting  clauses  of  this 
indenture,  or  otherwise  becoming  subject  thereto. 

Section  15.-  The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  Company,  in  order  to  secure  their  joint  bonds  maturing 
July  1,  1921,  executed  and  dehvered  to  The  Standard  Trust  Company  of  New 
York,  as  Trustee,  a  certain  trust  indenture,  dated  July  1,  1901,  and  deposited 
and  pledged  thereunder,'  with  the  said  Trustee,  certain  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quinoy  RaUroad  Company,  upon  the  covenants, 
conditions,  uses  and  trusts  as  in  said  trust  indenture  fuUy  set  forth.  In  Sec- 
tion 3,  Article  Two,  of  the  said  trust  indenture,  the  said  two  Railway  Companies 
covenanted  as  follows : 

"that  neither  of  said  Railway  Companies"  (meaning  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company)  "will  addi- 
tionally encumber  its  existing  hnes  of  railway  by  any  new  mortgage  thereon, 
except  by  way  of  further  security  for  bonds  issued  under  existing  mortgages  of 
said  railways,  or  to  secure  bonds  issued  to  refund  bonds  secured  by  existing 
mortgage  of  said  railways,  unless,  by  the  terms  of  such  new  mortgage,  it  shall 
be  provided,  that  any  balance  that  the  mortgagor  shall  be  bound  to  pay  on  ac- 
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count  of  the  bonds  secured  by  this  indenture  after  the  application  of  the  stock 
pledged  hereunder,  shall  be  included  in  the  debt  secured  by  said  new  mortgage ;" 
The  said  joint  bonds  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company  are  the  same  bonds  for  refunding  and  retir- 
ing which  provision  has  been  made  in  subdivision  (a),  Section  3,  Article  Two, 
of  this  indenture.  In  addition  to  such  refunding  provisions,  the  Great  Northern 
Railway  Company,  anything  in  this  indenture  contained  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, now  and  hereby  includes  in  the  debt  secured  by  this  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust  any  balance  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  shall  be 
bound  to  pay  on  account  of  the  bonds  secured  by  the  said  indenture  to  The 
Standard  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  of  date  July  1,  1901,  after  the  appli- 
cation of  the  stock  pledged  under  the  said  last  mentioned  indenture. 

ARTICLE  FIVE. 

CONTROL  OP  STOCKS  AND  BONDS  MORTGAGED. 

Section  1.  When  and  as  any  bonds  or  obhgations  or  the  certificates  for 
any  shares  of  stock  which  the  Railway  Company,  by  this  indentvu-e,  has  assigned 
or  agreed  to  assign  and  transfer  to  the  Trustee,  shall  come  into  the  possession 
of  the  Railway  Coinpany  or  under  its  control,  the  Railway  Company  forthwith 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Trustee,  together  with  proper  instruments  of  assign- 
ment and  transfer  thereof  to  the  Trustee  or  to  its  nominee  or  nominees. 

Section  2.  Until  the  final  satisfaction  or  release  of  the  several  mortgages 
or  trust  agreements  securing  the  underlying  bonds  as  defined  in  Section  3, 
Article  Two,  hereof,  all  the  bonds,  stocks,  equipment  and  other  property  covered 
by  said  indentures  severally  and  respectively,  shall  be  and  shall  remain  subject 
to  the  prior  and  superior  lien  thereof,  and  shall  be  held  as  provided  in  said  in- 
dentures severally  and  respectively,  with  aU  the  powers,  rights  and  discretions 
and  subject  to  all  the  provisions  set  forth  in  said  indentures  severally  and  re- 
spectively ;  and  neither  the  execution  of  this  indenture  nor  any  action  hereunder 
shall  in  any  manner  affect  said  indentures,  or  either  of  them,  or  any  rights 
of  the  holders  of  the  bonds  thereby  secured,  or  any  rights  or  duties  of  the  trustees 
under  any  of  said  indentures. 

Whenever  underlying  bonds  of  any  class  (other  than  those  described  in 
subdivision  (a).  Section  3,  Article  Two,  of  this  indenture),  constituting  the  entire 
amount  outstanding  of  bonds  of  the  same  issue,  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee 
subject  to  this  indenttire  (except  lost  or  destroyed  bonds  for  which  satisfactory 
indemnity  may  have  been  given),  the  Trustee,  in  its  discretion,  may  and,  at  the 
request  of  the  Railway  Coinpany  (duly  authorized  by  an  appropriate  resolu- 
tion of  its  board  of  directors'  or  executive  committee,  of  which  a  certified  copy 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Trustee),  shall  cancel  all  underlying  bonds  of  such  class 
and  shall  take  all  steps  desirable  or  proper  to  cause  the  mortgage,  trust  deed  or 
trust  agreement  securing  the  same  to  be  canceled  or  discharged  of  record,  or 
the  mortgaged  or  pledged  premises  and  property  embraced  therein  to  be  released 
from  such  mortgage,  trust  deed  or  trust  agreement,  and,  thereupon,  all  bonds, 
shares  of  capital  stock  or  other  personal  property  mortgaged  and  pledged  there- 
under shall  be  delivered  to  and  held  by  the  Trustee  as  further  security  for  the 
bonds  issued  hereunder. 

Section  3.     Whenever  the  Railway  Company  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee 

•  such  instruments  of  conveyance  assignment  or  transfer  as,  in  the  judgment  of 

•  the  Trustee,  shall  be  sufficient  to  subject  directly  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture, 
as  a  first  lien  thereon,  all  the  property,  whether  railways  or  bonds  or  shares  of 

.  capital  stock,  conveyed,  mortgaged,  transferred  or  pledged  to  secure  any  series 
of  bonds,  all  or  part  of  which  shall  have  been  acquired  by  the  Railway  Company 
by  the  use  of  bonds  issued  under  subdivision  (a),  Section  3,  or  under  Section  6, 
Article  Two,  or  this  indenture,  and  all  of  which  series  of  bonds  (except  lost  or 
destroyed  bonds  for  which  satisfactory  indemnity  may  have  been  given)  shall 
then  be  pledged  with  the  Trustee  under  and  subject  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture, 
the  Trustee,  at  the  request  of  the  Railway  Company  (duly  authorized  by  an 
appropriate  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee,  of  which 
a  certified  copy  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Trustee),  shall  cancel  all  bonds  of  such 
series  so  pledged  with  the  Trustee  and  shall  take  all  steps  desirable  or  proper  to 
cause  the  mortgage,  trust  deed  or  trust  agreement  securing  the  same  to  be 
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canceled  or  discharged  of  record,  or  the  mortgaged  or  pledged  premises  and 
property  embraced  therein  to  he  released  from  such  mortgage,  trust  deed  or 
trust  agreement,  and,  thereupon,  aU  bonds,  shares  of  capital  stock  or  other 
personal  property  mortgaged  or  pledged  thereunder  shall  be  delivered  to  and 
held  by  the  Trustee  as  further  security  for  the  bonds  issued  hereunder. 
Section  4.     Whenever,  on  or  after  July  1,  1921 : 

(Here  follows  provisions  relative  to  cancellation  of  C.  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co. 
bonds.) 

Section  5.  The  Trustee  is  authorized  in  its  discretion  (1)  to  cause  to  be 
registered  in  its  name  as  Trustee,  or  in  the  name  of  its  nominee  or  nominees, 
any  and  all  coupon  bonds  pledged  with  and  delivered  to  it  hereunder,  or  which 
at  any  time  hereafter  may  be  received  by  it  under  and  in  accordance  with  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  indenture,  or  (2)  to  cause  the  same  to  be  exchanged  for 
registered  bonds  without  coupons  of  any  denomination,  or  (3)  to  cause  any 
such  bonds  to  be  stamped  "Not  negotiable.  Held  by  Bankers  Trust  Company, 
as  Trustee,  under  the  First  and  Refunding  Gold  Bond  Mortgage  of  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  Company,  dated  May  1,  1911."  The  Trustee  shall  cause  to 
be  transferred  into  its  name,  as  Trustee  hereunder,  or  into  the  name  of  its  nom- 
inee or  nominees,  all  registered  bonds  which  shall  have  been  delivered  and 
assigned  to  it  hereunder. 

The  Trustee  at  any  time  may  transfer  into  its  name,  as  Trustee  hereunder, 
aU  or  any  shares  of  stock,  the  certificates  for  which  shall  have  been  pledged 
with  and  delivered  to  it  hereunder,  or,  in  its  discretion,  the  Trustee  may  hold 
such  certificates  in  the  name  of  the  registered  holder  thereof  at  the  time  of 
such  pledge,  or  in  the  name  of  a  nominee  of  the  Trustee,  provided  that  in  either 
case  the  same  be  indorsed  in  blank  for  transfer,  or  be  accompanied  by  proper 
instruments  of  assignment  in  blank  duly  executed  by  such  registered  holder. 

The  Trustee  may  do  whatever  may  be  necessary,  in  its  opinion,  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining,  preserving,  renewing  or  extending  the  corporate  exis- 
tence of  any  company,  any  part  of  whose  stock  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee 
hereunder,  and  for  such  purposes,  from  time  to  time,  may  sell,  assign,  transfer 
and  deliver  so  many  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  several  companies  as  may  be 
necessary  to  qualify  persons  to  act  as  directors  of,  or  in  any  other  official  rela- 
tion to,  said  companies.  Whenever  the  Railway  Company  shall  in  writing  so 
request  (which  request  shall  state  that  the  Railway  Company  has  no  shares  for 
that  purpose  under  its  control  other  than  shares  held  under  this  indenture), 
the  Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer  to  persons  designated  by  the  Railway  Com- 
pany a  sufficient  number  of  any  shares  that  then  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee 
hereunder,  to  qualify  such  persons  to  act  as  directors  of,  or  in  any  official  rela- 
tion to,  the  several  companies  which  issued  such  shares ;  provided,  however, 
that  under  this  provision  no  transfer  shall  be  made  which  shall  reduce  the  amount 
of  stock  in  any  such  company  held  by  the  Trustee,  so  as  to  render  it  less  than  a 
controlling  interest  in  such  stock ;  and  in  every  case  the  Trustee  shall  make  such 
arrangements  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  trust  here- 
under in  respect  of  the  shares  so  assigned. 

Section  6.  Unless  and  until  a  receiver  shall  have  entered  into  possession 
of  the  railways  or  some  of  them  constituting  part  of  the  mortgaged  and  pledged 
premises;  or  unless  and  until  the  Trustee  shall  have  entered  into  possession 
of  said  railways  or  some  of  them  or  a  part  thereof,  under  the  powers  herein 
granted ;  or  unless  and  until  there  shall  be  a  default  (1)  in  the  payment  of  any 
interest  on  any  first  and  refunding  bond  or  bonds  at  any  time  outstanding; 
or  (2)  in  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  any  first  and  refunding  bond ;  or  (3)  in 
the  payment  of  any  interest  on,  or  of  the  principal  of,  any  outstanding  bond 
secured  by  any  mortgage  or  instrument  of  conveyance  or  assignment  in  trust 
at  the  time  constituting  a  prior  hen  on  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises, 
or  on  part  thereof;  or  (4)  in  the  due  observance  or  performance  of  any  other 
covenant  or  condition  in  this  indenture  required  to  be  kept  or  performed  by  the 
Railway  Company,  and  such  last-mentioned  default  shall  have  continued 
for  a  period  of  six  months  after  written  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given  by 
the  Trustee  to  the  Railway  Company,  — 

(o)  The  Trustee  shall  not  (except  with  the  assent  of  the  Railway  Company) 
collect  or  be  entitled  to  collect  the  principal  or  interest  of  any  bonds,  or  of  any 
other  claims  or  indebtedness  now  or  hereafter  subject  to  this  indenture  whether 
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at  or  before  or  after  the  maturity  of  such  bonds  or  other  claims  or  indebtedness, 
and  shall  not  enforce  any  provisions  of  the  mortgages,  trust  deeds  or  other  in- 
struments under  which  such  bonds  or  other  obligations  shall  be  or  shall  have  been 
issued,  or  by  which  the  same  are  secured ; 

(6)  the  Railway  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  all  interest  paid  in 
respect  of  aU  such  bonds  or  obligations  and  the  dividends  on  all  shares  of  stock 
which  shall  be  subject  to  this  indenture  although  the  same  may  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Trustee ; 

(c)  from  time  to  time  (subject  to  the  covenants  in  respect  thereof  in  this 
section  contained)  upon  request  of  the  Railway  Company,  the  Trustee  shall 
deliver  to  the  Railway  Company  all  coupons  for  such  interest  then  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Trustee,  as  they  mature  (except  coupons  belonging  to  all  bonds 
secm-ed  by  a  hen  prior  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture,  upon  any  of  the  railways  or 
other  property  of  whatsoever  character  constituting  part  of  the  mortgaged 
and  pledged  premises,  which  shall  be  canceled  before  delivery  to  the  Railway 
Company),  in  order  that  the  Railway  Company  may  receive  payment  thereof 
for  its  own  use,  or  may  cause  the  same  to  be  canceled ;  and  the  Trustee  shall 
deliver  to  the  Railway  Company  suitable  orders  in  favor  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany, or  its  nominee,  for  the  payment  of  such  interest  and  dividends,  and  the 
Railway  Company  may  collect  such  coupons,  interest  and  dividends  (but  not 
by  any  proceeding  which  the  trustee  shall  deem  prejudicial  to  the  trusts  here- 
under), and  the  Trustee  upon  demand  shall  pay  over  to  the  Railway  Company 
all  such  interest  and  dividends  which  may  be  collected  or  be  received  by  the 
Trustee ;  and 

(d)  the  Railway  Company,  for  its  own  use,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  and  collect  (but  not  by  any  proceeding  which  the  Trustee  shall  deem 
prejudicial  to  the  trusts  hereunder)  and  may  release  and  discharge  the  principal 
and  interest  of  aU  such  claims  or  indebtedness  subjected  to  the  lien  of  this  inden- 
ture under  Section  10,  Article  Four,  hereof,  and  upon  request  of  the  Railway 
Company  the  Trustee  shall  execute  any  reassignments  or  releases  which  may  be 
required  for  that  purpose ; 

Provided,  however,  and  hereby  it  is  declared  and  agreed,  except  as  in  this 
indenture  otherwise  expressly  provided,  that 

(1)  the  Railway  Company  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  and  the  Trustee 
shall  not  pay  over  to  the  Railway  Company  the  principal  of  any  underlsring  bond 
or  other  bond  subject  to  this  indenture ; 

(2)  the  Railway  Company  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  and  the  Trustee 
shall  not  pay  over  any  interest  on  any  such  bonds,  or  the  principal  of,  or  interest 
on,  any  other  such  obligations,  claims  or  indebtedness,  which  shall  have  been 
collected  or  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  or  condemnation  of  the  prop- 
erty covered  by  a  mortgage  securing  such  bonds,  or  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  any  other  property  of  the  company  liable  upon  such  bonds,  obligations, 
claims  or  indebtedness  in  case  of  a  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  such  company ; 
it  being  the  intention  that  the  Railway  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
only  payments  made  out  of  the  rents,  revenues,  income  or  proceeds  of  operation 
of  such  properties  ; 

(3)  the  Railway  Company  shall  not  sell,  assign  or  transfer  any  such  coupon 
or  right  to  interest  or  dividends  delivered  or  assigned  to  it,  or  any  other  sueh 
claim  or  indebtedness,  except  subject  to  this  indenture ; 

(4)  the  Railway  Company  shall  not  collect  any  such  coupons  or  interest 
or  dividends,  or  any  other  such  claims  or  indebtedness,  by  legal  proceedings  or 
by  enforcement  of  any  security  therefor,  except  with  the  written  assent  of  the 
Trustee,  nor  in  any  manner  which  the  Trustee  shall  deem  prejudicial  to  the  trusts 
hereunder;   and 

(6)  until  actually  paid,  released  or  discharged,  every  such  coupon  or  right 
to  interest  or  dividends,  and  all  other  such  claims  and  indebtedness  shall  remain 
subject  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture. 

The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  assume  that  any  interest  received  by  it  on 
any  bond  or  other  obUgation,  claim  or  indebtedness,  or  any  dividends  received 
on  any  shares  of  stock,  is  paid  out  of  rents,  revenues,  income  or  proceeds  of 
operation,  until  it  is  notified  in  writing  to  the  contrary ;  and  in  the  absence  of 
any  such  written  notification  it  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  as  between  the 
Trustee  and  the  bondholders,  that,  in  making  any  payments  thereof  to  the 
Railway  Company,  the  Trustee  acted  in  good  faith. 
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If  any  such  coupons  or  if  any  evidence  of  any  such  claim  or  indebtedness, 
delivered  to  the  Railway  Company  hereunder,  shall  not  as  aforesaid  forthwith 
be  paid  or  canceled,  the  Railway  Company  shall  return  the  same  to  the  Trustee, 
and,  in  case  of  the  payment  of  any  such  coupon,  claim  or  indebtedness,  shall, 
upon  the  demand  of  the  Trustee,  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  cancel- 
lation and  extmguishment  thereof. 

Section  7.  In  case  any  sum  shall  be  paid  on  account  of  the  principal  of 
any  underlying  bonds  or  other  bonds  or  of  any  obligations  subject  to  this  inden- 
ture (except  claims  or  indebtedness  subjected  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture  under 
Section  10,  Article  Four,  hereof)  or  in  case  any  sum  shall  be  paid  on  account  of 
the  interest  on  any  such  bonds  or  obligations,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  property  covered  by  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  securing  such  bonds  or 
obligations,  or  in  case,  upon  the  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  any  company, 
any  sum  shaU  be  paid  upon  any  bonds  or  shares  of  stock  or  any  claims  against 
or  indebtedness  of  such  company  subject  to  this  indenture  (except  claims  or 
indebtedness  subjected  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture  under  Section  10,  Article  ' 
Four,  hereof),  then  in  any  such  case  any  such  sum,  unless  required  to  be  paid  to 
and  received  by  the  Trustee  under  any  indenture  constituting  a  lien  prior  to  the 
lien  of  this  indenture  on  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises,  or  part  thereof, 
or  unless  applied  on  account  of  the  purchase  price  of  property  purchased  pur- 
suant to  Section  9  of  this  Article,  shall  be  received  by  the  Trustee,  and  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  paid  over  by  the  Trustee  to  the  Railway  Company  to 
reimburse  it  for  expenditures  by  it  made  for  any  purpose  for  which  bonds  or 
their  proceeds  may  be  used  under  Section  4,  Arti'cle  Two,  hereof,  upon  certifi- 
cates of  such  expenditures,  signed  by  the  President  or  a  Vice-President  or  the 
Chief  Engineer,  and  by  the  Comptroller  or  Auditor  or  Treasiu:er  of  the  Railway 
Company,  and  otherwise  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  said 
section.  Such  certificates  shaU  be  in  the  form  required  by  Section  4,  Article 
Two,  hereof,  and  shall  be  full  protection  to  the  Trustee  for  its  action  on  the 
faith  thereof. 

Section  8.  Unless  and  until  some  one  of  the'  events  described  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  Section  6  of  this  Article  shall  have  happened,  the  Railway  Company 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote  upon  all  shares  of  stock  subject  to  this  indenture 
for  aU  purposes  not  contrary  to  its  covenants  herein  contained  or  otherwise 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  or  purposes  of  this  indenture,  and  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  though  such  shares  were  not  subject  to  this  indenture ;  and, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  demand  of  the  Railway  Company,  the  Trustee  forthwith 
shall  execute  and  deliver,  or  shall  cause  to  be  executed  and  delivered,  to  the 
Railway  Company,  or  to  its  nominees,  suitable  powers  of  attorney  or  proxies 
to  vote  upon  any  shares  of  stock  which  shall  have  been  transferred  to  the  Trus- 
tee or  to  its  nominees,  which  proxies  shall  contain  the  provision  that  the  right 
shall  be  exercised  for  all  purposes  not  contrary  to  the  covenants  or  otherwise 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  indentm'e.  Specifically, 
but  without  limitation  of  the  general  powers  in  this  section  or  elsewhere  herein 
reserved  to  the  Railway  Company,  or  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  shares  of 
stock  pledged  hereunder,  the  Railway  Company  shaU  have  the  right  so  to  vote 
aU  shares  of  stock  pledged  hereunder  in  favor  of  the  creation  by  any  company, 
of  whose  capital  stock  the  greater  part  shall  be  pledged  hereunder,  of  mortgages 
or  other  hens  or  charges,  upon  any  additional  property  subsequent  to  the  date 
of  this  indenture  acquired  by  any  such  company.  A  certificate  signed  by  the 
President  or  a  Vice  President  or  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  by  the  Comptroller  or 
Auditor  or  Treasurer  of  the  Railway  Company,  specifying  such  additional 
property  acquired  by  any  such  company,  shall  be  received  by  the  Trustee  as 
conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  set  forth,  and  shall  be 
full  warrant  and  protection  to  the  Trustee  for  its  action  on  the  faith  thereof. 

Section  9.  In  case  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  principal 
or  interest  of  any  bonds  or  obhgations  which  shall  have  been  delivered  to  and 
shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  hereunder,  or  of  any  other  bonds  then  secured 
by  the  same  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  as  such  bonds  held  by  the  Trustee,  then, 
and  in  any  such  case,  if  th^  Trustee  shall  hold  more  than  ninety  per  centum  in 
amount  of  the  entire  issue  of  such  bonds  or  obligations  in  default,  the  Trustee, 
without  prejudice,  however,  to  its  right  to  claim  a  default  under  this  indenture, 
or  to  assert  any  right  consequent  upon  such  default,  shall  upon  the  written 
request  of  the  Railway  Company  (the  Railway  Company  not  then  being  in 
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default  under  this  indenture),  and,  if  required  by  the  Trustee  hereunder,  upon 
receiving  reasonable  indemnity,  and  in  other  eases  upon  such  written  request, 
it  may,  in  its  discretion,  cause  proper  proceedings  to  be  instituted  and  prosecuted 
in  some  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  foreclose  or  enforce  the  mortgage, 
or  trust,  or  charge,  by  which  such  bonds  or  obUgations  in  default  are  secured. 
In  case  of  the  happening  of  any  of  the  events  hereinafter  denominated  events 
of  default,  or  in  case  the  Trustee  shall  have  entered,  or  shaU  have  elected  to 
enter,  into  possession  of  the  railways  or  some  of  them  constituting  part  of  the 
mortgaged  and  pledged  premises,  either  under  the  power  herein  conferred,  or 
by  the  voluntary  action  of  the  Railway  Company,  then,  and  in  any  such  case, 
the  Trustee,  in  its  discretion,  may  institute  such  proceedings  without  such  written 
request. 

In  case  (1)  at  any  time  any  company,  of  whose  capital  stock  the  greater  part 
shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  subject  to  this  indenture  as  a  first  hen  thereon, 
shall  be  dissolved  or  liquidated,  or  in  case  (2)  all  or  any  property  of  any  such 
company  shall  be  sold  at  any  judicial  or  other  sale,  or  in  case  (3)  any  property 
covered  by  a  mortgage  securing  any  bonds,  or  subject  to  any  charge  or  trust 
for  the  payment  of  any  other  obligations,  held  by  the  Trustee  subject  to  this 
indenture  as  a  first  lien  thereon,  shaU  be  sold  upon  foreclosure  of  such  mortgage, 
or  by  enforcement  of  such  charge  or  trust,  —  then,  in  any  such  event,  if  the  prop- 
erty of  such  dissolved  or  Uquidated  company,  or  the  property  sold,  can  be 
acquired  by  crediting  on  the  bonds,  obligations,  claims,  indebtedness  or  stock, 
held  by  the  Trustee  hereunder,  any  sum  accruing  or  to  be  received  thereon 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  proJ)erty,  and  by  paying  not  more  than  ten  per  centum 
of  the  price  of  such  property  in  cash  (or  more  than  ten  per  centum,  if  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  so  request),  the 
Trustee  in  its  discretion  may,  and,  if  requested  in  writing  by  the  Railway  Com- 
pany or  by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds 
and  provided  with  the  amount  of  cash  necessary  therefor  (whether  such  amount 
be  more  or  less  than  ten  per  centum  of  the  price  of  such  property),  in  every  ease 
shah  purchase  or  cause  to  be  purchased,  or  permit  the  Railway  Company 
to  purchase,  such  property,  either  in  the  name  or  on  behalf  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  the  Railway  Company,  or  by  pinrchasing  trustees,  as  the  Trustee  may  deter- 
mine, and  shall  use,  or  permit  the  Railway  Company  to  use,  such  bonds,  obliga- 
tions, claims,  indebtedness  and  stock,  so  far  as  may  be,  to  make  payment  for 
such  property ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  purchase  the  Trustee  shall  take  such 
steps  as  it  may  deem  proper  to  cause  such  property  to  be  vested  either  in  the 
Railway  Company,  subject  to  this  indenture,  or  in  some  other  corporation 
organized  or  to  be  organized  with  power  to  acquire  and  manage  such  property ; 
•provided,  that  all  the  bonds  and  other  indebtedness  and  capital  stock  thereof 
(excepting  the  number  of  shares  required  to  qualify  directors)  shall  be  received 
by  the  Trustee  and  shall  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  Railway  Company,  or  its 
assigns,  subject  to  this  indentiu-e. 

With  the  written  consent  of  the  Railway  Company,  but  not  otherwise,  the 
Trustee  at  any  time  may  vote  upon  any  shares  of  stock  that  shall  be  held  by  it 
hereunder  and  may  take  such  other  action' as  in  its  discretion  it  shall  deem  ad- 
visable to  protect  its  interests  and  the  interests  of  the  bondholders  hereunder  in 
respect  of  any  bonds,  obligations  or  stocks  subject  to  the  hen  hereof,  and,  with 
such  consent  of  the  Railway  Company,  the  Trustee  may  join  in  any  plan  of 
reorganization  in  respect  of  any  such  bonds  or  stocks  and  may  accept  new  secu- 
rities issued  in  exchange  therefor  under  such  plan.  In  case  of  the  happening  of 
any  of  the  events  hereinafter  denominated  events  of  default,  or  in  case  the 
Trustee  shall  have  entered,  or  shall  have  elected  to  enter,  into  the  railways  or 
some  of  them  constituting  part  of  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises  either 
under  the  power  herein  conferred,  or  by  the  voluntary  action  of  the  Railway 
Company,  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  take  such  steps  without  the  consent 
of  the  Railway  Company. 

The  Railway  Company  covenants  that,  on  demand  of  the  Trustee,  it  forth- 
with wiU  pay,  or  satisfactorily  will  provide  for,  all  expenditures  incurred  by  the 
Trustee  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 'including  all  sums  required 
to  obtain  and  perfect  the  ownership  and  title  to  any  property  which  the  Trustee 
shall  purchase  or  shall  cause  to  be  purchased  or  which  the  Railway  Company 
shall  purchase  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  in  case  the  Railway 
Company  shall  fail  so  to  do,  then,  without  impairment  of,  or  prejudice  to,  any 
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of  its  rights  hereunder  by  reason  of  the  default  of  the  Railway  Company,  the 
Trustee,  in  its  discretion,  may  advance  all  such  expenses  and  other  moneys 
required,  or  may  procure  such  advances  to  be  made  by  others,  and  for  such 
advances  made  by  the  Trustee,  or  by  others  at  its  request,  with  interest  thereon, 
the  Trustee  shall  have  a  lien  under  this  indenture  preferentially  to  the  bonds 
hereby  secured  upon  all  the  bonds,  obUgations,  claims,  indebtedness  and  stocks 
in  respect  of  which  such  advances  shall  have  been  made,  and  the  proceeds 
thereof,  and  any  property  acquired  by  means  thereof,  as  well  as  upon  the 
mortgaged  and  pledged  premises. 

In  case  neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  Railway  Company  shall  purchase  or 
cause  to  be  purchased  the  property  sold  at  any  such  sale,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
not  join  in  a  plan  of  reorganization  as  aforesaid  in  respect  of  such  bonds  or  stocks, 
then  the  Trustee  shall  receive  any  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  accruing 
on  the  securities  by  it  held  hereunder,  and  such  proceeds,  from  time  to  time, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Railway  Company,  to  reimburse  it  for  expenditures 
made  for  any  purpose  for  which  bonds  or  their  proceeds  may  be  used  under 
Section  4,  Article  Two,  hereof,  upon  the  certificates  and  subject  to  the  restric- 
tions and  provisions  as  set  forth  in  said  section,  which  certificates  shall  be  in 
the  form  required  by  the  said  section,  and  shall  be  fuU  protection  to  the  Trustee 
for  its  action  on  the  faith  thereof. 

Section  10.  Anything  in  this  indenture  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
any  company,  all  or  part  of  whose  capital  stock  shall  be  subject  to  this  indenture, 
may  be  merged  or  consolidated  with  the  Railway  Company,  or  all  or  any  part 
of  its  property  may  be  sold  or  conveyed  to  the  Railway  Company.  In  the  event 
of  such  consolidation  or  merger  or  sale,  this  indenture  shaU  become  and  be  a 
lien  upon  the  property  of  the  company  so  consoUdated  or  merged  with  the 
Railway  Company,  or  upon  the  property  so  sold  or  conveyed  to  the  Railway 
Company,  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  expressly  conveyed  by  this 
indenture,  and  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  alwjiys  have  as 
fuU  and  complete  a  hen  upon  such  property  as  that  herein  created  by  the  pledge 
of  the  stock  and  bonds  of  such  constituent  company,  or  of  such  selling  com- 
pany, to  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Anything  in  this  indenture  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  any  company, 
all  or  part  of  whose  capital  stock  shall  be  subject  to  this  indenture,  may  be 
merged  or  be  consohdated  with,  or  all  its  property  may  be  sold  or  conveyed  as 
an  entirety  to,  any  other  company,  the  greater  part  of  whose  capital  stock  shall 
be  owned  by  the  Railway  Company  and  be  subject  to  this  indenture ;  provided, 
however,  that  the  portion  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  formed  by  such 
consoUdation  or  into  which  such  merger  shall  be  made,  issued  for  or  in  Ueu  of 
stocks  of  the  constituent  companies  parties  to  such  consohdation  or  merger, 
previously  pledged  hereunder,  shall  always  bear  to  the  total  capital  stock  of 
such  company  a  proportionate  relation  at  least  as  high  (but  never  less  than 
a  majority  thereof)  as  that  borne  by  such  previously  pledged  stock  to  the  aggre- 
gate capital  stock  of  such  constituent  companies';  and  provided  further  that  in 
the  case  of  any  such  sale  by  any  company  of  its  property,  the  stock  of  the  pur- 
chasing company  becoming  subject  to  this  indenture  shall  bear  to  its  capital 
stock  a  proportionate  relation  at  least  as  high  (but  never  less  than  a  majority 
thereof)  as  that  borne  by  the  previously  pledged  stock  of  the  purchasing  and 
selling  companies  to  the  aggregate  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  companies.  All 
stock  of  the  company  formed  by  such  consolidation  or  into  which  such  merger 
shall  be  made,  issued  for  or  in  lieu  of  stocks  of  the  constituent  companies  parties 
to  such  consolidation  or  merger,  previously  pledged  hereunder,  and  all  stock 
of  the  purchasing  company  issued  in  lieu  of  previously  pledged  stock  of  the 
selling  company,  shall  become  and  be  subject  to  this  indenture,  and  shall  be 
held  by  the  Trustee  hereunder  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof,  and  the  holders 
of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  always  have  a  lien  upon  such  portion  of 
such  stock  of  such  successor  or  purchasing  company  as  fuU  and  complete  as 
upon  the  stock  of  such  constituent  companies,  by  reason  of  the  pledge  here- 
under. 

The  Trustee  may  make  any  exchange,  substitution,  cancellation  or  surrender 
of  securities  required  for  the  purposes  or  in  accomplishment  of  any  such  merger, 
consolidation  or  sale  in  this  section  authorized;  and  may  receive  the  opinion 
of  any  counsel  approved  by  it  as  to  the  legal  effect  of  any  such  merger,  consoli- 
dation or  sale,  and  as  to  the  steps  necessary  to  be  takeii  to  consummate  the 
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same,  and  as  to  any  other  matter  under  this  section ;  and  such  opinion  shall  be 
full  protection  to  the  Trustee,  for  any  action  by  it  taken  or  suffered  pursuant 
thereto. 

Section  11.  Except  as  otherwise  covenanted  in  this  indenture,  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  (1)  the  renewal  or  extension,  if  without  impair- 
ment of  lien  or  security,  at  the  same  or  a  lower  rate  of  interest,  of  any  bond  or 
obligation  maturing  on  or  prior  to  July  1,  1961,  secured  by  a  mortgage  upon 
the  property  of  any  company,  the  greater  part  of  whose  capital  stock  hereafter 
shall  become  subject  to  this  indenture ;  or  of  any  bonds  or  obUgations  maturing 
prior  to  July  1,  1961,  which  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  become  subject  to  this 
indenture,  except  those  underlying  bonds  which  are  described  in  subdivisions 
(6)  to  (i)  inclusive.  Section  3,  Article  Two,  of  this  indentiure ;  or  (2)  the  issue, 
in  place  of  and  in  substitution  for  any  such  bonds  or  obligations,  of  other  bonds 
or  obligations  for  equivalent  amounts,  bearing  the  same  or  a  lower  rate  of 
interest  adequately  secured  by  a  similar  mortgage  or  hen  upon  the  same  prop- 
erty ;  provided,  however,  that  in  case  any  bonds  or  obUgations  subject  to  tMs 
indenture  shall  be  so  renewed  or  extended,  such  bonds  or  obligations  as  so  re- 
newed or  extended  shall  continue  subject  to  this  indenture  to  the  same  extent, 
and  shall  be  lodged  and  held  in  the  same  manner  as  theretofore ;  and  that  in 
case  any  bonds  or  obligEftions  subject  to  this  indenture  shall  be  exchanged  for 
bonds  or  obligations  substituted  as  aforesaid,  the  substituted  bonds  or  obliga- 
tions forthwith  and  ipso  facto  shall  become  subject  to  this  indenture  to  the  same 
extent,  and  shaU  be  lodged  and  held  in  the  same  manner  as  those  for  which 
they  are  substituted. 

At  any  time,  in  its  discretion,  the  Trustee  may,  and,  if  requested  in  writing 
by  the  Railway  Company,  it  shall,  consent  to  any  such  renewal,  extension  or 
substitution.  The  Trustee  may  receive  the  opinion  of  any  counsel  approved 
by  it  as  conclusive  evidence  that  any  such  renewal,  extension  or  substitution 
is  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

ARTICLE  SIX. 

RBMEDTBB    OF    TBUSTEE    ANP    BONDHOLDERS. 

Section  1.  Neither  any  coupon  belonging  to  any  first  and  refunding  bond, 
nor  any  claim  for  interest  on  any  registered  bond,  which  in  any  way,  at  or  after 
maturity,  shall  have  been  transferred  or  pledged  separate  and  apart  from  the 
bond  to  which  it  relates,  shall,  unless  accompanied  by  such  bond,  be  entitled, 
in  ease  of  a  default  hereunder,  to  any  benefit  of  or  from  this  indenture,  except 
after  the  prior  payment  in  fuU  of  the  principal  of  all  the  bonds  issued  hereunder, 
and  of  all  coupons  and  interest  obligations  not  so  transferred  or  pledged. 

Section  2.  If  one  or  more  of  the  following  events,  hereinsrfter  called  the 
events  of  default,  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say : 

(a)  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  any  installment  of  interest  on 
any  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  become  payable, 
as  therein  and  herein  expressed,  and  such  default  shall  continue  for  the  space  of 
six  months,  or  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  any  such 
bonds  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable  either  by  the  terms  thereof, 
or  otherwise,  as  herein  provided ; 

(b)  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment,  observance  or  performance  of 
any  other  of  Ifce  covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the  Rail- 
way Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  in  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  or  in 
this  indenture  contained,  and  such  default  shall  continue  for  the  space  of  six 
months  after  written  notice  from  the  Trustee,  specifying  such  default  and  requir- 
ing the  same  to  be  remedied ; 

(c)  an  order  shall  be  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the  Railway 
Company  or  of  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises  or  part  thereof ; 

(d)  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  bonds  or 
obligations  secured  by  mortgage  or  other  lien  prior  to  the  hen  of  this  indenture 
on  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  by  reason  of 
such  default  any  right  of  action  or  of  entry  shall  have  arisen  under  any  such 
mortgage  or  other  prior  lien ; 

(e)  the  Railway  Company  shall  fail,  on  the  maturity  of  any  underlying 
bonds  and  on  presentation  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof,  either 
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to  pay  said  bonds  or  to  cause  said  bonds  to  be  taken  up  and  delivered  to  the 
Trustee  to  be  held  under  this  indenture ;  , 

then,  and  in  each  and  every  such  case,  the  Trustee  personally,  or  by  its 
agents  or  attorneys,  may  enter  into  and  upon  all  or  any  part  of  the  railways, 
rolling  stock,  property  and  premises,  lands,  rights,  interests  and  franchises 
hereby  conveyed,  or  intended  so  to  be,  and  each  and  every  part  thereof,  and 
may  exclude  the  Railway  Company,  its  agents  and  servants  wholly  therefrom ; 
and,  having  and  holding  the  same,  may  use,  operate,  manage  and  control 
said  railways  and  other  premises,  regulate  the  tolls  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  and  freight  thereon,  and  conduct  the  business  thereof,  either 
personally  or  by  its  superintendents,  managers,  receivers,  agents  and  servants 
or  attorneys ;  and  upon  every  such  entry  the  Trustee,  at  the  expense  of  the 
trust  estate,  from  time  to  time,  either  by  purchase,  repairs  or  construction,  may 
maintain  and  restore  and  may  insure  or  keep  insured  the  rolling  stock,  tools 
and  machinery  and  other  property,  buildings,  bridges  and  structures  erected 
or  provided  for  use  in  connection  with  said  railways  and  other  premises,  whereof 
it  shall  become  possessed,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  is  usual  jwith  railway  oorhpanies ;  and  likewise,  from  time  to  time,  at 
the  expense  of  the  trust  estate,  may  make  all  necessary  or  proper  repairs, 
renewals  and  replacements,  and  useful  alterations,  additions,  betterments  and 
improvements  thereto  and  thereon,  as  to  it  may  seem  judicious ;  and,  in  such 
case,  the  Trustee  shall  have  the  right  to  manage  the  mortgaged  and  pledged 
premises  and  to  carry  on  the  business  and  exercise  all  rights  and  powers  of  the 
Railway  Company,  either  in  the  name  of  the  Railway  Company  or  otherwise, 
as  the  Trustee  shall  deem  best.  And  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  and 
receive  all  tolls,  earnings,  income,  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  same  and  every 
part  thereof,  and  also  the  income  from  stocks  and  bonds  subject  to  this  indenture. 
And  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  operating  said  railways  and  other  premises, 
and  of  conducting  the  business  thereof  and  of  all  repairs,  maintenance,  renewals, 
replacements,  alterations,  additions,  betterments  and  improvements,  and  all 
payments  which  may  be  made  for  taxes,,  assessments,  insurance,  and  prior  or 
other  proper  charges  upon  the  mortgageii  and  pledged  preniises,  or  any  part 
thereof,  as  well  as  just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  its  own  services  and  for 
all  agents,  clerks,  servants  and  other  employees  by  it  properly  engaged  and 
employed,  the  Trustee  shall  apply  the  moneys  arising  as  aforesaid,  as  follows : 

(a)  in  case  the  principal  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  not  have 
become  due,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  in  default  in  the  order  of  the  matiu-ity 
of  the  installments  of  such  interest,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  same  rate  of 
interest  as  was  borne  by  the  bond  on  which  such  interest  shall  be  in  default, 
such  payments  to  be  made  ratably  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without  dis- 
crimination or  preference ; 

(6)  in  ease  the  principal  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  have  become 
due,  by  declaration  or  otherwise,  first  to  the  payment  of  the  accrued  interest, 
with  interest  on  the  overdue  installments  thereof  at  the  same  rate  of  interest  as 
was  borne  by  the  bonds  on  which  such  interest  shall  be  in  default,  in  the  order 
of  the  maturity  of  the  installments,  and  next  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  all  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  ;  in  every  instance  such  payments  to  be  made 
ratably  to  the  persons  entitled  to  such  payment,  without  any  discrimination  or 
preference. 

These  provisions,  however,  are  not  intended  in  anywise  to  modify  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  1  of  this  Article,  but  are  subject  thereto. 

Section  3.  If  one  or  more  of  the  events  of  default  shall  happen,  the  Trus- 
tee, subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  2,  Article  Five, 
of  this  indentiure,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  all  shares  of  stock  then  subject  to 
the  lien  of  this  indenture,  and,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  first  and 
refunding  bonds,  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  and  receive  all  dividends  on  all 
such  shares  of  stock  and  all  sums  payable  for  principal,  interest  or  otherwise' 
upon  any  bonds  or  obhgations  that  shall  then  be  subject  to  this  indenture,  and 
to  apply  as  hereinbefore  provided  jthe  net  moneys  received ;  and,  as  holder  of 
any  such  shares  of  stock  and  of  any  such  bonds,  to  perform  any  and  all  acts, 
or  to  ma,ke  or  execute  any  and  all  transfers,  requests,  requisitions  or  other 
instruments,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  section ;  but 
in  the  event  that  a  receiver  of  any  railway  upon  which  this  indenture  is  a  first 
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lien  shall  have  been  appointed  and  shall  be  in  possession  thereof,  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  indenture  or  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof,  the  Trustee,  from 
time  to  time  in  its  discretion,  may,  and  if  requested  by  the  holders  of  a  majority 
in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds,  it  shall,  turn  over  any  part  or  all  of 
the  interest  moneys  and  dividends,  so  collected  by  it,  to  such  receiver,  and  may 
cooperate  with  such  receiver  in  managing  and  operating  the  entire  system  of  the 
Railway  Company  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds. 

Section  4.  In  case  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  any  interest 
on  any  first  and  refunding  bond  or  bonds  at  any  time  outstanding,  and  any 
such  default  shall  have  continued  for  a  period  of  six  months,  then  and  in  every 
case  of  such  continuing  default,  the  Trustee,  by  notice  in  writing  dehvered  to  the 
Railway  Company,  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  holders  of  twenty 
per  centum  in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding,  shall 
declare  the  princi;pal  of  all  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding  to  be 
due  and  payable  immediately,  and  upon  any  such  declaration  the  same  shall 
become  and  be  immediately  due  and  payable,  anything  in  this  indenture  or  in 
said  bonds  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  This  provision,  however, 
is  subject  to  the  condition  that  if,  at  any  time  after  the  principal  of  said  bonds 
shall  have  been  so  declared  due  and  payable,  and  before  any  sale  of  the  mort- 
gaged and  pledged  p^remises  shall  have  been  made,  all  arrears  of  interest  upon  all 
the  first  and  refunding  bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments  of  interest 
at  the  same  rate  as  was  borne  by  the  respective  bonds  on  which  such  installments 
of  interest  are  overdue,  together  with  the  reasonable  charges  and  expenses  of  the 
Trustee,  its  agents  and  attorneys,  shall  either  be  paid  by  the  Railway  Company 
or  be  collected  out  of  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises,  then  and  in  such 
case  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then 
outstanding,  by  written  notice  to  the  Railway  Company  and  to  the  Trustee, 
may  waive  such  default  and  its  consequences ;  but  no  such  waiver  shall  extend 
to  or  affect  any  subsequent  default  or  impair  any  right  consequent  thereon. 
In  case  the  Trustee  shall  have  proceeded  to  enforce  any  right  under  this  inden- 
ture by  foreclosure,  entry  or  otherwise,  and  such  proceedings  shall  have  been 
discontinued  or  abandoned  because  of  such  waiver,  or  for  any  other  reason,  or 
shall  have  been  determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then,  and  in  every  such 
case,  the  Railway  Company  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  restored  each  to  its  former 
position  and  rights  hereunder  in  respect  of  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises, 
and  all  rights,  remedies  .and  powers  of  the  Trustee  shall  continue  as  though 
no  such  proceeding  had  been  taken. 

Section  5.  If  one  or  more  of  the  events  of  default  shall  happen,  the  Trus- 
tee with  or  without  entry,  personally  or  by  attorney,  in  its  discretion  either 

(a)  may  sell,  s,ubject  to  the  then  prior  existing  liens  thereon  to  the  highest 
and  best  bidder,  all  and  singular  the  property  and  premises  covered  by  this 
indenture,  including  bonds  and  stocks,  rights,  franchises,  interests  and  appur- 
tenances, and  other  real  and  personal  property  of  every  kind,  and  all  righ.t, 
title  and  interest,  claim  and  demand  therein,  and  right  of  redemption  thereof ; 
which  sale  or  sales  shall  be  made  at  public  auction  at  such  place  in  the  City  of 
Saint  Paul  in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  or  at  such  other  place,  and  at  such  time 
and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Trustee  may  fix  and  briefly  specify  in  the  notice  of 
sale  to  be  given  as  herein  provided,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law ;  or 

(6)  may  proceed  to  protect  and  enforce  its  rights  and  the  rights  of  bondholders 
under  this  indenture,  by  a  suit  or  suits  in  equity  or  at  law,  whether  for  the  specific 
performance  of  any  covenant  or  agreement  contained  herein,  or  in  aid  of  the 
execution  of  any  power  herein  granted,  or  for  any  foreclosure  hereunder,  or  for 
the  enforcement  of  any  other  appropriate  legal  or  equitable  remedy,  as  the 
Trustee,  being,  advised  by  counsel  learned  in  the  law,  shall  deem  most  effectual 
to  protect  and  enforce  any  of  its  rights  or  duties  hereunder. 

Section  6.  Upon  the  written  request  of  the  holders  of  twenty  per  centum 
in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  in  case  one  or  more  of  the  events  of 
default  shall  happen,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustee,  upon  being  indemnified 
as  hereinafter  provided,  to  take  all  steps  needful  for  the  protection  and  enforce- 
ment of  its  rights  and  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds, 
and  to  exercise  the  power  of  entry  or  of  sale  herein  conferred,  or  both,  or  to  take 
appropriate  judicial  proceedings  by  "action,  suit  or  otherwise  as  the  Trustee, 
being  advised  by  counsel  learned  in  the  law,  shall  deem  most  expedient  in  the 
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interest  -of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds ;  but,  anything  in  this 
indenture  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  seventy-five  per 
centum  in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding,  from  time 
to  time,  shall  have  the  right  to  direct  and  to  control  the  method  and  place  of 
conducting  any  and  all  proceedings  for  any  sale  of  the  premises  and  property 
subject  to  this  indenture,  or  for  the  foreclosure  of  this  indenture,  or  for  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver  or  any  other  proceedings  hereunder. 

Section  7.  In  the  event  of  any  sale,  whether  made  under  the  power  of 
sale  herein  granted  or  conferred,  or  under  or  by  virtue  of  judicial  proceedings, 
or  of  some  judgment  or  decree  of  foreclosure  and  sale,  the  whole  of  the  property 
subject  to  this  indenture  shall  be  sold  in  one  parcel  and  as  an  entirety,  including 
all  the  rights,  title,  estates,  railways,  equipment,  franchises,  leases,  leasehold 
interests,  contracts,  stocks,  bonds  and  other  real  and  personal  property  of  every 
name  and  nature,  unless  such  sale  as  an  entirety  is  impracticable  by  reason  of 
some  statute  or  other  cause,  or  unless  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  amount  of 
the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding  shall  in  writing  request  the 
Trustee  to  cause  said  premises  to  be  sold  in  parcels,  in  which  ease  the  sale  shall 
be  made  in  such  parcels  and  in  such  order  as  may  be  specified  in  such  request, 
providing  the  same  can  legally  be  done ;  and  this  provision  shall  bind  the  parties 
hereto,  and  each  and  every  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds  and  coupons  hereby 
secured  or  intended  so  to  be. 

Section  8.  Notice  of  any  sale  pursuant  to  any  provision  of  this  indenture 
shall  state  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  the  same  is  to  be  made,  and  shall 
contain  a  brief  general  description  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  and  shall  be  suffi- 
ciently given  if  pubhshed  once  in  each  week  for  four  successive  weeks  prior  to 
such  sale  in  a  newspaper  published  in  New  York,  N.Y.,  and  in  a  newspaper 
pubUshed  in  Saint  Paul,  Minnesota. 

Section  9.  The  Trustee  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  any  sale  by  it  to 
be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  indenture,  by  announcement  at  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  such  sale,  or  for  such  adjourned  sale  or  sales ;  and, 
without  further  notice  of  pubhcation,  it  may  make  such  sale  at  the  time  and  place 
to  which  the  same  shaU  be  so  adjourned. 

Section  10.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  sale  or  sales  under  this  indenture, 
the  Trustee  shall  execute  and  dehver  to  the  accepted  purchaser  or  purchasers 
a  good  and  sufficient  deed,  or  good  and  sufficient  deeds,  and  other  instruments 
conveying,  assigning  and  transferring  the  properties  and  franchises  sold.  The 
Trustee  and  its"  successors  hereby  are  appointed  the  true  and  lawful  attorneys 
irrevocable  of  the  Railway  Company,  in  its  name  and  stead  to  make  aU  neces- 
sary conveyances  and  assignments  of  property  and  all  necessary  transfers  of 
shares  of  stock  or  bonds  or  other  obligations  thus  sold ;  and  for  that  purpose 
they  may  execute  all  necessary  deeds  and  instruments  of  assignment  and  trans- 
fer, and  may  substitute  one  or  more  persons  with  like  power ;  the  Railway  Com- 
pany hereby  ratifying  and  confirming  all  that  its  said  attorneys,  or  such  sub- 
stitute or  substitutes,  lawfully  shall  do  by  virtue  hereof. 

Any  such  sale  or  sales  made  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  indenture,  whether 
under  the  power  of  sale  herein  granted  and  conferred,  or  under  or  by  virtue  of 
judicial  proceedings,  shall  operate  to  divest  aU  right,  title,  interest,  claim  and 
demand  whatsoever,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  of  the  Railway  Company,  of, 
in  and  to  the  premises  and  property  so  sold,  and  shall  be  a  perpetual  bar,  both 
at  law,  and  in  equity,  against  the  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
and  against  any  and  all  persons  claiming  or  to  claim  the  premises  and  property 
sold,  or  any  part  thereof  from,  through  or  under  the  Railway  Company,  its 
successors  or  assigns. 

The  personal  property  and  chattels  conveyed  or  intended  to  be  conveyed 
by  or  pursuant  to  this  indenture,  other  than  stocks,  bonds  and  other  secm-ities 
and  claims,  shall  be  real  estate  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  indenture,  and  shall 
be  held  and  taken  to  be  fixtures  and  appurtenances  of  the  said  railways  and  part 
thereof,  and  are  to  be  used  and  sold  therewith  and  not  separate  therefrom,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Section  11.  The  receipt  of  theTrustee  for  the  purchase  money  paid  at 
any  such  sale  shaU  be  a  sufficient  discharge  therefor  to  any  purchaser  of  the 
property,  or  any  part  thereof,  sold  as  aforesaid ;  and  no  such  purchaser  or  his 
representatives,  grantees  or  assigns,  after  paying  such  purchase  money  and 
receiving  such  receipt,  shall  be  bound  to  see  to  the  application  of  such  purchase 
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money  upon  or  for  any  trust  or  purpose  of  this  indenture,  or  in  any  nianner 
whatsoever  be  answerable  for  any  loss,  misapplication  or  nonapplication  of 
any  such  purchase  money  or  any  part  thereof,  or  be  bound  to  inquire  as  to  the 
authorization,  necessity,  expediency,  or  regularity  of  any  such  sale. 

Section  12,  In  case  of  a  sale  under  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  whether  made  under  the  power  of  sale  herein  granted  or  pursuant  to 
judicial  proceedings,  or  in  case  of  a  sale  u^on  f  oreclostire  of  the  property  embraced 
in  any  of  the  mortgages  constituting  prior  liens  on  the  mortgaged  and  pledged 
premises  or  parts  thereof,  by  reason  of  a  default  thereunder,  the  principal  sums 
of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds,  if  not  previously  due,  shall  immediately  there- 
upon become  due  and  payable,  anything  in  said  bonds  or  in  this  indenture  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  13.  The  purchase  money,  proceeds  or  avails  of  any  such  sale, 
whether  under  the  power  of  sale  herein  granted  or  pursuant  to  judicial  proceed- 
ings, together  with  any  other  sums  which  then  may  be  held  by  the  Trustee 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  indenture  as  part  of  the  trust  estate  or  the 
proceeds  thereof,  shall  be  applied  as  follows : 

Firxt.  To  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  sale,  including  a 
reasonable  compensation  to  the  Trustee,  its  agents,  attorneys  and  counsel,  and 
of  aU  expenses,  habilities  and  advances  made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee,  and  to 
the  payment  of  all  taxes,  assessments  or  liens  prior  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture, 
except  the  superior  liens  and  any  taxes,  assessments  or  other  charges  subject 
to  which  the  property  shall  have  been  sold ; 

Second.  To  the  payment  of  the  whole  amount  then  owing  or  unpaid  upon 
the  first  and  refunding  bonds  for  principal  and  interest,  with  interest  on  the 
overdue  installments  at  the  same  rate  as  was  borne  by  the  respective  bonds  on 
which  such  instaUments  of  interest  are  overdue ;  and  in  case  such  proceeds  shall 
be  insufllcient  to  pay  in  full  the  whole  amount  so  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  said 
bonds,  then  to  the  payment  of  such  principal  and  interest,  without  preference 
or  priority  of  principal  over  interest,  or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any 
installment  of  interest  lover  any  other  installment  of  interest,  ratably  to  the 
aggregate  of  such  principal  and  the  accrued  and  unpaid  interest,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  Article ; 

Third.  To  the  payment  of  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  the  Railway  Company,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  or  to  whomsoever  lawfully  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  or  as  a  oomt  of  competent  jurisdiction  may  direct. 

Section  14.  Upon  any  such  sale  by  the  Trustee,  whether  under  the  power 
of  sale  herein  granted  or  pursuant  to  judicial  proceedings,  any  purchaser,  for 
or  in  settlement  or  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  property  purchased, 
shall  be  entitled  to  use  and  apply  any  first  and  refunding  bonds,  and  any  matured 
and  unpaid  coupons,  by  presenting  such  bonds  and  coupons  in  order  that  there 
may  be  credited  thereon  the  sums  applicable  to  the  payment  thereof  out  of  the 
net  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  the  owner  of  such  bonds  and  coupons  as  his  ratable 
share  of  such  net  proceeds,  after  the  deduction  of  costs,  expenses,  compensations 
and  other  charges ;  and  thereupon  such  purchaser  shall  be  credited,  on  account 
of  such  purchase  price  payable  by  him,  with  the  portion  of  such  net  proceeds 
that  shall  be  applicable  to  the  payment  of,  and  that  shall  have  been  credited 
upon,  the  bonds  and  coupons  so  presented ;  and  at  any  such  sale,  any  bond- 
holder majr  bid  for  and  purchase  such  property,  and  may  make  payment  therefor 
as  aforesaid,  and  upon  compliance  with  the  terms  of  sale,  may  hold,  retain  and 
dispose  of  such  property  without  further  accountability. 

Section  15.     The  Railway  Comjjany  covenants 

(1)  in  case  default  shaU  be  made  in  the  payment  of  any  interest  on  any  first 
and  refunding  bond  or  bonds  at  any  time  outstanding,  and  such  default  shall 
have  continued  for  a  period  of  six  months,  or 

(2)  in  case  default  shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  any  such 
bonds  when  the  same  shall  become  payable,  whether  upon  the  maturity  of  said 
bonds  or  upon  declaration  as  authorized  by  this  indenture,  or  upon  a  sale  as  set 
forth  in  Section  12  of  this  Article, 

that,  upon  demand  of  the  Trustee,  the  Railway  Company  will  pay  to  the  Trustee, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  and  coupons  then 
outstanding,  the  whole  amount  which  then  shall  have  become  due  and  payable 
on  all  such  bonds  and  coupons  then  outstanding,  for  interest  or  principal,  or 
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both,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  interest  upon  the  overdue  principal  and  install- 
ments of  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  on  the  bonds  which,  or  thfe  installments  of 
interest  on  which,  are  overdue ;  and,  in  case  the  Railway  Company  shall  fail 
to  pay  the  same  forthwith  upon  such  demand,  the  Trustee,  in  its  own  name  and 
as  trustee  of  an  express  trust,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  judgment  for  the  whole 
amount  so  due  and  unpaid. 

The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  judgment  as  aforesaid,  either  before 
or  after  or  during  the  pendency  of  any  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
lien  of  this  indenture ;  and  the  right  of  the  Trustee  to  recover  such  judgment 
shall  not  be  affected  by  any  entry  or  sale  hereunder,  or  by  the  exercise  of  any 
other  right,  power  or  remedy  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  in- 
denture or  the  foreclosure  of  the  lien  thereof,  and  in  case  of  a  sale  of  the  property 
subject  to  this  indenture,  and  of  the  apphcation  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  to  the 
payment  of  the  debt  hereby  secured,  the  Trustee,  in  its  own  name  and  as  trustee 
of  an  express  trust,  shall  be  entitled  to  enforce  payment  of  and  to  receive  all' 
amoimts  then  remaining  due  and  unpaid  upon  any  and  all  first  and  refunding 
bonds  then  outstanding,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  thereof,  and  shall  be  en- 
titled to  recover  judgment  for  any  portion  of  the  debt  remaining  unpaid,  with 
interest.  No  recovery  of  any  such  judgment  by  the  Trustee,  and  no  levy  of 
any  execution  upon  any  such  judgment  upon  property  subject  to  this  indenture, 
or  upon  any  other  property,  shall  in  any  manner  or  to  any  extent  affect  the  lien 
of  this  indenture  upon  the  property,  or  any  part  of  the  property,  subject  to  this 
indenture,  or  any  rights,  powers  or  remedies  of  the  Trustee  hereunder,  or  any 
lien,  rights,  powers  or  remedies  of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds, 
but  such  hen,  rights,  powers  and  remedies  of  the  Trustee  and  of  the  bondholders 
shall  continue  unimpaired  as  before. 

Any  moneys  thus  collected  by  the  Trustee  under  this  section  shall  be  applied 
by  the  Trustee,  first,  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses,  disbursements  and  com- 
pensations of  the  Trustee,  its  agents  and  attorneys,  and,  second,  towards  pay- 
ment of  the  amounts  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  such  bonds  and  coupons  in 
respect  of  which  such  moneys  shall  have  been  collected,  ratably  and  without 
preference  or  priority  of  any  kind  (except  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  Article), 
according  to  the  amounts  due  and  payable  upon  such  bonds  and  coupons, 
respectively,  at  the  date  fixed  by  the  Trustee  for  the  distribution  of  such  moneys, 
upon  presentation  of  the  several  bonds  and  coupons  and  stamping  such  payment 
thereon,  if  partly  paid,  and  upon  surrender  thereof,  if  fully  paid. 

Section  16.  The  Railway  Company  will  not  at  any  time  insist  upon  or 
plead,  or  in  any  manner  whatever  claim,  or  take  the  benefit  or  advantage  of, 
any  stay  or  extension  law,  now  or  at  any  time  hereafter  in  force;  nor  will 
it  claim,  take  or  insist  upon  any  benefit  or  advantage  from  any  law  now  or 
hereafter  in  force  providing  for  the  valuation  or  appraisement  of  the  property, 
or  any  part  of  the  property,  subject  to  this  indenture,  prior  to  any  sale  or  sales 
thereof  to  be  made  pursuant  to  any  provision  herein  contained,  or  to  the  decree, 
judgment  or  order  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction ;  nor  after  any  such 
sale  or  sales  will  it  claim  or  exercise  any  right  under  any  statute  enacted  by  the 
United  States,  or  by  any  state  or  territory  or  otherwise,  to  redeem  the  property 
so  sold  or  any  part  thereof ;  and  it  hereby  expressly  waives  all  benefit  and  ad- 
vantage of  any  such  law  or  laws,  and  it  covenants  that  it  will  not  hinder,  delay 
or  impede  the  execution  of  any  power  herein  granted  and  delegated  to  the  Trustee, 
but  that  it  wiU  suffer  and  permit  the  execution  of  every  such  power  as  though 
no  such  law  or  laws  had  been  made  or  enacted. 

Section  17.  Upon  filing  a  biU  in  equity,  or  upon  commencement  of  any 
other  judicial  proceedings,  to  enforce  any  right  of  the  Trustee  or  of  the  bond- 
holders under  this  indenture,  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  exercise  the  right 
of  entry,  and  also  any  and  all  other  rights  and  powers  herein  conferred  and  pro- 
vided to  be  exercised  by  the  Trustee  upon  the  happening  of  an  event  of  default 
as  hereinbefore  provided ;  and,  as  matter  of  right,  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the  premises  and  property  subject  to  this 
indenture,  and  of  the  earnings,  income,  revenue,  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof, 
with  such  powers  as  the  court  making  such  appointment  shall  confer ;  but  not- 
withstanding the  appointment  of  any  receiver,  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled, 
as  pledgee,  to  continue  to  retain  possession  and  contro)^  of  any  stocks,  bonds, 
cash  and  other  property  pledged  or  to  be  pledged  with  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  18.     With  the  consent  of  the  Trustee,  at  any  time  hereafter  before 
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full  payment  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  and  whenever  the  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  deem  expedient  for  the  better  protection  or  security  of  such  bonds 
(although  then  there  shall  be  no  default  entitling  the  Trustee  to  exercise  the 
rights  and  powers  conferred  by  Sections  2  and  3  of  this  Article),  it  may  surrender 
and  may  deUver  to  the  Trustee  full  possession  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
property,  premises  and  interests  hereby  conveyed  or  assigned,  or  intended  so 
to  be,  and  may  authorize  the  Trustee  to  collect  the  dividends  and  interest  on 
all  shares  of  stock,  bonds  and  other  obligations  subject  to  this  indenture,  and 
to  vote  upon  all  such  shares  of  stock,  for  any  period  fixed  or  indefinite.  In  such 
event  the  Trustee  shall  enter  into  and  upon  the  premises  and  property  so  sur- 
rendered and  delivered,  and  shall  take  and  receive  possession  thereof  for  such 
period,  fixed  or  indefinite,  as  aforesaid,  without  prejudice,  however,  to  its  right 
at  any  time  subsequently,  when  entitled  thereto  by  any  provision  hereof,  to 
insist  upon  maintaining  and  to  maintain  such  possession  though  beyond  the 
expiration  of  any  such  prescribed  period,  and  from  the  time  of  its  entry  upon 
such  premises  and  property,  the  Trustee  shall  work,  maintain,  use,  manage, 
control  and  employ  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  indenture, 
and  shall  receive  and  apply  the  income  and  revenues  thereof  as  provided  in 
Section  2  of  this  Article.  Upon  application  of  the  Trustee,  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Railway  Company,  if  then  there  be  no  subsisting  default  such  as  is  specified 
in  said  Section  2  of  this  Article,  and  without  such  consent,  if  then  there  shall 
be  such  a  subsisting  default,  a  receiver  may  be  appointed  to  take  possession 
of,  and  to  operate,  maintain  and  manage  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  property 
subject  to  this  indenture,  and  the  Railway  Company  shall  transfer  and  deUver 
to  such  receiver  all  such  property,  wheresoever  the  same  may  be  situated ;  and 
in  every  case,  when  a  receiver  of  the  whole  or  of  any  part  of  said  property  shall 
be  appointed  under  this  section,  or  otherwise,  the  net  income  and  profits  of  such 
property  shall  be  paid  over  to,  and  shall  be  received  by,  the  Trustee,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds ;  •provided,  however,  that  not- 
withstanding the  appointment  of  any  such  receiver,  the  Trustee,  as  pledgee, 
shall  be  entitled  to  retain  possession  and  control  of  any  stocks,  bonds,  cash  and 
other  property  pledged  or  to  be  pledged  with  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  19.  No  holder  bf  any  first  and  refunding  bond  or  coupon  shall  have 
the  right  to  institi^te  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  in  equity  or  at  law  for  the 
foreclosure  of  this  indentm-e,  or  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  hereunder,  or  for 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  or  for  any  other  remedy  herexm.der,  unless  such 
holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee  written  notice  of  such  default 
and  of  the  continuance  thereof,  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  nor,  unless  also  the 
holders  of  twenty  per  centum  in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then 
outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request  upon  the  Trustee,  and  shall  have 
afforded  to  it  a  reasonable  opportunity  either  to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers 
hereinbefore  granted,  or  to  institute  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding  in  its  own 
name ;  nor,  unless  also  they  shall  have  offered  to  the  Trustee  adequate  security 
and  indemnity  against  the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities  to  be  incurred  therein 
or  thereby ;  and  such  notification,  request  and  offer  of  indemnity  are  hereby 
declared  in  every  such  case,  at  the  option  of  the  Trustee,  to  be  conditions  pre- 
cedent to  the  execution  of  the  powers  and  trusts  of  this  indenture  and  to  any 
action  or  cause  of  action  for  foreclosure  or  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver 
or  for  any  other  remedy  hereunder ;  it  being  understood  and  intended  that  no 
one  or  more  holders  of  bonds  and  coupons  shall  have  any  right  in  any  manner 
whatever  by  his  or  their  action  to  affect,  disturb  or  prejudice  the  lien  of  this 
indenture,  or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder,  except  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided, and  that  all  proceedmgs  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted,  had  and 
maintained  in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  holders 
of  such  outstanding  bonds  and  coupons. 

Section  20.  Except  as  herein  expressly  provided  to  the  contrary,  no  remedy 
herein  conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  first  and 
refunding  bonds  is  intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall  be  in  addition  to 
every  other  remedy  given  hereunder  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in 
equity  or  by  statute. 

Section  21.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee,  or  of  any  holder  of  first 
and  refunding  bonds,  to  exercise  any  right  or  power  accruing  upon  any  default 
continuing  as  aforesaid,  shall  impair  any  such  right  or  power  or  shaU  be  con- 
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strued  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such  default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein ;  and  every 
power  and  remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the  bondholders 
respectively  may  be  exercised  from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Trustee  or  by  the  bondholders  respectively. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN. 
IMMUNITY    OP    STOCKHOLDERS,    OrFICERS    AND    DIRECTORS. 

No  recourse  under  or  upon  any  obligation,  covenant  or  agreement  contained 
in  this  indenture,  or  in  any  first  and  refunding  bond  or  coupon,  or  because  of 
the  creation  of  any  indebtedness  hereby  secured,  shall  be  had  against  any  incor- 
porator, stockholder,  oflcer  or  director  of  the  Railway  Company,  or  of  any 
successor  corporation,  either  directly  or  through  the  Railway  Company,  by  the 
enforcement  of  any  assessment  or  by  any  legal  or  equitable  proceeding  by  virtue  of 
any  statute  or  otherwise ;  it  being  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  this  in- 
denture and  the  obUgations  hereby  secured  are  solely  corporate  obligations,  and 
that  no  personal  liability  whatever  shall  attach  to  or  be  incurred  by  the  incor- 
porators, stockholders,  of&cers  or  directors,  or  any  of  them,  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany, or  of  any  successor  corporation,  because  of  the  creation  of  the  indebtedness 
hereby  authorized,  or  under  or  by  reason  of  any  obhgations,  covenants  or  agree- 
ments contained  in  this  indenture,  or  in  any  bonds  or  coupons  hereby  secured, 
or  impUed  therefrom ;  and  that  any  and  aU  personal  liability  of  every  name  and 
nature,  and  any  and  all  rights  and  claims  against  every  such  stockholder,  officer 
or  director,  whether  arising  at  common  law  or  in  equity,  or  created  by  statute 
or  constitution,  hereby  are  expressly  released  and  waived  as  a  condition  of,  and 
as  part  of  the  consideration  for,  the  execution  of  this  indenture  and  the  issue  of 
the  bonds  and  interest  obUgations  secured  hereby. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT. 

bondholders'    acts,    HOLDINGS    AND    APPARENT    AUTHORITY. 

Any  demand,  request  or  other  instrument,  required  by  this  indenture  to 
be  signed  and  executed  by  bondholders,  may  be  in  any  number  of  concurrent 
writings  of  similar  tenor,  and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  bondholders 
in  person  or  by  agent  appointed  in  writing.  Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such 
demand,  request  or  other  instrument,  or  of  the  writing  appointing  any  such 
agent,  and  of  the  ownership  by  any  person  of  coupon  bonds  transferable  by 
delivery,  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  purpose  of  this  indenture,  and  shall  be  con- 
elusive  in  favor  of  the  Trustee  or  of  the  Railway  Company,  with  regard  to  due 
action  taken  by  either  of  them  under  such  instrument,  if  such  proof  be  made 
in  the  following  manner : 

The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person  of  any  such  demand, 
request  or  other  instrument  or  writing  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate  of  any 
notary  pubUc,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds  to 
be  recorded  in  New  York,  that  the  person  signing  such  request  or  other  instru- 
ment acknowledged  to  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  an  affidavit  of  a  witness  to 
such  execution. 

The  fact  of  the  holding  by  any  bondholder  of  coupon  bonds  transferable  by 
delivery,  and  the  amounts  and  issue  numbers  of  such  bonds,  and  the  date  of 
his  holding  the  same,  may  be  proved  by  a  certificate  executed  by  any  trust 
company,  bank,  bankers  or  other  depositary  (wherever  situated),  if  such  certifi- 
cate shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  showing  that  at  the  date 
therein  mentioned  such  person  had  on  deposit  with  such  depositary  the  bonds 
described  in  such  certificate.  For  all  purposes  of  this  indenture  and  of  any 
proceeding  for  the  enforcement  thereof,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  to  continue 
the  holder  of  such  bonds  until  the  Trustee  shall  have  received  notice  in  writing 
to  the  contrary.  The  ownership  of  registered  coupon  bonds  or  of  registered 
bonds  without  coupons  shall  be  proved  by  the  registers  of  such  bonds. 
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ARTICLE  NINE. 

EBLEASBS    OF    MORTGAGED    PKOPEBTY. 

Section  1.  From  time  to  time,  upon  the  writteii  request  of  the  President 
or  of  a  Vice  President  of  the  Railway  Company  (duly  authorized  by  resolution 
of  its  board  of  directors  or  executive  committee,  of  which  a  certified  copy  shall 
be  dehvered  to  the  Trustee),  while  the  Railway  Company  is  in  possession 
thereof,  but  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  in  this  section  prescribed 
and  not  otherwise,  the  Trustee  shall  release  from  the  lien  and  operation  of  this 
indenture  any  part  of  the  mortgaged  railways  and  lands,  provided  (1)  that  no 
part  of  the  lines  of  track  or  of  the  rights  of  way  shall  be  released  unless  the  use 
thereof  no  longer  shall  be  necessary  or  advantageous  in  the  operation  of  any  of 
the  hues  of  railway  described  in  the  granting  clauses  hereof,  or  other  Unes  subject 
to  this  indenture,  and  no  part  of  such  hues  of  track  or  rights  of  way  shall  so  be 
released  if  thereby  the  continuity  of  the  lines  of  railway  of  the  Railway  Company 
shall  be  broken ;  and  (2)  that  no  part  of  the  railways  constituting  part  of  the 
mortgaged  and  pledged  premises  or  other  property  subject  to  this  indenture 
shall  be  released  hereunder,  unless  at  the  time  of  such  release  it  no  longer  shall 
be  necessary  or  advantageous  to  retain  the  same  for  the  operation,  maintenance 
or  use  of  such  lines  of  railway,  or  for  use  in  the  business  of  the  Railway  Company, 
and  no  such  release  shall  be  made  unless  the  Railway  Company  shall  have  sold, 
or  shall  have  contracted  to  exchange  for  other  property,  or  to  sell,  the  property 
so  to  be  released.  The  proceeds  of  any  and  all  such  sales,  and  all  moneys 
received  as  compensation  for  any  property  subject  to  this  indenture  taken  by 
exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  (unless  applied  in  accordance  with 
the  reg.uirements  of  the  said  indentures  severally  and  respectively  constituting 
prior  hens  on  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises  or  on  parts  thereof)  shall  be 
held  by  the  Railway  Company  separate  and  apart  from  any  other  assets  and 
funds  of  the  Railway  Company,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Trustee,  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  other  property,  real  or  personal,  or  for  betterments 
of  or  improvements  upon  any  part  of  the  mortgaged  premises.  Any  new  prop- 
erty acquired  by  the  Railway  Company  to  take  the  place  of  any  property 
released  hereunder  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  shall  become  and  be  subject  to  this 
indenture,  as  fuUy  as  if  specifically  mortgaged  or  assigned  hereby,  but,  if  re- 
quested by  the  Trustee,  the  Railway  Company  wiU  convey  and  assign  the  same 
to  the  Trustee  by  appropriate  deeds  or  other  instruments  upon  the  trusts  and 
for  the  purposes  of  this  indenture,  and  wiU  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  or 
filed  in  such  manner  as  appropriately  to  secure  and  continue  the  hen  of  this 
indenture  there9n.  From  time  to  time,  while  it  is  in  possession  of  any  property 
subject  to  this  indenture,  the  Railway  Company  also  shall  have  fuU  power,  in 
its  discretion,  to  dispose  of  any  portion  of  the  machinery,  equipment  and  imple- 
ments, at  any  time  subject  to  the  lien  hereof,  which  may  have  become  unfit  for 
such  use,  replacing  the  same  by  new  machinery,  equipment  or  implements, 
of  equal  value,  which  shall  become  subject  to  this  indenture.  In  no  event 
shall  any  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  any  property  sold  or  disposed  of  imder  any 
provision  of  this  Article  be  required  to  see  to  the  appUoation  of  the  purchase 
money. 

Section  2.  The  Railway  Company  at  any  time  may  make  any  change  in 
the  location  of  any  tracks,  station  houses,  buildings  or  other  structures  upon 
any  part  of  the  mortgaged  premises,  and  upon  conveyance  to  the  Trustee  under 
the  terms  of  this  indenture  of  such  new  tracks,  station  houses,  buildings  or  other 
structures,  and  the  premises  on  which  the  same  may  be  erected,  the  Trustee, 
at  the  request  of  the  Railway  Company,  shall  release  from  the  lien  of  this  in- 
denture the  former  tracks,  station  houses,  buildings  and  other  structures,  and 
the  premises  on  which  they  were  erected,  and  shall  execute  and  deliver  any  and 
all  instruments  necessary  and  proper  to  "effect  such  purpose. 

Section  3.  The  Railway  Company,  from  time  to  time,  may  make  changes 
or  alterations  in,  or  substitutions  for,  any  leases,  trackage  rights  or  contracts 
that  are  subject  to  this  indenture.  In  any  such  event  any  modified,  altered 
or  substituted  leases,  contracts  or  trackage  rights  forthwith  shall  become  bound 
by  and  be  subject  to  the  terms  of  this  indenture,  in  the  same  manner  as  those 
previously  existing. 

Section  4.     Whenever  the  Railway  Company  shall  own  and  hold,  directly 
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subject  to  the  lien  of  this  indenture,  all  the  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
of  any  company,  of  whose  shares  of  capital  stock  all  or  a  majority  shall  then  be 
held  by  the  Trustee  subject  to  this  indenture  as  a  first  lien  thereon,  upon  the 
■written  request  of  the  Railway  Company,  the  Trustee  shaU  release  all  such 
shares  so  held  by  it  from  the  lien  of  this  indenture  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Rail- 
way Company  certificates  therefor  properly  assigned  for  transfer. 

Section  5.  In  case  any  property  subject  to  this  indentm-e  shah  be  in  the 
possession  of  a  receiver  lawfully  appointed,  the  powers  in  and  by  this  Article 
conferred  upon  the  Railway  Company  may  be  exercised  by  such  receiver  with 
the  approval  of  the  Trustee,  and  if  the  Trustee  shall  be  in  possession  of  any  such 
property  under  any  provision  of  this  indentm-e,  then  all  the  powers  in  and  by 
this  Article  conferred  upon  the  Railway  Company  may  be  exercised  by  the 
Trustee  in  its  discretion. 

Section  6.  A  certificate  signed  by  the  President  or  a  Vice  President  or  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railway  Company  may  be  received  by  the  Trustee  as 
conclusive  evidence  of  the  facts  mentioned  in  this  Article,  and  shall  be  full 
warrant  and  protection  to  the  Trustee  for  its  action  on  the  faith  thereof. 

ARTICLE  TEN. 
CONCERNING    THE    TEUSTEB. 

Section  1.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default  or  the  mis- 
conduct of  any  agent  or  attorney  appointed  in  pursuance  hereof,  if  such  agent 
or  attorney  shall  have  been  selected  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall 
be  protected  in  acting  upon  any  notice,  request,  consent,  certificate,  bond 
or  other  paper  or  document  believed  by  it  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been 
signed  by  the  proper  party. 

The  Trustee  shall  not  be  personally  hable  for  any  debts  duly  contracted  by 
it,  or  for  damages  to  persons  or  property  carried  or  injured,  or  for  salaries  or 
nonfulfillment  of  contracts,  during  any  period  wherein  the  Trustee  shall  manage 
the  trust  property  or  premises  upon  entry  or  voluntary  surrender  as  aforesaid. 
Neither  shall  the  Trustee  be  under  any  obligation  to  take  any  action  towards 
the  execution  or  enforcement  of  the  trusts  hereby  created,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustee,  shall  be  hkely  to  involve  expense  or  liability,  unless  one  or  more 
of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall,  as  often  as  required  by  the 
Trustee,  furnish  reasonable  indemnity  against  such  expense  or  liability;  nor 
shall  the  Trustee  be  required  to  take  notice  of  any  default  hereunder,  unless 
notified  in  writing  of  such  default  by  the  holders  of  at  least  five  per  centum  in 
amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding,  or  to  take  any  action- 
in  respect  of  any  default  unless  requested  to  take  action  in  respect  thereof  by 
a  writing  signed  by  the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty  per  centum  in  amount 
of  the  &-st  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding,  and  tendered  reasonable 
indemnity  as  aforesaid,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing ;  but  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  are  intended  only 
for  the  protection  of  the  Trustee,  and  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  any 
discretion  or  power  by  any  provision  of  this  indenture  given  to  the  Trustee, 
to  determine  whether  or  not  it  shall  take  action  in  respect  of  any  default 
without  such  notice  or  request  from  bondholders,  or  to  affect  any  other  discretion 
or  power  given  to  the  Trustee. 

The  Trustee  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  recording  of  this  indenture 
and  shall  not  be  required  to  file  or  reflle  the  same  as  a  chattel  mortgage,  nor  shall 
it  be  responsible  for  the  recording  of  any  indenture  or  instrument  supplemental 
to  this  indenture,  nor  shall  it  be  required  to  file  or  reflle  the  same  as  a  chattel 
mortgage  or  otherwise. 

The  Trustee  shall  be  reimbursed  for,  and  be  indemnified  against,  any  liability 
or  damages  which  majr  be  sustained  by  it  in  the  premises.  The  Trustee  shall 
be  secured  under  this  indenture  preferentially  to  the  bonds  issued  under  this 
indenture,  for  its  compensation  and  expenses,  and  also  for  any  liability  or 
damages  by  it  sustained  in  the  premises. 

The  Trustee  shall  not  be  responsible  in  any  manner  whatsoever  for  the 
vaUdity  hereof,  or  for  the  amount  or  the  extent  of  the  security  afforded  by  the 
property  covered  hereby,  or  for  the  recitals  herein  or  in  said  bonds  contained, 
all  such  recitals  being  and  to  be  taken  as  the  statements  of  the  Railway  Company  ; 
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nor  shall  it  be  accountable  for  the  use  of  any  bonds  authenticated  and  delivered 
by  the  Trustee  hereunder  or  for  the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds. 

The  Trustee  may  advise  with  legal  counsel,  and  shall  be  fuUy  protected  in 
any  action  under  this  indenture  taken  in  good  faith  by  it,  in  accordance  with 
the  opinion  of  counsel,  and  such  action  so  taken  shall  be  conclusive  on  the 
Railway  Company  and  on  all  holders  of  the  bonds  hereby  secured. 

In  all  cases  where  this  indenture  does  not  make  other  express  provisions, 
as  to  the  evidence  on  which  the  Trustee  may  act  or  refrain  from  acting  or  upon 
which  it  may  rely,  the  Trustee  shall  be  protected,  in  acting  or  refraining  from 
acting  under  any  provision  of  this  indenture,  in  relying  upon  the  certificate, 
as  to  any  matter  therein  mentioned,  signed  by  the  President  or  a  Vice  President 
or  the  Chief  Engineer  and  by  the  Comptroller  or  Auditor  or  Treasurer  of  the 
Railway  Company. 

The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  compensation  for  all  services 
rendered  by  it  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts  hereby  created,  and  the  Railway 
Company  agrees  to  pay  such  compensation,  as  well  as  all  expenses  necessarily 
inciirred  or  disbursed  by  the  Trustee  hereunder.  It  shall  be  no  part  of  the  duties  . 
of  the  Trustee  to  effect  insurance  upon  any  of  the  property  covered  by  this 
indenture. 

Any  interest  accruing  upon  any  funds  or  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustee 
shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee,  as  a  part  of  the  principal  upon  which  such  interest 
has  accrued,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Trustee  with  such  principal. 

Section  2.  The  Trustee,  unless  and  until  it  shall  have  received  written  notice 
to  the  contrary  from  the  holders  of  five  per  centum  in  amount  of  the  first  and  re- 
funding bonds  outstanding,  may,  for  all  purposes  of  this  indenture,  assume  that 
no  default  has  happened  under  any  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  covering  the  mort- 
gaged and  pledged  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  under  any  bond  secured  by 
any  such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust ;  that  no  default  has  been  made  in  the  pay- 
ment of  any  of  said  bonds,  or  in  the  observance  or  performance  of  any  other 
of  the  covenants  contained  in  said  bonds  or  in  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust 
securing  the  same ;  that  no  receiver  has  been  appointed  of  the  railways  or  of 
any  of  them  constituting  part  of  the  mortgaged  and  pledged  premises ;  that  no 
trustee  under  any  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  covering  the  property  or  any  part 
thereof  constitutmg  the  mortgaged  or  pledged  premises  is  or  has  been  in  posses- 
sion of  the  property  embraced  in  such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust;  that  the 
Railway  Company  is  not  in  default  under  this  indentm-e,  and  that  none  of  the 
events  hereinbefore  denominated  events  of  default  has  happened.  The  notice 
to  the  Trustee  in  this  section  provided  for  shall  distinctly  specify  the  default 
desired  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the.  Trustee. 

Section  3.  The  Trustee,  or  any  trustee  or  trustees  hereafter  appointed, 
may  resign  and  be  discharged  from  the  trusts  created  by  this  indenture  by  giving 
to  the  Railway  Company  and  to  the  bondholders  notice  by  pubUcation  of  such 
resignation,  specifying  a  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  which 
notice  shall  be  published  at  least  once  on  a  day  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor 
more  than  sixty  days  prior  to  the  date  so  specified,  in  a  newspaper  at  that  time 
pubUshed  in  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  in  a  newspaper  at  that  time  published  in 
Saint  Paul,  Minnesota.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  specified 
in  such  notice,  unless  previously  a  successor  trustee  shall  have  been  appointed  as 
hereinafter  provided,  either  by  the  Railway  Company  or  by  the  bondholders, 
in  which  event  such  resignation  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  successor  trustee. 

Any  trustee  hereunder  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  an  instrument  in 
writing  under  the  hands  of  the  holders  of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  first  and 
refunding  bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  4.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee,  or  any  successor  trustee,  shall 
resign  or  shall  be  removed  or  otherwise  shall  become  incapable  of  acting,  a  suc- 
cessor or  successors  may  be  appointed  by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  amount 
of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  then  outstanding  by  an  instrument  or  concurrent 
instruments  signed  by  such  bondholders  or  their  attorneys  in  fact  duly  au- 
thorized ;  but,  until  a  new  trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  bondholders  as 
herein  authorized,  the  Railway  Company,  by  an  instrument  executed  by  order 
ot  Its  board  of  du-eotors,  or  of  its  executive  committee,  may  appoint  a  trustee  to 
fill  such  vacancy;  provided,  however,  that  any  new  trustee  appointed  in  suc- 
cession to  Bankers  Trust  Company  or  in  succession  to  any  such  successor,  shall 
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always  be  a  trust  company  in  the  City  of  New  York,  having  a  capital  and  surplus 
aggregating  at  least  $2,000,000  if  there  be  such  a  trust  company  willing  and 
able  to  accept  the  trust  upon  reasonable  and  customary  terms.  After  any  such 
appointment  by  the  Railway  Company,  it  shall  publish  notice  of  such  appoint- 
ment once  in  each  of  four  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  and  a  newspaper  published  in  Saint  Paul,  Minnesota,  and  any  new 
trustee  so  appointed  by  the  Railway  Company  shall  immediately  and  without 
further  act  be  superseded  by  a  trustee  appointed  in  the  manner  above  provided 
by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  amount  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds,  if  such 
appointment  by  such  bondholders  be  made  prior  to  the  expiration  of  six  months 
after  such  publication  of  notice. 

Any  successor  trustee  appointed  hereunder  shall  execute,  acknowledge  and 
deliver  to  the  Railway  Company  an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment 
hereunder,  and  thereupon  such  successor  trustee,  without  any  further  act,  deed 
or  conveyance,  shall  become  vested  with  aU  the  estates,  properties,  rights,  powers, 
trusts,  duties  and  obligations  of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  as  trustee  herein ;  but  nevertheless,  on  the  written 
request  of  the  Railway  Comijany  or  of  the  successor  trustee,  the  trustee  ceasing 
to  act  shall  execute  and  deliver  an  instrument  transferring  to  such  successor 
trustee,  upon  the  trusts  herein  expressed,  aU  the  estates,  properties,  rights, 
powers  and  trusts  of  the  trustee  so  ceasing  to  act,  and  shalljiuly  assign,  transfer 
and  deliver  its  interest  in  any  stocks,  bonds  or  other  property  and  moneys  subject 
to  this  indenture  to  the  successor  trustee  so  appointed  in  its  place ;  and,  upon 
request  of  any  successor  trustee,  the  Railway  Company  shall  make,  execute, 
acknowledge  and  deliver  any  and  all  deeds,  conveyances  or  other  instruments 
in  writing  for  more  f uUy  and  certainly  vesting  in  and  confirming  to  such  successor 
trustee  all  such  estates,  properties,  rights,  powers  and  duties. 

ARTICLE  ELEVEN. 

POSSESSION    UNTIL    DEFAULT DEFEASANCE    CLAUSE. 

Section  1.  Until  some  default  shall  have  been  made  in  the  due  and  punctual 
payment  of  the  interest  or  of  the  principal  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  at 
any  time  outstanding,  or  of  some  part  of  such  interest  or  principal,  or  in  the  due 
and  punctual  performance  and  observance  of  some  covenant  or  condition  hereof 
obligatory  upon  the  Railway  Company,  and  until  such  default  shall  have  con- 
tinued beyond  the  period  of  grace,  if  any,  herein  provided  in  respect  thereof, 
the  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  suffered  and  permitted 
to  retain  actual  possession  of  aU  the  property  subject  to  this  indenture  (other 
than  bonds,  certificates  of  stock,  cash  and  other  property  pledged  or  to  be 
pledged  hereunder  with  the  Trustee)  and  to  manage,  operate,  and  use  the  same 
and  every  part  thereof,  with  the  rights  and  franchises  appertaining  thereto,  and 
to  collect,  receive,  take,  use  and  enjoy  the  toUs,  earnings,  income,  rents,  issues 
and  profits  thereof. 

Section  2.  If,  when  the  first  and  refunding  bonds  shall  have  become  due 
and  payable,  the  Railway  Company  well  and  truly  shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid, 
the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  due  upon  all  first  and  refunding 
bonds  and  coupons  then  outstanding,  or  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  such 
bonds  and  coupons  by  depositing  with  the  Trustee  hereunder  the  entire  amount 
due  thereon  for  principal  and  interest,  and  also  shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all 
other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the  Railway  Company,  and  well  and  truly 
shall  keep  and  perform  all  the  things  herein  required  to  be  kept  and  performed 
by  it  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  indenture,  then  and  in 
that  case  all  property,  rights  and  interests  hereby  conveyed  or  assigned  or  pledged 
shall  revert  to  the  Railway  Company,  and  the  estate,  rights,  title  and  interest 
of  the  Trustee,  thereupon  shall  cease,  determine  and  become  void,  and  the  Trustee 
in  such  case,  on  demand  of  the  Railway  Company,  and  at  its  cost  and  expense, 
shall  enter  satisfaction  of  this  indenture  upon  the  record ;  otherwise  the  same 
shall  be,  continue  and  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue. 
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ARTIC:^  TWELVE. 


SrCCESSORS    AND    ASSIGNS. 


All  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agreements  in  this  indenture 
contained  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  KaUway  Company  shall  bind  its  successors  and 
assigns,  whether  so  e3<pressed  or  not. 

ARTICLE  THIRTEEN. 

LEASES,    SALES    AND    CONSOLIDATIONS. 

Section  1.  Nothing  contained  in  this  indenture,  or  in  any  first  and  re- 
funding bonds,  shall  prevent  any  lease,  subject  to  the  continuing  prior  hen  of 
this  indenture  and  to  aU  the  provisions  thereof,  of  all  the  property  subject  to  this 
indenture,  to  a  railway  corporation  at  that  time  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  any  state  or  states,  or  of  the  United  States,  and  empowered  to  take 
such  a  lease ;  provided,  however,  that  such  lease,  as  part  of  the  annual  rental 
thereby  reserved,  shall  require  the  lessee  therein  to  pay  the  interest  on  all  first 
and  refunding  bonds  from  time  to  time  outstanding  under  this  indenture  and 
shall  be  made  subject  to  termination  by  the  Trustee  hereunder  in  case  of  the 
happening  of  an  event  of  default,  or  by  the  purchaser  at  any  sale  of  the  mort- 
gaged and  pledged  premises,  made  in  enforcement  of  this  indenture. 

Section  2.  Nothing  contained  in  this  indenture,  or  in  any  first  and  re- 
funding bond,  shall  prevent  any  consolidation  or  merger  of  the  Railway  Company 
with  any  other  corporation,  or  any  sale,  subject  to  the  continuing  lien  of  this 
indenture  and  to  all  the  provisions  thereof,  of  all  the  property  subject  to  this 
indenture,  as  an  entirety,  to  a  railway  corporation  at  that  time  existing  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  any  state  or  states,  or  of  the  United  States,  and 
empowered  to  acquire  the  same;  provided,  however,  that  such  consoUdation, 
merger  or  sale  shall  be  upon  such  terms  as  to  preserve  and  not  to  impair  the 
lien  and  seciffity  of  this  indenture,  or  any  of  the  rights  or  powers  of  the  Trustee 
or  of  the  holders  of  the  first  and  refunding  bonds. 

In  case  the  Railway  Company  shall  be  consolidated  or  merged  with  any 
other  corporation,  or  shall  sell  aU  the  property  subject  to  this  indenture  as  an 
entirety,  as  aforesaid,  the  corporation  formed  by  such  consolidation,  or  the  cor- 
poration into  which  the  Railway  Company  shall  have  been  merged,  or  the  cor- 
poration which  shall  have  purchased  as  aforesaid,  shall  execute  and  cause  to  be 
recorded  an  instrument  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee,  and  to  which  the  Trustee 
shall  be  a  party,  whereby  such  successor  or  purchasing  corporation  shall  assume 
the  due  and  punctual  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  first  and  re- 
funding bonds  and  the  performance  of  all  the  covenants  and  conditions  of  this 
indenture,  and  thereupon  shall  succeed  to,  and  be  substituted  for,  the  Railway 
Company,  party  of  the  first  part  hereto,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  it  had  been 
named  herein  as  such  party  of  the  first  part ;  and  such  successor  or  piu-ehasing 
corporation  thereupon  may  cause  to  be  signed,  and  may  issue  either  in  its  own 
name  or  in  the  name  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  any  or  all  such 
bonds  which  theretofore  shall  not  have  been  signed  by  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee ;  and,  upon  the  order  of  said  suc- 
cessor or  purchasing  corporation,  in  lieu  of  the  Railway  Company,  and  subject 
to  all  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  herein  prescribed,  the  Trustee  shall 
authenticate  and  shall  deliver  all  such  bonds  which  previously  shall  have  been 
signed  and  delivered  by  the  officers  of  the  Railway  Company  to  the  Trustee 
for  authentication,  and  all  such  bonds  which  such  successor  or  purchasing  cor- 
poration thereafter  shall  cause  to  be  signed  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for 
that  purpose.  All  the  bonds  so  issued,  in  every  respect,  shall  have  the  same 
legal  rank  and  security  as  the  bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  this  indenture,  as  though  all  the  said  bonds  had  been 
issued  at  the  date  of  the  execution  hereof. 

For  every  purpose  of  this  indenture,  including  the  execution,  issue  and  use 
of  any  and  aU  first  and  refunding  bonds  the  terms  "RaUway  Company"  and 
"Great  Northern  Railway  Company"  include  and  mean  not  only  the  party  of 
the  first  part  hereto,  but  also  any  such  successor  or  purchasing  corporation. 
The  Railway  Company,  by  its  present  corporate  name  or  by  any  other  corporate 
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name  which  hereafter  it  lawfully  may  adopt  and  possess,  and  every  such  suc- 
cessor or  purchasing  corporation  shall  have,  and  from  time  to  time  may  exercise, 
each  and  every  right  and  power  hereunder  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany, in  the  name  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  or  otherwise. 

Any  act  or  proceeding,  by  any  provision  of  this  indenture  authorized  or 
required  to  be  done  or  performed  by  any  board  oi  officer  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany, shall  and  may  be  done  and  performed  with  like  force  and  effect  by  the 
Eke  board  or  officer  of  any  railway  corporation  that  at  the  time  shall  be  such 
lawful  sole  successor  or  purchaser  of  the  Railway  Company. 

Nevertheless,  before  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Article, 
the  Railway  Company,  by  instrument  in  writing  executed  by  authority  of 
two-thirds  of  its  board  of  directors  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  may  surrender 
any  of  the  powers  reserved  to  the  Railway  Company  or  to  such  successor  or 
purchasing  corporation,  and,  thereupon,  such  power  so  surrendered  shall  ter- 
minate. 

AETICLE  FOURTEEN. 

EXBCTJTION    IN    C0UNTBRPAHT3. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  recording  of  this  indenture,  the  same  may  be  exe- 
cuted simultaneously  in  several  counterparts,  each  of  which  so  executed  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  an  original;  and  such  counterparts  shall  together  constitute 
but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

ARTICLE  FIFTEEN.

To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  said  Court: 

The  petition  of  Adrian  H.  Joline  and  Douglas  Robinson,  the  Receivers  of 
the  property  of  the  defendants,  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  and  the 
MetropoUtan  Street  Railway  Company,  duly  appointed  herein  in  the  first 
instance  by  orders  duly  made  and  filed  on  the  24th  day  of  September  and  on  the 
1st  day  of  October,  1907,  and  continued  as  permanent  Receivers  of  the  properties 
of  said  defendants  by  order  made  and  filed  on  the  9th  day  of  October,  1907, 
respectfully  shows  to  the  Court  as  follows : 

First.  Your  petitioners  are  satisfied,  after  upwards  of  five  months'  experi- 
ence ia  the  operation  of  the  properties  in  their  charge,  that  to  enable  them  to 
carry  out  their  obligations  to  the  public  and  the  creditors  for  whom  they  are 
Trustees  until  by  sale  of  the  property  or  otherwise  they  may  be  reheved  of  their 
obligations,  it  is  essential  that  the  Court  should  approve  the  issuing  of  Receivers' 
Certificates  or  notes  to  the  amount  of  12,500,000.  In  the  judgment  of  your 
petitioners  such  Certificates  should  be  made  a  lien  on  the  property  of  the  Metro- 
politan Street  Railway  Co.  superior  to  the  lien  of  the  MetropoUtan  Street 
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Eailway  Co.  refunding  mortgage,  which  secures  bonds  to  the  outstanding  amount 
of  $16,604,000  due  April  1st,  2002,  and  bearing  interest  at  4  %,  and  also  to  the 
lien  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Co.  General  and  Collateral  Trust 
Mortgage,  which  secures  bonds  to  the  outstanding  amount  of  $12,500,000  due 
February  1st,  1997,  and  bearing  interest  at  5  %.  The  proceeds  of  said  certifi- 
cates or  notes  should  be  used  solely  for  such  expenditures  as  are  directly  bene- 
ficial to  the  property  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Co.  including  such 
of  its  profitable  leaseholds  as  are  held  under  long  terms. 

In  support  of  this  petition  for  authority  to  issue  such  certificates  the  follow- 
ing statement  of  facts  is  respectfully  presented. 

(1)  The  opinion  of  the  Court  filed  October  8th,  1907,  upon  the  application  to 
make  the  Receivership  permanent,  contained  the  following  directions, 

"The  controlling  element  in  the  operation  of  the  property  by  the  receivers 
will  be  the  circumstance  that  such  property  is  devoted  to  the  pubhc  service. 
The  traveling  public  are  to  be  first  considered ;  the  service  already  performed 
by  the  roads  must  be  kept  up,  and  improved  upon  as  far  as  may  be.  In  the 
matter  of  improvements  the  receivers  are  fortunately  relieved  —  at  least  in 
part  from  the  burden  of  devising  improvements  in  the  system  by  the  existence 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission.  That  body  is  making  a  careful  and  ex- 
haustive investigation  into  all  such  questions  and  may  prescribe  various  changes 
in  construction,  equipment  and  operation  devised  and  adapted  to  secure  better 
service.  These  directions  of  the  Pubhc  Service  Commission  wiH  be  carried 
out  by  the  receivers  so  far  as  the  income  from  operating  the  roads  will  permit : 
whether  they  should  also  undertake  to  borrow  money  in  order  to  complete  such 
changes  is  a  question  which  can  be  determined  subsequently  when  it  is  known 
just  what  those  changes  are." 

We  were  further  instructed  to  employ  an  expert  engineer  of  the  highest  stand- 
ing not  previously  connected  with  the  roads  to  make  a  thorough  examination 
of  their  physical  condition.  Subsequently  and  under  date  of  October  17th, 
1907,  we  reported  to  the  Court  upon  the  cost  of  such  examination,  at  the  same 
time  pointing  oift  that  we  were  advised  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the 
State  of  New  York  that  it  had  engaged  an  expert  to  examine  the  properties 
in  our  charge  and  that  it  was  evident  that  the  work  to  be  done  by  such  expert 
would  to  a  very  considerable  extent  be  of  the  same  character  as  would  ordinarily 
be  required  of  any  expert  to  be  employed  by  us.  Thereupon  a  memorandum 
was  filed  by  the  Court  modifying  its  instructions  regarding  the  employment  of 
an  engineering  expert  on  the  ground  that  "It  would  seem  to  be  an  unnecessary 
expense  to  dupUcate  the  work  which  will  be  done  by  the  engineer  retained  by 
the  Pubhc  Service  Commission." 

The  condition  of  the  entire  operating  property,  except  the  power  houses, 
when  we  took  charge  was  deplorable.  For  a  long  time  the  operating  company 
had  confined  its  repairs  to  such  temporary  and  makeshift  work  as  would  merely 
patch  up  worn-out  parts,  without  any  comprehensive  and  thorough  reconstruc- 
tion. It  was  quite  apparent  that  the  orders  of  the  Pubhc  Service  Commission, 
when  they  did  come,  would  be  drastic  and  would  require  the  equipment  to  be 
put  in  a  thoroughly  first-class  condition.  Appreciating  that  fact,  we  began  at 
once  to  provide  for  the  doing  of  such  work.  The  event  fully  justified  this  course 
because  when  the  order  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  relative  to  the  equip- 
ment was  issued  (Order  No.  179  dated  December  30, 1907)  it  called  for  the  com- 
pletion of  work  along  the  lines  on  which  we  had  already  begun  to  act.  We  have 
had  no  controversy  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  to  the  imperative 
necessity  of  this  thorough  reconstruction  of  the  rolling  stock.  We  did  suggest 
that  the  work  might  be  delayed  awhUe  or  reduced  in  output  tiU  the  inclement 
season  was  over,  because  we  feared  lest  the  withdrawal  of  many  closed  cars  for 
reconstruction,  an  operation  requiring  considerable  time  for  each  car,  might 
reduce  the  number  available  for  service,  but  the  Commission  thought  it  was  better 
to  do  the  work  at  once,  and  their  original  order  as  to  car  reconstruction  has  not 
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been  modified.  The  Court  is  fully  advised  as  to  this  matter,  having  been  shown 
our  correspondence  with  the  Commission  and  having  orally  instructed  us  to 
conform  to  their  directions  and  reconstruct  the  required  number  of  cars  per  day. 
To  do  this  we  have  had  to  incur  heavy  liabilities  in  the  purchase  of  materid.1, 
the  equipment  of  repair  shops,  and  the  hiring  of  many  hundred  additional  work- 
men. All  this  work  adds  value  to  the  property  of  the  lessor  company.  It  njay 
be  that  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  it  should  have  been  done  by  the  lessee  com- 
pany and  the  equipment  not  allowed  to  run  down  as  it  did.  If  so  the  one  com- 
pany has  a  provable  claim  against  the  other  which  will  be  adjusted  in  the  final 
windup,  but  the  roads  of  which  we  now  have  control  must  be  so  equipped  as  to 
render  the  public  service  that  the  franchises  under  which  they  are  operated 
require,  and  it  is  to  the  interest  and  direct  benefit  of  their  owners  that  they  should 
be.  According  td  ordinary  railroad  bookkeeping  this  item  might  not  be  classi- 
fied as  "construction,"  but  it  is  rehabilitation  imperatively  demanded  and  to 
be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  owner  who  is  benefited  by  every  dollar  put  into 
it.  Incidentally  it  may  be  suggested  that  if  for  the  past  few  years  the  New 
York  City  Railway  Company  had  made  the  expenditures  necessary  to  keep  the 
rolling-stock  (and  also  the  track  and  sub-*irface  structure  hereinafter  referred 
to)  in  first-class  condition  it  probably  would  not  have  been  able  to  pay  to  the 
MetropoUtan  Street  Railway  ■  Company  its  stipulated  rental,  which  was  dis- 
tributed among  its  stockholders. 

The  total  amount  required  to  transform  the  rolling  stock  from  what  it  was 
when  we  received  it  in  September  to  what  it  will  be  when  reconstructed  in  full 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  The  Public  Service  Commission  by  the 
beginning  of  next  Summer  is,  upon  a  very  conservative  estimate,  $900,000. 

(2)  The  Public  Service  Commission  has  not  yet  taken  up  the  question  of 
rehabilitation  of  tracks  and  sub-surface  structure  of  the  system.  This  is  im- 
peratively necessary  not  only  to  keep  it  in  safe  condition  to  operate  upon,  but 
to  prevent  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  rolling  stock  and  electrical 
equipment  thereof,  due  to  running  over  defective  track  structure.  We  made 
an  examination  of  existing  conditions  as  soon  as  we  took  charge  and  promptly 
began  the  work  of  improvement ;  the  expenses  chargeable  to  this  item  for  the 
last  quarter  of  1907,  compared  with  those  of  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1906 
show  an  increase  of  30  %,  but  very  much  remains  to  be  done,  which  we  cannot 
do  without  the  money  to  pay  for  it.  AH  that  was  said  in  the  preceding  clause 
of  this  petition  as  to  initial  obligation  of  work  of  this  kind,  which  would  un- 
doubtedly be  ordered  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  soon  as  it  may  in- 
vestigate the  subject  applies  to  this  item. 

In  addition  to  the  extra  expenditures  required  aU  over  the  City  in  order  to 
bring  the  track  structure  up  to  a  proper  operating  condition,  certain  portions 
of  the  tracks  and  sub-surface  structures  of  the  system  must  be  entirely  rehabili- 
tated prior  to  June  30th,  1908.  Among  the  principal  sections  of  the  City's 
thoroughfares  where  this  work  must  be  undertaken  are  Broadway,  from  Canal 
Street  to  42d  Street ;  Sixth  Avenue  from  4th  Street  to  59th  Street ;  59th  Street, 
from  First  Avenue  to  Sixth  Avenue ;  and  Fourth  and  Madison  Avenues  from 
8th  Street  to  135th  Street.  This  work  necessitates  not  merely  the  renewal  of 
the  tram  rails,  but  also  the  renewal  of  the  slot  rails,  the  disturbance  of  the  pave- 
ment, including  the  concrete  foundation  underlying  it,  and  some  of  the  under- 
sxirface  track  structure,  all  of  which  means  very  heavy  expense,  both  for  material 
and  labor,  and  is  absolutely  essential  if  the  track  is  to  be  kept  in  proper  con- 
dition for  operation.  The  effect  of  a  defective  track  structure  is  particularly 
disastrous  to  the  rolling  stock  operating  over  the  track,  due  to  the  loose  joints, 
vibration  of  the  tram  rails,  uneven  surface,  tight  slot  and  other  defects  which 
rack  and  strain  not  only  the  car  bodies  but  the  electrical  equipment  and  trucks, 
running  up  the  cost  of  maintenance  to  a  prohibitive  figure  and  keeping  many 
more  cars  in  the  house  for  repairs  than  would  normally  be  the  case. 

The  maintenance  of  the  pavement,  which  by  statute  is  obligatory  upon  the 
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Company,  not  only  within  and  between  the  tracks  but  for  a  distance  of  two  feet 
from  the  outer  rail  of  the  track,  becomes  difficult  when  the  track  is  not  in  proper 
condition.  At  the  present  time  the  City  is  largely  paved  with  some  form  of 
asphalt,  and  this  pavement  is  peculiarly  susceptible  to  injury  through  the 
vibration  of  loose  rails  and  the  pounding  of  defective  joints.  As  soon  as  the 
pavement  begins  to  break,  due  to  such  movements  in  the  track  structure,  the 
heavy  traffic  to  which  it  is  subjected  on  the  main  thoroughfares  on  Manhattan 
Island  aggravates  the  condition  and  produces  a  very  rapid  disintegration  of  the 
wearing  surface  so  that  it  is  but  a  very  short  time  before  serious  holes  in  the  pave- 
ment are  made,  necessitating  a  particularly  heavy  expense  for  maintenance. 

The  cost  of  this  rehabilitation  of  the  tracks  and  sub-surface  structure  above 
referred  to  to  put  them  in  thoroughly  ffi-st-class  condition  will  aggregate  $400,000. 

(3)  When  we  took  charge  of  the  property  the  work  of  transforming  the  First 
Ave.  Line  between  59th  St.  and  125th  St.  from  a  horse  road  to  underground 
trolley  was  incomplete,  and  the  road  in  such  condition  that  no  cars  could  run 
on  it.  It  has  now  been  completed,  but  the  work  done  by  us  has  not  yet  been 
paid  for.  The  suggestion  under  clause  (1)  ante  as  to  initial  charge  appUes  to 
this  item,  which  is  indisputably  construction  work.  We  had  to  complete  it 
or  the  Une'  (which  is  leased  to  the  Metropolitan  Company  for  the  term  of  its 
charter)  might  have  forfeited  its  franchise.  The  cost  of  this  work  of  completion 
is  $277,305. 

(4)  When  we  took  charge  the  car  house  at  146  St.  and  Lenox  Ave.  was  a  ruin, 
having  been  destroyed  by  lire  in  April,  1907.  We  at  once  began  the  work  of 
rebuilding.  In  that  structure  there  had  been  located  the  principal  repair  shops 
of  the  system.  The  requirements  of  improved  facilities  for  such  work  indicated, 
as  subsequent  orders  of  the  Pubhc  Service  Commission  have  shown,  that  the 
new  building  should  be  in  advance  of  the  old  one  in  that  particular.  Common 
sense  quite  as  forcibly  indicated  that  it  should  be  thoroughly  up  to  date  and 
fully  adapted  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  a  growing  business.  It  is  now 
being  completed  under  plans  which  wUl  make  it  a  first-class  up-to-date  structure 
in  all  respects.  The  facilities  which  will  be  afforded  thereby  are  vitally  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  and  economic  operation  of  the  system.  At  present  we  are 
compelled  to  store  a  large  number  of  cars  in  the  streets  at  night.  This  increases 
the  cost  of  maintaining  our  electrical  equipment,  necessitates  a  considerable 
expense  for  the  service  of  watchmen,  and  renders  impossible  the  proper  inspec- 
tion, repair  and  maintenance  of  the  equipment,  besides  tending  to  its  deteriora- 
tion. The  cost  of  completing  the  147th  Street  shops  will  be  $665,000.  The 
money  already  received  and  that  still  due  from  insurance  companies  is  $490,537, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $174,463  which  is  legitimately  "Construction"  and  a 
direct  and  permanent  benefit  to  the  owner  of  the  property. 

(5)  A  fire  which  occurred  after  we  took  charge  destroyed  about  80  cars 
which  were  operated  on  the  Central  Cross-town  Line.  These  were  replaced 
out  of  a  trust  fund  belonging  to  that  company  and  which  has  entailed  no  ob- 
ligation on  the  receivers.  In  two  other  fires  which  occurred  before  the  receiver- 
ship, 323  cars  were  destroyed  and  it  became  necessary  promptly  to  replace  them, 
in  order  to  seciu-e  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  to  meet  the  orders  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  for  increased  service — orders  which  soon  began  to  come  in. 
In  doing  so,  it  seemed  to  us  that  a  street  railroad  system  in  such  a  city  as  this 
should,  in  the  matter  of  new  equipment  be  supplied  with  the  very  latest  and  best 
which  the  market  afforded.  Therefore  we  contracted  for  155  cars  of  the  model 
known  as  Pay-as-you-enter  cars,  which  have  been  successfully  operated  in  other 
cities,  more  profitably  to  the  operators  and  more  satisfactorily  to  the  passengers 
than  the  old  model.  We  also  bought  9  cars  of  the  old  type,  22  sweepers,  and 
10  scraping  cars  so-called. 

The  total  cost  of  this  new  rolling  stock  will  amount  to  $1,200,087.  The 
insurance  money  received  and  to  be  received  for  loss  of  cars  which  are  thus 
replaced  is  $870,447,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  paid  of  $329,640. 
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(6)  No  single  matter  has  given  us  more  concern  smce  we  took  charge  than 
the  question  of  insurance  and  fire  protection  on  this  property,  the  value  of  which 
exposed  to  fire  loss  is  approximately  $11,000,000.  Four  &es  in  1907  had  made 
the  insurance  companies  uneasy  and  the  conditions  Yfeie  such  as  to  justify  their 
uneasiness.  We  were  soon  threatened  with  a  cancellation  of  insurance  unless 
we  introduced  the  automatic  sprinkler  system. 

In  spite  of  the  most  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  insurance  brokers, 
who  repeatedly  canvassed  the  insurance  markets  of  the  world,  we  have  been 
unable  to  obtain  a  sufficient  amount  adequately  to  cover  the  property.  We 
have  been  threatened  with  a  cancellation  of  insurance  unless  sprinkler  equip- 
ments were  installed.  To  place  us  in  a  position  whereby  we  may  be  able  to 
carry  a  sufficient  and  adequate  line  of  insurance  such  installation  in  the  more 
important  car  houses  of  the  system  is  absolutely  essential. 

Of  even  greater  importance  m  our  judgment  is  the  seriously  existing  danger 
of  fire  which  is  contiaually  before  us.  This  is  due  to  the  failure  for  a  consider- 
able period  before  we  took  possession  of  this  property  to  make  such  expenditures 
as  were  necessary  to  guard  against  the  dangers  of  fire  attendant  upon  the  electri- 
cal operation  of  the  system.  This  fire  hazard  jeopardizes  the  most  essential 
parts  of  our  service.  Should  another  conflagration  occur  the  very  heart  and 
vitals  of  the  system  are  likely  to  be  affected,  with  the  result  of  moat  disastrous 
inroads  upon  our  revenue.  To  provide  against  and  minimize  this  present  and 
,  ever  threatening  peril  the  expenditure  of  considerable  sums  is  absolutely  essential. 
The  ehmination  of  wood  structures,  the  fireproofing  of  exposed  steel  construc- 
tion, the  rehabilitation  of  electrical  circuits,  the  correction  of  other  defects 
in  our  present  structures,  the  installation  of  more  fire  protective  apparatus  such  as 
alarm  systems,  and  the  constant  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  all  this  equipment, 
including  the  sprinkler  apparatus,  must  be  provided  for  and  carried  along  until 
a  complete  revolution  in  the  existing  conditions  has  been  accomplished.  This 
work  is  now  being  carried  forward  and  the  energies  and  efforts  of  a  large  part 
of  our  organization  are  being  devoted  exclusively  to  this  single  phase  of  operation. 

The  cost  of  fire  protective  apparatus  satisfactory  to  underwriters  is  1607,279. 
We  know  of  no  item  which  under  any  system  of  bookkeeping  can  be  more  prop- 
erly charged  up  to  "construction." 

The  items  above  set  forth  are : 

Reconstruction  of  rolhng  stock, $900,000 

EehabiUtation  of  tracks,  etc.,       400,000 

Tracks,  etc.,  in  First  Ave., 277,305 

146th  St. :  Barns  and  repair  shops  in  excess  of  insurance,     ....  174,463 

New  cars  in  excess  of  insurance,        330,440 

Installation  of  sprinkler  systems, , 507,279 

$2,589,487 

There  are  other  items  such  as  sub-station  equipment,  approaches  to  WUliams- 
burgh  Bridge  ordered  by  the  city,  etc.,  ■vfrhich  are  of  Uke  character  to  those  enumer- 
ated, but  they  have  not  been  included  because  they  can  be  paid  from  receipts. 

We  have  made  some  payments  on  account  of  the  work  specified  above, 
mainly  for  reconstruction  of  rolling  stock,  so  as  to  keep  the  work  going  imtil 
the  entire  situation  could  be  developed,  but  in  so  doing  we  have  been  compelled 
to  defer  payment  on  other  obligations  which  have  now  become  very  pressing. 
In  all  expenditures  we  have  foUowed  the  instructions  of  the  Court  quoted  above, 
taking  as  the  controlling  element  the  circumstance  that  the  property  is  devoted 
to  the  public,  paying  out  receipts  as  far  as  they  would  go  to  put  it  in  proper 
condition  and  operate  it  efficiently;  and  assuming  that  in  the  accounting 
proper  credits  and  charges  wiU  protect  all  interests. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  a  cessation  in  these  expenditures  would  in  our 
judgment  result  in  the  demoralization  of  the  service  and  we  believe  that  the 
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cost  of  the  work  will  be  very  largely  enhanced  if  the  policy  heretofore  inaugurated 
by  us  is  not  continued  until  the  condition  of  our  electric  roUing  stock  is  brought 
up  to  a  standard  fitting  for  the  demands  made  upon  it. 

It  is  manifest  that  so  large  a  sum  as  that  stated  above  cannot  be  obtained 
from  current  net  earnings.  Over  and  above  operating  expenses  we  have  had 
to  pay  since  our  appointment  for  taxes  and  similar  obligations  to  State  and  City 
over  $700,000.  Our  fixed  charges  to  the  1st  of  July  proximo,  as  wiU  appear  by 
detailed  schedule  hereto  annexed,  aggregate  $1,354,625.  In  our  judgment  it  is 
advisable  that  aU  of  these  fixed  charges  should  be  paid  as  they  accrue.  So  far  as 
we  can  now  determine  it  is  inadvisable  to  default  on  any  of  them  because  the 
revenue  derived  from  the  operation  of  the  various  lines  seems  sufficient  to  meet 
such  charges.  In  other  words,  the  lines  are  fully  self-supporting  and  it  seems 
advisable  under  these  circumstances  from  our  standpoint  to  keep  the  present 
operating  system  intact. 

The  estimated  excess  of  gross  receipts  over  operating  expenses  to  July  1, 
1908,  is  $1,552,274.  This  estimate,  however,  is  predicated  upon  the  continu- 
ance of  operating  expenses  on  their  preset  basis.  Should  the  Pubhc  Service 
Commission  see  fit  hereafter  to  require  us  in  other  instances  (as  it  did  in  the  case 
of  the  8th  Avenue  Line  by  its  Order  No.  171  dated  December  27,  1907)  to 
provide  service  far  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the  public,  the  excess  of 
gross  receipts  over  operating  expenses  woiild  necessarily  be  reduced.  In  the 
instance  referred  to  we  were  required  to  operate  a  fixed  number  of  cars  during 
certain  hours  entirely  irrespective  of  the  weather  or  the  demands  of  the  traffic, 
with  the  result  as  shown  by  our  observations  thus  far  of  the  practical  waste  of 
at  least  $250,000  annually. 

The  expenditures  for  the  improvements  hereinbefore  described  will  in  due 
time  have  their  effect.  While  there  wiU  be  a  continued  outgo  of  funds  for  the 
next  few  months  we  confidently  expect  that  during  the  summer  we  wiU  begin  to 
reap  the  benefits  of  the  improvements,  which  wiU  be  manifest  by  a  marked 
decrease  of  expenses  and  increase  of  receipts. 

In  fact,  the  ratio  of  receipts  for  the  past  seven  weeks  compared  with  that  of 
the  corresponding  period  of  last  year  begins  to  show  a  noticeable  improvement 
when  contrasted  with  the  ratio  of  the  last  quarter  of  1907  and  the  corresponding 
period  of  1906.  This  is  due  in  a  considerable  degree  to  the  increased  efficiency 
of  the  service  following  as  a  direct  result  of  the  rehabihtating  processes  under 
way  as  before  described.  Then,  too,  the  more  thorough  and  complete  repairing 
of  electric  cars  is  resulting  in  our  being  able  to  keep  more  cars  in  service  and 
fewer  in  the  shop  undergoing  repairs,  with  a  resulting  increase  ^n  earning  capacity. 

To  summarize,  your  petitioners  fully  believe  that  by  the  expenditure  of  tiie 
money  above  specified  the  property  under  their  control  will  be  raised  to  a  more 
efficient  plane  of  service,  its  life  will  be  extended  and  its  value  safeguarded. 
The  expenditure  is  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  place  the  property  in  con- 
dition commensurate  with  the  work  it  is  called  upon  to  perform,  a  condition 
from  which  it  had  been  allowed  materially  to  recede.  The  result  of  the  expendi- 
tures must  necessarily  be  to  afford  better  service  to  the  public  and  to  increase 
the  net  returns  to  an  extent  which  wiU  add  a  permanent  increment  to  the  rev- 
enue, thus  enhancing  the  value  of  the  property  for  the  benefit  of  its  owners. 

Your  petitioners  have  instituted  an  action  against  the  Metropolitan  Securities 
Company  for  $4,964,000  damages  claimed  on  the  breach  of  an  agreement  dated 
May  22,  1907,  between  that  Company  and  the  New  York  City  Railway  Com- 
pany, for  the  repayment  of  advances  by  the  latter  Company  to  the  Metropolitan 
Street  Railway  Company.  For  the  particulars  of  said  action  and  the  said 
agreement  reference  is  made  to  the  complaint  therein,  now  on  file.  The  necessity 
for  issuing  Receivers'  certificates  arises  in  a  large  measure  from  the  breach  of 
that  agreement  by  the  Metropolitan  Securities  Company.  The  funds  raised 
by  the  issue  of  such  certificates  could  be  in  part  repaid  your  petitioners  as 
receivers  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company  if  such  sum  is  recovered 
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in  said  action,  and  the  sum  so  repaid  would  be  available  to  retire  Receivers' 
certificates. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.    Dated  New  York,  March  . . ,  1908. 

Your  Petitioners  duly  show  that  since  the  preparation  of  a  draft  petition 
in  the  foregoing  form  a  disastrous  fire  has  occurred  on  the  premises  at  96th 
Street  and  2d  Avenue,  the  result  of*  which  necessitates  a  material  increase  of 
expenditures  over  the  amount  hereinbefore  requested.  The  fire  started  about 
11  P.M.  on  Saturday  February  29th.  It  very  seriously  damaged  the  building 
west  of  the  fire  wall  which  separates  the  First  Ave.  car  house  from  the  Second 
Ave.  car  house,  and  it  destroyed  or  rendered  practically  useless  334  cars,  of 
which  323  were  revenue  cars.  Owing  to  the  fact  already  pointed  out  that  it 
has  hitherto  been  impossible  for  us  to  procure  insurance  to  an  amoimt  com- 
mensurate with  the  value  of  the  property,  there  wiU  be  a  deficit  between  such 
amoimt  as  we  can  collect  from  the  insiurance  companies  and  the  amount  that 
will  be  required  to  replace  the  rolling  stock  and  restore  the  building  to  a  con- 
dition which  wiU  permit  us  to  continue  operations  at  that  point.  To  meet 
this  deficiency  and  to  cover  other  items  of  loss  necessarily  following  as  a  result 
of  this  fire  we  should  have  additional  funds  to  the  amount  of  at  least  $1,000,000, 
making  the  total  requirements  under  this  petition  the  sum  of  $3,600,000,  in- 
stead of  $2,500,000  as  originally  suggested.

It  appearing  that  due  notice  of  the  settlement  of  this  order  has  been  given. 

It  is  now  on  this  2d  day  of  June,  1908,  on  motion  of  Masten  &  Nichols, 
solicitors  for  the  Receivers, 

Ordered,  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  and  supplemental  petition  be, 
and  it  hereby  is  granted  so  far  as  is  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  the  said  Receivers 
in  their  capacity  as  Receivers  of  each  company  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  author- 
ized to  issue  their  Certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
Three  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($3,500,000)  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Said  Certificates  to  the  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  thereof  shall
